The wind ſhifted, a circumſtance 
which occaſioned our detention, and proved very fa- . 


vourable, as the accommodations were made more 
comfortable. 


Sunday, 16th. A meeting, for prayers, was « held, 


morning and evening, and for preaching twice. Mr, 
Wilks preached in the morning, from 2. Tim. ii. 15. 
Study to ſhew thyſelf approved; and Brother Mac- 
donald i in the afternoon. 

Wedneſday, 19th.' 3 P. M. Having weighed an- 
chor, and dropt down to St. Helen's, we again 
brought up with the relt of the fleet, and bade adieu 
to Mr. Wilks, and other friends. 


Thurſday, 20th. Again, we weighed . __ 
with a fair wind, failed under the convoy of the Am- 
phion frigate. At 11. A. M. the'Brethren met on 
the quarter-deck, and ſung the hymn, ** Jeſus at thy 
command;” after which, Mr. Howell engaged in prayer.

= accompanied by the Rev. Mr. Lamb, of Weymouth; 
| who, after having prayed, departed, At 10 A, M. the 
| Brethren met on the quarter. deck, when Mr. Howell 
j preached fi from Pſalm Ixxxiv. 11. For the Lord God 
den At half paſt two, they again aſſembled; 
| when the Author ſpoke from Pſalm xxix. 10. 11. 
The Lord fitteth upon the floods; yea, the Lord 
ſitteth King for ever; the Lord will give ſtrength 
to his people; the Lord will bleſs his peaple with 
peace.” By this time we had loſt fight of land. 
Tueſday, 25th. Was a dark Chriſtmas to moſt of 
us, the wind blew hard, the ſea ran high; and the 
greateſt part of us were much indiſpoſed. The hatches 
Vere battened down, and we ſhipped feveral feas. 
Thurſday, 27th. The gale ſince its eommence- 
ment had regularly increaſed, and the ſea now run ſo- 
high, that all communication between the Miſſienaries 
was ſtopped. Notwithſtanding the hatches were bat⸗ 
tened down, we ſhipped more water than before; 
ſo chat moſt of the articles between decks, particu- 
larly thoſe belonging to Brother Jones and me, in our 
_ cabins, were ſet afloat; as. they were oppoſite the 
main hatch-way. We lay to, with our top-gallant- 
maſt 
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maſt ſtruck, ſhrouds laſhed, and yards pointed to 
the wind. This was a night much to be remem- 


bered by our children and us. The articles between 
decks, rolling from ſide to ſide, and few of us 
able to keep our places. The mountainous billows 


beat the ſhip with- that violence, that we often 


imagined. ſhe had ſtruck againſt a rock, which made 
| her tremble from ſtem to ſtern. One ſea ran fo high, 
that it went over our mizen-maſt head, and a vaſt 


quantity of water forced-its way down into the cabig. 
In the night, the laſhing of my cot gave way, in my 


cabin, ſo that my wife and I were obliged to hold by 


the opening of the ſhip, to prevent our rolling from 
ſide to ſide. During this time, the water frequently 
came pouring upon us. One ſea went over all the 
children, which occaſioned a general outery, but laſted 
only a ſhort time; indeed they were much quieter 
than it could have been reaſonably expected, in fuch 
a ſituation. At midnight a folemn filence prevailed 
for ſonid time, which was interrupted. only by the 
roaring of the ſea the falling, and breaking of the 


things between decks; at length the filence gave 


way to the expreſſion of ſome fears, reſpecting the 
danger of the ſhip; theſe alarms, however, ſoon ſub- 
ſided. Few of us, 1 truſt, were ſtrangers to that de- 
_ claration of our God, Job, xxviii. 9. He bindeth 
the floods from overflowing.” '? Happy are they » ho 
are enabled to lay in his hand, who holdeth the 
winds: in his fiſts,” and © meaſureth the waters in the 
3 hollow 
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hollow of his hand.” I lay fealing the import of 


theſe ſcriptures, and looked for their fulfilment, more 
than do thoſe who watch for the morning. My wife, 
to my ſurprize, was even better than I, That which 

chiefly claimed my attention was, that although ſhe 


fainted when in England, on hearing the noiſe of the 


wind, at her fre- ſide, where ſhe was in ſafety, yet now, 


though ſhe felt ſo much of its power, ſhe fainted not. 


Brother Leveſque and Hughes were in the evening 


able to afford ſome aſſiſtance. | 
Friday, 28th. This morning was hailed with plea- 


ſure by us all. The wind having abated, the hatches 


were unbattened, and once more we faw.the light of 
day. Captain Robſon came down in the morning, 
and expreſſed his joy at ſeeing us all alive, dcclaring, 
that he felt more in the laſt trying night than he did 


all the two years voyage before. Several of us, who 


were much indiſpoſed, with aſſiſtance, were got upon 
deck, while things were put to rights below. Here 


it may be obſerved, that all who were able, this morn- 
ing, attended public prayer; for, in conſequence of 
the gale, and indiſpoſition, it had been omitted ſince 
Tueſday. 


Saturday 29th. Moſt of us were upon deck this 


day, and gave public thanks to the Lord for our delive- 


rance. As I fat upon the quarter-deck, I ſaw float- 
ing upon the mighty deep, the body of one of my fel- 


low creatures, with his hat ar a ſmall diſtance. The 
Lord hath wonderfully preſerved us all; and why hath 


he 
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he preſerved me, Was the language af my heart; We 
perceived this day that two of the fleet were driven 
away by the gale, but whither we knew not. 
Sunday. 3oth. We attended to our worſhip this 
day, agreeably to the plan adopted, which was, that 
on Sunday there ſhould be a prayer meeting at fix | 
o'clock, in the morning and evening; preaching 
morning and afternoon ; preaching alſo on Tueſday 
and Friday evenings; public prayer every morning 
and evening. Having proceeded thus far, I ſhall omit 
in future ſaying muck relative to our religious ſer- 
vices. Indeed, it is propoſed to give a very conciſe 
account of the voyage-of the Duff, previouſly to her 
capture, that there may be greater ſcope for the rela- 
tion of thoſe incidents, which, in the narrative, are 
peculiarly intereſting. The reader will, therefore, take 
it for granted, that henceforth I ſhall confine myſelf 
to thoſe circumſtances, which are likely to prove moſt 
acceptable. 8 
Monday 31ſt. We ſaw a ſtrange fail which our 

convay chaſed, but ſhe proved to be a friend. 


| JANUARY iſt, 1799, 
I perceived myſelf not only entering upon a new 
year, but alſo engaged in a new work; I could adopt 


the language of St. Paul, © Who is ſufficient for theſe 
things?” 


2d. Laſt night we loſt aur convoy, and none of the 
fleet were in fight. In the evening we held a prayer 
B 4 meeting, 
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meeting, and with prayer and fapplicationl committed 


_ ourſelyes to the protection of the God of Heaven. 
zd. This morning a ſtrange ſail appeared in fight 
on our lee bow, which ſoon hoiſted her enſign and 
pendant, and bore down upon us. A degree of alarm 
took place left ſhe ſhould be a French privateer. At 


half paſt 11 A. M. ſhe came cloſe under our ſtern and 


hailed us; when we found that ſhe was an American 


armed brig of 14 guns, well manned ; they informed 
us that they came from Philadelphia, and were bound 
to Leghorn. In Lat. 35% 5o' N. Long. 152 3o' W. 

sth. We ſaw the Iſland of Madeira, the wind blow- 


ing ſtrong, but fair, and the ſhip going at the rate of 


two hundred miles in twenty-four hours. 
6th. As this was the firſt Sunday in the month, 
we ſhould have celebrated the Lord's Supper, but 
on account of the indiſpoſition of ſeveral on board, 
and the ſea running high, it was r till next 
Lord's day. 

7th. We ſaw the Inland of Poltha, which is .

14th. We enjoyed the view of St. Anthona and St. 


Vincent, two of the Cape de Verd Iſlands. Were abreaſt 
of them about noon. At that time the clouds ſurround- 
ing and "concealing their ſummits, and the beams of 


the ſun being uncommonly brilliant, an opportunity 


was given of contemplating a ſtriking contraſt between 
the light and ſhade, which were repreſented in this 
beautiful ſcene, ſo that the picture, on the whole, form- 
ed at once a ſolemn and majeſtic fight. | 


16th. At day break we obſerved another ſtrange fail. 


bearing down upon us. The Captain called up all 
the ſingle brethren, to aſſiſt in ſetting all poſſible 


ſail, being apprehenſive that ſhe might prove an ene- 


my. The married Miſſionaries heard the noiſe on 
deck, but were not ſummoned, leſt it ſhould alarm 
the females; nevertheleſs, we ſoon came on deck, 
and our fears were happily diſperſed on finding that

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and entered the Torrid Zone, with a favourable 


mind, than I had experienced ſince our departure from 


Supper was adminiſtered on the quarter deck, when, 
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the hoiſted all the ſail ſhe could carry, and SE away 


ſrom us, while we purſued our courſe. 
21ſt. About 5 P. M. a ſudden ſquall of wind and 


rain came on, at the time we were about to take ſome 
refreſhment. In the ſquall, we carried away our 
 foretop gallant ſtudlſail rare The ſquall ceaſed by 
7 o'clock. 


22d. At a general meeting, this day, 1t was agreed, 
that a public journal ſhould be kept open to all the 
brethren, to be ſent to the DireQors of the Society at 


London; and that on Tueſday next, we ſhould take 


into conſideration the propriety of arranging the plan 
of our deſignation to the ſeveral iſlands of the South 


Seas. About half paſt 10 P. M. we croſſed the 


Equator, and entered the ſouthern hemiſphere with A 
fige breeze. 

25th. Early this morning we deſcried the coaſt of 
South America upon our lee bow, Land has always 
been pleaſant to the ſight ; but Experience has taught 


many, that it is not always profitable. The land now 
ſeen was Cape St. Roque, and when we ſounded about 
9 A. M. we found ſcarcely ſeven fathoms water, al- 


though I ſuppoſe we were about four miles from land ; 
our Captain inſtantly put about, and ſteered a courſe 
directly oppoſite ; but the wind and a ſtrong current 
were much againſt us, which rendered it extremely 


painful to moſt on board. After a ſurvey from the 


maſt head, the ſhoals were diſcovered. 


6 28th, 
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2Sth. This day we found that we had been driven 
back 200 miles by the wind and current. In en- 
deavouring to clear this coaſt, many of us were diſ- 


couraged, which our Captain perceiving, after prayer 


this evening, he embraced the opportunity of inſpiring 
us with becoming fortitude by his ſeaſonable argu- 


ments. Then our united ſupplications were preſented 


at the throne of grace, for a favourable gale, to con- 
vey us from this dangerous coaſt to the deſired haven. 
29th. The wind was rather more favourable, and 


we began to take courage. At 10 A. M. we al- 


ſembled to arrange the plan for our diſtribution, 
ſhould the Lord, in his allwiſe providence, permit us 
to reach the deſtined ſhores. 

The inſtructions of the Directors were read; 
in which it was recommended, that we mould divide 
in the following manner, via. 2 18 
Four married and fix ſingle brethren to go to Ton- 
gataboo. 

Fhree married and three Goals to the Marqueſas. 

Three married and three lingle to Otaheite and 
Ulietea. 

Four fingle to he Navigators Iſlands, 

Two ſingle to the Fegees, and 

Two fingle, if any remained, to the Vavao. 

This part of the inſtructions more particularly 
claimed our attention this day; and after mature 
deliberation it was agreed, that it Providence ſhould 
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5 he propitious to us, by pointing out the propriety 
hi. and practicability of our plan, on our arrival we

member appeared fatisfied with the above arrange- 
ment. e n 

| zoth. We have to record, as another day of trial, 
that at 6 A. M. we ſaw two ſtrange ſails, a ſhip of 
war, and a ſchooner, which we ſuppoſed to be her prize. 
The ſchooner was ſent off, and the ſhip gave us chaſe. 
On perceiving this we were extremely alarmed, as her 
fituation gave us reaſon to ſuppoſe, that fhe would 
ſpeedily overtake us. Captain Robſon manifeſted the 


greateſt anxiety on the occaſion, and immediately put 
about the ſhip,-crouded all the ſail he poſſibly could, 


placed extra ropes, where it was ſuppoſed they would 
be neceſſary, as it blew hard; while we were placed 
ſo as to trim the ſhip, that we might eſcape captivity. 
We here performed our religtous ſervice, at 7 o'clock, 


and beheld our adverſary, purſuing hard after us. 


Some ſuppoſing that the gained upon us, a converſa- 
tion took place, on the propriety of contending with 
her, if ſhe overtook us; and we thought, that we were 


in a capacity to preſerve our ſhip from capture, opi- 


nions 
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nions differed upon this ſubject —The Captain, Offi- 


cers, and ſeamen, with ſome of the Miſfionaries, 


thought it was our duty to engage her, if there was a 


probability of ſaving the ſhip. Mr. Howe and the 
reſt, thought otherwiſe. However, the guns were got 


protection. For the purpoſes of prayer, we aſſembled 


at 11 A. M. as we yet ſaw our enemy aſtern; the 
means, which were employed to accelerate our pro- 


greſs, anſwered the deſired end, and ſhe could not 


overtake us. Hope and fear alternately took poſſeſ- 
ſion of our minds, and many an anxious look was caſt _ 
behind on our purſuer. About 3 P. M. however, we 


had the unſpeakable ſatisfaction of ſeeing her abandon 
the chaſe, and leave us in peace and tranquillity to 


continue our voyage. The moment ſhe gave up the 
purſuit we aſſembled on the quarter-deck, and return- 


ed public thanks to the Lord, for this ſeaſonable i in · 
terpoſition of his providence. 


FEBRUARY 11.5 


The wind and current continued the ſame as for 


ready; while we had recourſe to ſpiritual means of 


ſome days paſt. We had failed upwards of 1000. 


miles ſince laſt Friday, and yet we were ſtill almoſt 200, 
diſtant from our deſtined port. This reminded me 


of the journey of Iſrael, towards the promiſed land of 


Canaan, and we were ready to 'be ane, and 
faint, on account of the way.“ 

zd. We beheld ourſelves near the coaſt, JH we 
found a difficult matter to clear; ſome were of opi- 


nion, 


= 
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mon, that it ſeemed to be the mind and will of the 


Lord, that we ſhould go no farther, but land. It 
ſeemed & very deſolate place, no inhabitants could be 


fully diſtinguiſhed; but almoſt every night, when we 


were tacking about, we perceived that they lighted 


fires, which we conſidered as fignals for us to land. 
The ſoil appeared hot burning ſand; yet, at ſome diſ- 


tance from the ſhore, it was covered with trees, ſome 
of which are large, and I have no doubt but it is fruit- 
ful. Some of us would have willingly gone on ſhore, 
but our ſituation at the time would not admit of it. 


This ſtep might alſo have been attended with much 


danger from the inhabitants. 


4th. Four large fires were more viſible this 


than any had been before. 17 
7th. The land was yet within fight; in the evening 


| ſome ſmall canoes made their appearance, near the 


ſhore, but none offered to come off; being, very pro- 
bably, afraid of us.

we could not perceive her hull, Different opinions 


were entertained, as to her force, but the moſt general 
one was, that the was the Perpus, the ſhip which was 
to convey Governor King to New South Wales; for 


we had left her behind in England, as ſhe had not ar- 
rived at Portſmouth when the convoy ſailed. 


We had all our ſails ſet as well as ſhe; but as there 


was ſcarcely any wind we made but little progreſs. 


All the Miſſionaries were buly as in days paſt. Some 


were waſhing their clothes, that they might be ready 


to goon ſhore; others, and I, were employed in writ- 


ing letters to our friends in England, wiſhing to give 
them the earlieſt information of our ſafe arrival at the 
firſt port. We performed our worſhip on deck as 
uſual, and Brother P. Leveſque preached. : 


The evening being pleaſant, and the moon ſhining 
clear, moſt of us were upon deck, as uſual, to enjoy the 


air, and could perceive our enemy, though we did not 


then recognize her as ſuch. After moſt had ſupped, 
our Captain, Vir. Smith, Mr. Howell, and ſeveral, re- 
tired 
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W to bed, and others were retiring, when a fuller 
ſquall of ad and rain coming on, the remainder like- 
wiſe withdrew, between ten and eleven q'clock. _ 
All the children were faſt afleep, and my partner 
was retiring, when we heard the report 0: a gun from 
our ſuppoſed friend. The women began to: be ſome- 
what alarmed, while moſt of the Miſſionaries, the 
Captain, and ſeamen, did not believe that ſhe was an 
enemy. At the worſt, we ſuppoſed that ſhe might be 
2 Portugueſe, and if ſo, all was well. 
Captain Robſon ordered the ſhip to.be laid to, and 
then came down to the women between decks, and 
exhorted them not to be afraid, as he bad no doubt 
of her being a friend. As it rained hard, 1 put on my 
great coat, and went upon deck. Our ſhip not bring- 
ing to ſo ſoon as they wiſhed, ſhe fired another ſhot, 
which U perceived, as I ſtood on the quarter deck, to 
pals by our larboard quarter; and a third gun flaſhed, 
but did not go off. The ſquall catching her before we 
felt it, ſhe was ſoon abreaſt of us, and hailed us in 
Englih: hat fhip ? Il hence come?” and Whi-. 
ther bound?” At being hailed in Engliſh, i it afforded 
us pleaſure, as it appeared to confirm our opinion that 
ſhe was a friend. ö 
Captain Robſon anſwered, and informed them what 
ſhip, who we were, and whither bound; when he re- 
ceived an anſwer to ſeud our boat alongſide directly. 
Our boats had been freſh caulked and painted, com- 
pletely ready, in expectation of going on ſhore at 


Rio Janeiro. The jolly-boat was now hoilted over 
C2 the 
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the fide, when Mr. Smith the chief mate, with four 
ſeamen, went into her, with the ſhip's papers, and 
we wiſhed him a ſafe return. When the boar reached 


the unknown ſhip, the author with moſt of the Miſ- 
ſionaries ſtood leaning over the fide, waiting the re- 


turn of the boat, and to hear the true import of 


this unexpected ſalutation, when we heard the next 


report from this ſhip, which was, © ſend all the 
paſſengers on board. At this, ſeveral began to 
conclude that ſhe was an enemy, although we ſtill“ 
faintly hoped that the would turn out otherwiſe. 


But ſoon a boat came alongſide without either Mr. 


Smith or the ſeamen, and this had a moſt unfavour- 
able appearance; yet we derived ſome hope from the 
circumſtance that all the boat's crew ſpoke good 


Engliſh. When the queſtion was put, what ſhip ſhe 


was, they anſwered, the Spitfire, come from the coaſt 


of Ireland. Theſe men paſſed for Americans, but I 
believe that half of them were Engliſh, who, having 


violated all laws, human and divine, were employed 
in this in1quitous work of plunder. The women were 
again encouraged to believe that all would ſoon be 
well, at hearing nothing but Engliſh voices alongſide 


of our Captain, But ſoon orders were iflued that 


every man mult leave the Duff, enter the boat, and go 


on board the unknown ſhip, when, with others, I re- 


tired below to prepare ourſelves for a ſeparation from 
our wives and children. In the mean time we ſaw 
ſome ill-looking fellows take poſſeſſion of our ſhip, and 
whatever Property they could lay their hands on. | 

ſhifted 
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ſhifted myſelf, putting on a clean ſhirt, and then gave 
my watch to my wife. When at the fight of ſo 
very diſagreeable perſons, armed with cutlaſſes and 
piſtols, as entered between decks to ſeparate us, ſhe 
began to expreſs her fear of what would become of 
her dear little ones; I felt my mind particularly more 
compoſed than ever I could have ſuppoſed it would 
have been in fo trying a moment. I endeavoured to 
diſpel her fears, and to encourage her by remarking, 
that this providence evidently was the Lord's will, 
and ſhe, with me, would ſee that it was amongſt the 
all things, which would work together for our good. 
That 1 had no doubts of our meeting again, that it 
was our duty to ſubmit to 4/m who does all things 
well”—and to be ſtill and know that He was God, 
and fear not, for we were yet in his hands, who cared 
for us. My wite now reſumed her courage, and dried 
up every tear, and we bade farewell to each other; 
after which I proceeded to enter the boar, without 
having any thing to ſhift myſelf, or ſixpence in my 
pocket, and no ſtockings, as through the ſudden ſur. 
prize my wife could not find a pair, ſo that I was com- 
pelled to go without them. 
| now entered the boat, in which were moſt of the 
unmarried Brethren, Mr. Howell, and ſome of the 
ſeamen. When the boat had left the ſhip, on ſurvey- 
ing the company, I found myſelf to be the only mar- 
ried man amongſt them, a circumſtance which gave 
me ſome concern, as J entertained a thought that it 
might be their method to allow the married men to 
7 continue 
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continue with their families on board the Duff, and 
conſidered myſelf as an exception from the general 
rule. But we were ſoon alongſide of this priſon-ſhip, 
the fight of which was far from appearing pleaſant to 
any of us. We went on board, and being guided aft 
upon the quarter. deck, where ſentinels were placed 
over us, the number of ſtrange and diſagreeable per- 
ſons whom we ſaw armed with fo many deſtructive 
weapons, was ſuch, that we could not but forcibly 
feel for our ſudden change. Soon our Captain, ſea- 
men, and all the other brethren, were brought on 
board, excepting two boys, John Greatheadand James 
Webſter; William Howell having come with his fa- 
ther along with us; and although his ſather pleaded 
hard for permiſſion for the lad to ſtay with him it 
was not granted, and he was ſent back pn board the 
Duff to join the other lads. It was alſo requeſted by - 
Captain Robſon that the married men. might be per. 
mitted to remain with their families, but this was po- 
fitively denied. After ſome pleading Dr, Turner was 
permitted to return to the women, in caſe of the in- 
diſpoſition of any of them, particularly as Mrs. Jones 
and my partner drew near the time of their delivery, 
We all knew that Brother Turner would aftord much, 
relief to our wives, as it did allo to ourſelves; becauſe 
we had every reaſon to believe that he would exert 
himſelf to the utmoſt to make their ſituation as com- 
fortable as poſſible. Captain Carbonelle, the com- 
mander of the French ſhip, gave Mr. Smith alſo per- 
miſfion to return in the boar, that he might procurg 
ſome 
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fome clothes. But although he made the attempt he 


was compelled to leave the cabin without getting any, 


being driven with a cutlaſs upon deck. On his res 


turn we learned that he had been between decks, to 


take his leave of the women, and found them ſtanding 
at the cabin-door, ſuſpicious that both their perſons 
and apparel were in imminent danger. They imme- 


diately ſurrounded him, when he exhorted them to take 


courage; and when he parted from them few tears fell 


from any eye, as they appeared to be wonderfully ſup- 


ported, conſidering their ſituation. 


The French prize Captain had ſtationed a ſentinel 
at the hatchway, with a drawn ſword, to prevent any 


from going below where they were; when Mr. Smith 
requeſted him preſlingly to take Es care of the 
ladies. | 


We all remained together on the quarter-deck, and 


we hoped to enjoy the privilege of the air the whole 


night. My mind was yet compoſed, and, I could with 
liberty have engaged in the worſhip of God. It was 


propoſed to our Captain to ſing an hymn; but it was 
recommended by him to deſiſt this night, and he 
would requeſt che French Captain in the morning, 
to allow us to enjoy our worſhip as uſual. 

I ſuppoſe that it might be about two or three 
_ o'clock, A. M. when we received orders to go below. 
It was with concern theſe orders were heard, but with 
much more, when we found that we were crammed 
together between decks, excepting the Captain and 
Mr, 
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Mr. Smith, where the height was is ſcarcely ſatficleut to 
allow us to ſit upright, one over the other, under dirty 
hammocks, and almoſt ſuffocated for want of air; yet 


compelled to enter at the point of the ſword, which was 
held to our backs, while thoſe who had knives were 


forced to deliver them up. The remainder. of the 
time till the morning advanced was ſpent in a dole- 
ful ſituation, as we knew not but for want of natu- 


ral air, ſome of us would be deprived of life before 


day-break. Oh! with what unſpeakable pleaſure, at. 
fix o'clock, did we receive the order to come on deck. 


But in what language ſhall I convey an idea of the 
pleaſurable ſenſation which I felt, at receiving the be- 


nefit of the ſalubrious air. I am at a loſs for a com- 


pariſon to deſcribe fully the ſtate of my feelings. It 


was like a powerful ſtream of life, flowing rapidly 
through my noſtrils i into every Ven. 
Our firſt concern was, to look after our ſhip the 


Duff, and our feelings may eafily be conceived by 
every man of ſenſibility, when we beheld her ſteering 
a direct courſe from us, in the poſſeſſion of the enemy, 

and gradually diſappearing. I felt with others much at 


this affecting ſight, which was as a dagger to our faith 
and hope; and our concern was ſtill more heightened 
at receiving the information from our Captain, who 
had been told by the French Captain, that the Duff 


could not be ranſomed, but would be carried to Rio 


de la Plata, to the Spaniſh port of Monte Video, South 
America, and that he had come out upon a three 
| maonths 
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months cruize, and could not return into port until 
that time expired, or he had captured two or three 


good prizes. 


We now knew that the ſhip was Le Grand 88 


parte, pierced for 22 nine-pounders, a French priva- 
teer, manned by upwards. of 200 ſailors, Captain A. 


Carbonelle, commander, which information we had 


not received on board the Duf. 
In addition to this, we underſtood that as ſoon as 


they diſcovered us, they immediately gave chaſe; but 


as there was little wind they took to their long ſweeps, 
by which they rowed the ſhip at the rate of three and 


four miles an hour; that they ſuppoſed us Engliſh, 


and for that reaſon hailed us in our own language; 


and as we were ſome time before we brought to, or 

ſent the boat, they imagined that we were preparing 
for action, and were on the point of giving a 
broadſide, having already hailed and told us, that if 


we did not ſend the boat they would fire. The order 
was given for that purpoſe, but as they were about to 


obey an officer prevented it, by declaring that we had 


ſtruck and backed our main-ſail. 
On ſeeing the Duff this day taking her departure 
from us, I wrote the following lines: 


This gloomy ſcene, which now attraQs my ſight, 
Would baffle faith, and put my hope to flight.

Every. one who is in the leaſt degree acquainted 
with human nature muſt acknowledge, that in certain

board the Duff preyed much upon our minds, as 


this fſeparation; only, as priſoners of war, we ſup” 
poſed that they would either be in continual expecta- 
tion of feeing us, or deſpair of ſeeing us any more. 
Mrs. Jones and Mrs. Gregory, the one with two, and 
the other with three children, looking forward in their 
diſtreſs to the critical moment of child-birth, while 
we were wrenched from them as captives. This was 
the circumſtance which lay heavieſt on our minds. 


fore the expiration of three months, and her frequent 
fears as to her ſafety, in that moment, while we were 
together, which ſhe had communicated to me, con- 
vinced alſo that my abſence in ſuch a ſtate muſt add 
to her ſorrow; I was ready ſometimes to conclude that 
I ſhould ſee her no more in this vale of tears. Theſe, 
with many other diſtreſſing thoughts, frequently cauſed 
much

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much uneaſineſs, which I could not poffibly prevent. 


We ſhould all have been more comfortably ſituated if 


we had known how they were, but focuses doubts of 


their ſafety marred every comfort. 

The ſudden change of our companions, diet and 
lodging, was ſenſibly felt; into this condition we had 
been hurled as in a moment; but even here we could 


ſtill communicate the deſires of our ſouls to the Au- 


thor of all our mercies, though we could not to the 


partners of our exile. We ſeverally can bear witneſs 
that the Lord heard and anſwered prayer. Bleſſed be 


the Lord! He did not ſuffer us to deſpair; for ſoon 
light ſprang through this dark and trying diſpenſa- 


tion, and we evidently ſaw that the Lord was yet on 


our fide, though men had been deines © to riſe up 
againſt us. „ 

The French Captain, when the inſtruftions of the 
Directors to Capt. Robſon were read, appeared to feel 
exceedingly for our diſtreſs. He ſaid, that / be 


Had known who we were, and in that we Tere engaged, 


he would fooner have given 500l. out of his own pocket 
than hade met us; but now the laws of bis country, his 
officers and men compelled him go act as he did.” He alſo 
aſſured us, that ** the women and children ſhauld be well 
treated, as the officers whom he had put on board were 
men of char atler, who world protect vuth them and 
theirs. He was jorry that he bad ſ[cparated their buſhands 
from them, which he would nut have dane if he had knoton 
as much of us as he now did: but that he would ſend 
paſs in each prize which he took after the Duff.” 
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At the ſame time we experienced many unpleaſant 
things; our ſituation was extremely uncomfortable z_ 
we now knew the worth of water, by the painful ex- 
perienee of the want of it. Such/as in England we 
ſhould have refuſed to waſhour hands with was now va- 
_ . luable in this hot climate to: quench our thirſt, the al- 
lowance being but a ſcanty quart in 24 hours, while 
we were nearly ſuffocated during the night, being 
ſo cloſely confined together as ſcarcely to have room 
to move; the boards were very irregular on which we 
ſlept, ſome even two inches above the reſt. The 
French ſailors in paſſing to and from their hammocks 
every watch trod over us, and the vermin from the 
hammocks of their men dropped upon thoſe under 
them, while the ſentinels with ſwords and piſtols ſtood 
on guard; who, when they paſſed to aud from the 
lantern, uſed to put the points of their ſwords between 
us to feel for room where they might put their feet. 
This ſituation, in which we continued always for 
twelve hours, added tothe diſtreſsful ſtate of our minds, 
would ſuffer us to enjoy but little reſt; yet if any 
| through exceſſive fatigue taſted the ſweets of repoſe, 
it was generally attended by the lofs of their little 
property 1n clothes, which the extreme heat had com- 
pelled them to take off. By means of theſe hardened 
wretches ſome of the Brethren frequently in a morn- 
ing were without a hat; an handkerchief, or ſome 
other article of dreſs. Thoſe who had time or recol- 
lection on the night of capture had brought a ſmall 
bundle of clothes wiih them, but loſt either part or 


the 


| the whole, on account of the covetous diſpoſition of 
the ſailors. Even before we got on board while the 
boat was alongſide, ſome of theſe poor unhappy men 
ſtood over the fide with a line and hook to draw up 
the bundles into the ſhip. The ſhoit time, and the 
avaricious temper of the French ſailors, who ſnatched 
at every thing within their reach, would ſuffer but 


little property to come out of the Duff, and every 
mean was employed by them to obtain it. I, for mine 


own part, neyer ſtripped off any of my clothes the 
whole time that I was on board, except my hat and 


coat, which I uſed to double up and fit upon in the 
night, ſo that having nothing but what I wore, from 


this precaution I loſt nothing. My mind being penetra- 
ted with a deep ſenſe of thedreadtul effects of lin and de- 


ſtructiye war, one of its fatal conſequences, I could 


not but be aſtoniſhed in ſome degree, that men ſhould 
be ſo hardened by it, that after they had taken our 


perſons and property, they ſhould {till ſtrive to plunder | 


the plundered and rob the deſtitute. However it may 
be mentioned to the honour of Captain Carbonelle, 
that this took place without his knowledge or per- 
miſſion. = EE 

How often has my mind been ſeverely tried by this 


reflection, that the Almighty ſhould ſuffer men whom 


we wau'd have avoided in our ſticets, ſrom fear of 
contaminatian, to rule over and guard us with ſwords. 
IJ could not unravel this myſtery, but with David in 


the word of God I ſaw, © they ſtood in a ſlippery 


place,” 
my Several 
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Several of us having but one ſhirt each, were 
obliged to go without linen while we waſhed it, that 
we might to the utmoſt of our power preſerve our- 
ſelves from dirt and vermin, a precaution abſolutely 
neceſſary in this diſtreſſed ſituation. Soon after we 
had loſt fight of the Duff, darkneſs gradually over- 
ſpread our minds for the firſt few days of our capti- 
vity. The third day eſpecially was, amongſt the 
married Brethren, a day of general mourning; ſorrow 
filled our hearts, but amidſt all our ſorrow there was 
a ſecret pleaſure in the thought that the Lord had nei- 

ther ſhut up our fouls, or his gracious ear from our 

ſupplications; and we could not but believe that it was 
a token for good; for, ſurely, God is good to Iſrael. 
It may here be obſerved, that the liberty of public 
worſhip was denied us; it was performed the next morn- 
ing only, as they appeared great enemies to revelation 
in general, eſpecially a perſon who interrupted us 
while we were engaged in religious duties, and ap- 
peared the molt hoſtile to our worſhip. He was 
one of the ſeamen, and was either an Engliſhman or 


an American, The reaſon which was privately affign- 2 


.ed to our Captain by Captain Carbonelle, for this pro- 
Hhibition was, that ** here were under his command men, 
whoſe ſentiments in regard to religion were exceedingly 
different from each other, fo that he was afraid if he 
permitted any much confuſion might enſue.” The only 
public ſervice therefore from that day was aſking a 
bleſſing over our proviſion, which we regularly did, 
with our hats off. This ſeemed in general to attract 

| much 
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much attention, as we were ſometimes ſurrounded. 
But ſurely a tribute of praiſe cannot be omitted to 
Him, who, to our aſtoniſhment, preſerved our health 
in the midſt of this trial. þ 
Our proviſions and manner of parta king of them 5 | 
were as fo lows: For breakfaſt we had biſcuit and but- 
ter, half a pint of water and about a glaſs of brandy; 
for dinner an allowance of falted pork in a tub with 
vinegar, the ſame quantity of brandy, and nearly a 
| pint of water; one knife was allowed for twelve, and 
taken away immediately when we had finiſhed. Sup- 
per was ſerved at five o'clock, which either conſiſted 
of horſe or French beans, or peaſe, boiled in watcr, 
with broken biſcuit, nearly appearing as thick as mud. 
This was ſerved in our tub with half a pint of water, 
and the ſame allowance of ſpirits. A chip of wood 
was uſed by us inſtead of a ſpoon, we drank our water 
out of a cocoa-nut ſhell, and the brandy from a ſpoon, 
till it was loſt. Thus we eat and drank the bread and 
water of affliction ; ; and when ſix o'clock came 
were ordered below. The Captain, chief Mate, and 
Mr. Howell, fared better, being admitted to the table 
of Captain Carbonelle. 
Almoſt every day we either paſſed Cape Frio, or 
were within ſight of the extenſive continent of South 
America. My mind was often affected by ſurveying 
theſe dark mountains and deſolate hills. This hymn 
frequently made a moſt powerful impreſſion: 
« O'er theſe gloomy hills of darkneſs, 
„Look my ſoul, be ſtill, and gaze, &c. M 
Although 
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Although my mind was much concerned from not᷑ 
knowing in what manner Providence might diſpoſe 
of us, I am firmly perſuaded, nor have I ever been 

ſuffered to doubt, that all the promiſes of God are yet 

yea and amen, ſure and certain with reſpe& 'to the 
calling of the heathen, and gathering into Chriſt tke 
poor ignorant ſons and daughters of Adam; and that 
the time ſhall yet come, although the ways of Pro- 
vidence appear ſo dark to us at preſent, yea, it may 
be nearer than any expectation which we can form, 

when theſe gloomy parts of the globe ſhall be made 

Ppartakers of the illumination of divine grace. 

And although Satan by this providence ſhould be 
ſuffered to bruiſe our heels, yet if even the Lord did 
not honour vs with a commiſſion he will raiſe up others, 

who will deſtroy his kingdom and power over the dark 
parts of the earth: and even his roaring againſt us fo 
toudly in this Miſſion, with his power over the na- 
tions, may be conſtrued into evidences that his time 
is but ſhort. On recollecting this portion of ſacred 
writ, Deut. vtii. 8. Thou Halt remember all the Way 
which the Lord thy God hath led thee,” &c. I wrote 
ſome few lines in reference to the voyage of the Duff 
until her capture, wt. ich I have here omitted, intend- 
ing to give them in the ſequel of the narrative, pro- 
vided there be ſufficient room. Several inſtances of 
the kindneſs of the Lord were manifeſted towards us 
while on board this ſhip, although ſurrounded by men 
of the moſt abandoned principles, we were protected 

* injury; yea, even thoſe who gave moſt awful 

evidences 
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evidences of their hatred to God and his ways, ſhewed 
great kindneſs towatds' us. A black ſervant, named 


George, exhibited no ſmall attention, and we often 
thought of the Ethiopian, who manifeſted kindneſs 


to Jeremiah, the prophet, while he was in priſon, and 


ſhall rejoice if our God ſhall make him a partaker of 
the ſame covenant · bleſũng. The firſt Lieutenant 


likewiſe diſplayed unconimon regard, ordered a fail 


do be ſpread below for us to lep on during the night, 
and made the ſallors ſhift their hammocks to one ſide; 
to make our ſituation more ealy and comfortable. 


A viſible diſplay of Divine Providence was evident in 


the preſervation of our health to an aſtoniſhing de- 
gree. In this reſpect our ſtate was ſuperior to that 


in which we had been while on board the Duff; for 


none were indiſ poſed, except Mr. Button, our ſecond 


Marte. 


21ſt. During night Le Buonaparte took a Portu- 


gueſe brig, which was laden with ſalt. When the 
Captain of this prize was brought on board he ſup- 
poled Captain Carbonelle to be an Engliſhtnan, as 


the Linguiſt addreſſed him in good Engliſh. He aſ- 


ſumed ſome degree of confidence, and informed this 
interpreter that there wrs a French ptivateer cruizing 
off this. coaſt; and on being aſked how he had ac- 
quired this intelligence ſaid, that he had ſpoken with 
a Portugueſe ſrigate, which was on the look out for 
her. Another, inquiry was, in what latitude and 
longitude he had left her, when the French Captain 
received the moſt ſatisfactory information, and ar 
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length « defired to know if he had got many clothes on 
board; to this he anſwered i in the affirmative ; he was 
then requeſted to return in the boat, and bring them 
aboard this ſhip, © for,” ſaid Carbonelle, I am a 
F renchman.” The poor diſtrefled captive, who, 
until this declaration had maintained the firmeſt 
countenance, now exhibited the moſt melancholy aſ- 
pect, for his features fully painted the anxiety of his 
mind, while he declared his ruined ſlate, as his all 
conſiſted of the veſſel and cargo. 

I had previouſly intreated the Captain for per- 
miſſion to go in the firſt prize, on account of the 
fituation 1 in which 1 had left my wife; and he gave 
me the ſtrongeſt aſſurances, that 66 J, ond Mr. Jones; 
ſhould be firſt attended to, and that all 1 might ſubſide 
on my part, I ſhould not be forgotten.” 1 therefore 
waited at the hatchway in expectation of being li- 
berated from below, and embarking in this veſſel; 
but after waiting for a conſiderable time in a moſt | 
diſagrecable tate of ſuſpence, we received the infor- 
motion that the boat had put off, and the brig out 
of f ight. As my proſpect of departure was great, 
the diſappointment was particularly afflictive, it {track 
like a poniard to my heart, and I was ready to blame 
our Captain, ſuppoſing that he had omitted to remind 
Captain Carbonelle of his promiſe, a ſuppoſition how- 
cover which was groundleſs, as he declared that in the 
confuſion of boarding this prize it had totally eſcaped 
his recollection. 

Here again a vifible diſplay of Divine Providence ap- 

peared, 
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ao; this very ſhip ſplit upon a rock and was loſt, 


belonging to the Duff, were put in irons, as the num- 
ber of the priſoners was now ſo augmented as to give 


riſe to fearful apprehenſions on the part of the French. 


This circumſtance was peculiarly diſtreſſing to them 
in this hot climate, and very affecting for us to ſur- 
vey this addition to their calamity, 


The intelligence that a Brazil frigate was cruizing 
after this privateer made a deep impreſſion on the 


mind of Carbonelle, which appeared from the ſtrong 
language that he expreſſed: %“ faid he, [ were 


in Europe, and met an Engliſh ſhip of ſuperior force 


when I was fully ſatisfied of it, I would ſtrike, and go 
priſoner to England; and if in Europe I fell in with a 


Portugueſe, and was overpowered, I would frike, and 


go priſoner to Portugal; but if in theſe ſeas I am met 
by this frigate 1 will never ſurrender myfelf nor the 
Buonaparte, as the remainder of my life might be ſpent 
in a miſerable exile on the inhoſpitable coaſt of Brazil, 
and I ſhould never fee again my native ſhore; ſo thai the 
moment I find myſelf ove! powered, 1 will, with a ae, 
terminate iny exiſtence.” 
24th. This was the firſt Sunday of our captivity, 
and we began ſeverely to feel the want of the ozgi- 
nances of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Nothing on bort 
this ſhip reminded us of the return of the Lord's 
E 2 day, 


of which I ſhall ſpeak more fully in the proſecution 
of the narrative. After the priſoners were brought 
on board the following day, they, with the ſeamen 
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day, as they neither obſerved the irſt day of the 
week, nor the 1oth, agreeably to the new arrange- 
ment of time which has taken place in France ſince 
the revolution. We agreed to aſſemble together in 
the long- boat on the gunwale, and in the fore-chan- 
nel, in parties of two and three, a meafyre which 
was carried into executlon; there the word of God 
was read, ſocial prayers preſented, and to the delight- 
ful experience of all, it was found to be good thus 
to wait upon the Lord. It pleaſed the Lord to pour 

out a ſpirit of prayer on the Miſſignaries in general 
I believe this day, which bleſſing I was inclined to 
view as a token of future good. We read ſeveral por- 
tions of ſacred writ, as we ſat leaning over the ſhip's 


ſide, which were exactly ſuited to our ſtate, were 


enabled to hope in God, and go alternately to his 
throne, praying for the fulfilment of his promiſes i in 
our own experience. We found this day a very 
humbling one, and before night, bleſſed the Lord 
for what we felt in our own ſouls, reſolved in his f 
ſtrength to plead every day in like manner, as we 
found his preſence and word ſweeter than honey, or 
the honey- comb, and were animated with hope that 
our Redeemer would ſpeedily appear in our behalf. 
J remembered that I had read ſome book while I re- 
fided i in England, (the letter of a priſoner 1 in the laſt 
ESnrury, according to the beſt of my recollection) a 
art of which now forcibly attracted my mind— 
bc Let no r dread a prijen. It is the only Book ; 

| wanting 
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wanting other books, we learn the book of Self.” This 


leſſon we have learned more than ever, by this pio- 


vidence. Yes! the peculiar opportunities which we 
enjoyed while aboard Le Grand Buonaparte, con- 


verted the place, diſmal enough in other reſpects, 


into a Bethel, yea, a ſanctuary, a ſanctum ſancto- 
rum, into which the poor, thoughtleſs ſinners, who 


were around us, could not enter, nor taſte the ſweets 


of our worſhip, flowing from a delightful commu- 
nion with Jeſus, 1n the ſpirit of prayer. We could 


not, it is true, enjoy public worſhip; this privilege 
was abſolutely denied; nor could our deareſt friends 


in England ſympathize with us in our diſtreſs, as 


the mournful report had not yet reached their ears. 


But our ſpiritual High Prieſt gave us his bleſſing, 


and ſympathized with us, entered, by the influences 
of his Holy Spirit, into our hearts, and gave us 


admiſſion into his holy place, through his blood: 
for the experience of all this, we have moſt abundant 
' reaſon to adore and bleſs our God. 


26th. The Buonaparte captured, after a chaſe of 
ſeveral hours, another Portugueſe brig, (a Liſbon. 


packet), about the entrance into the harbour of Rio 


Janeiro. However, before (he was overtaken, the 


Captain ſent all the paſſengers, letters, and money, 
on ſhore in the long boat, which got ſafe to land. 
The Buonaparte chaſed under Engliſh colours, for 
the purpoſe of deception ; but, when the fired a ſhot, 
a man at the maſt-head ſtood ready, at that moment, 


to 
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to ſtrike the Engliſh, and hoiſt the French. Yet, 
after the gun was fired, the Engliſh flag continued 
flying, till the packet was captured. During the in- 

terval from the capture of the laſt prize, the French 
Captain having received information, that one of us 
could ſpeak French, told Captain Robſon, that it 
would be beſt to ſend one who could give the officers 
on board as much information as poſſible, adding, 
that an interpreter would prove highly acceptable, 
This declaration being communicated to us, we' pre- 
_ viouſly agreed, that Mr. P. Leveſque, as he under- 
ſtood the French, ſhould go firſt, I next, and Mr. 
Jones as the third. Mr. Leveſque was therefore 
ſent a-board the prize, which was to fail directly for 
Monte Video, and ſhe was ſoon out of fight. 

Amongſt the priſoners who were brought on board- 
from the Liſbon packet, was an aged Roman Catholic 
- prieſt, againſt whom the French ſailors did not ceaſe 
to manifeſt their utter abhorrence, and threatened to 
| hang him up at the yard-arm ; a threat, hawever, 
which was not put into execution. 

The prayer meetings continued to be held on the 
gunwale, a and was found very profitable, though the 
ſituation was highly uncomfortable, eſpecially during 
the night; the approach of which was continually 
dreaded; but our health was yet — pio- 
ſerved. 


MARCH 
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MARCH iſt. 
Before the break of day Le Buonaparte took an- 
other Portugueſe prize, come from the Cape of Good 
Hope, and bound for Rio Janeiro, with 180 negro- 
ſlaves as her cargo, When the French were about 
to board her, ſome papers, which had a tendency to 


condemn her, were thrown overboard, but picked 
up by the boat, and dried in the oven ſo as to be 
rendered legible, to the great ſatisfaction of the 


French officers. I was called up at day-light, to go 


A. board this prize. After having received a few let- 


ters from the brethren to the females, and taken my 
farewell, I entered the jolly-boat which formerly be- 
longed to the Duff, and was conveyed, with the 
French prize-maſter, a-board the ſtrange ſhip. While 
the boat was alongſide, the ſea running rather high 
for ſo ſmall a boat, the captive Portugueſe Captain, 


who was a ſtout old man, fell overboard with his 


bead foremoſt into the fea, but I, who was at that 
time ſtanding in the boat, inſtantly caught hold of 
one of his legs, and he was taken up without re- 
ceiving any injury. 1 could not but feel for this 


poor man, who had loſt his ſhip and money, at ſee- 


ing him compelled to enter the boat, while a piſtol 
was held to his breaſt: indeed, it was with the 
ſtrongeſt reluctance that he quitted his veſſel. His 
employment, in the traffic of human beings, was 
ſurely no honour to him, I thought it might have 

| | been 
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1 been tbus with thoſe, whom he had held as his ſlaves; 
and that probably he had compelled them to quit 
their native ſoil with as much violence as he was 


now conſtrained to feel, to his own woeful . 
ence. 


When I got aboard this brig a new diſtreſsful 


ſcene opened to the view, and operated deeply on 
the feelings of my heart. The deck was covered 


with the poor, wretched ſons and daughters of A- 
frica. The ſight of ſo many men, women and child- 


ren, who were almoſt naked, was truly deplorable. | 


The ſcurvy raged amongſt them to that degree, that 


moſt of them were covered with blotches from the 


ſole of the foot to the crown of the head. 
The veſſel was ſo crouded, that there was ſcarcely 
room to get along the deck, and in fo leaky a con- 


dition, that they were pumping when we came on 
board, ſo that the deck was ſwamped with water. 
Loe Buonaparte was ſoon out of fight, and ſeeing the 


bad ſtate of this veſſel, I concluded, that to keep 
ber above water would be accompanied with ſome 
difficulty. Being now alone, for thoſe who have 


been already deſcribed were but wretched compa- 


nions, 1 keenly felt the abſence of my brethren, and 
not having a fingle countryman to converſe with, 
darkneſs began to overcaſt my mind, whilft the {ur- 
roundihg icene heightened my ſorrow. 

Sometimes I thought that the negroes, 3 


in their great number, might be induced to riſe upon 


their new maſters, che few Frenchmen aboard. AL 
f ther 
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cer: times, that I might catch the infection, which 


was ſo general that it raged like the plague”: ſome 
lay dying, while others were reduced to mere ſkele- 
tons, being deſtitute of the means which were effen- 
tial to the preſervation of their lives. The French- 


men ſoon found that there was too little water aboard 


for ſuch a numher - ſcarcely any proviſion—no ſpirits 


or wine, except a ſmall caſe of ligueurs which had 


| been brought by the Captain and officers. The bot- 
' tom. of the veſſel was fo foul with ſea-weed, that it 
was the univerſal opinion that we ſhould have a tedi- 
ous paſſage. Another circumſtance, dreaded by the 
Frenchmen, added conſiderably to my diſtreſs. They 
all ſeemed to be dejected at being aboard, on ac- 


count of the infection; for, even though they arrived 


at the Spaniſh port, they ſhould be compelled to 


perform quarantine, and thus we ſhould all be de- 


tained in the ſhip till two months had elapſed. My 
defire of ſeeing again my family was ſo great, that I 


could not endure to hear this report, and was ready 


to exclaim wb good old Jacob, 40 theſe things 
are againſt me.“ The ſeparation both from my fa— 


mily and brethren, in ſuch a ſituation, continually 


preyed upon my mind, and I was ſorely beſet on 
every ſide, like the Pſalmiſt, 4 e alone on ihe 
houſe: top.” | 

It was now my 3 that I ſhould never behold 
my family more; that now I was indeed ſeparated : 


that the Brethren would be conveyed ſafe, while 1 


ſhould either be toſſed about on the mighty ocean, 
F 3 
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or b to a watery grave. Yet, even in this 
mental diſtreſs, I was not, bleſſed be the Lord, | 
given up wholly to the dominion of fear, but enabled 
to flee to the firong hold for ſtrength. The truth of 
this Scripture was fully illuſtrated: Nah. i. 9.— 
«© The Lord is a ſtrong hold in the day of trouble, 
and he knoweth them who truſt in Him.” The 
Lord alſo gave me favour in the eyes of the French 
Captain and officers, who behaved at once with kind- 
neſs. and reſpect. This brig had a round-houſe aft, 
with four bed - places, one of which was given me, 
with four new mats to ſleep upon, and the flag of 
the ſhip by way of coverlet, when the Captain made 
this declaration, that theſe were the beft he had, and 
if he bad better I ſhould have it. I alſo eat with 
him, and he ſeemed to rejoice when I rejoiced, and 
to be ſorrowful when I ſorrowed. He even refuſed 
to take refreſhment,-unleſs I partook with him; and, 
in ſhort, ſeemed delighted in rendering me as com- 
fortable as circumſtances would admit. IJ am com- 
pelled to notice theſe particulars out of refpect to 
this man for the kindneſs which he ſhewed to me in 
the day of affliction; and to make it evident that the 
Lord hath the hearts of all men in his hand, is 
faithful to his word, and can cauſe even enemies to 
treat us well in times of trouble. At the ſtern of 
the veſſel was a quiet, retired place, to which I con- 
tinually reſorted from morning till evening, offered 
up many petitions, and read my hymn book, which 
I had borrowed from Mr. Jones, for in the night of 
our 
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our capture I had forgotten to bring away my bible, 
and never felt the want of it ſo much in my life 
before; though, like David, I could think on God's 
word and promiſes, and derive hope from the con- 
templation. ' 
The ſcanty ſupply of water and prise aboard 
: e888 the French to act with the utmoſt caution in 


expending them. The poor negroes painfully en- 


dured the want of this neceſſary, as. it was exceſ- 


ſively hot. They would ſometimes hold their hands 


one under the other, when water was pouring out, 
and catch the drops as they fell, to cool their parch- 


ed tongues. With eagerneſs they uſed to watch the 


time when I have been drinking, hoping to obtain a 


{ſmall ſupply, which, when opportunity offered, 1 


gave them as a temporary relief. How piercing the 


thought to me at that time, that I ſhould be placed 
among ſo many poor ſouls, deſtitute, at once, of na- 


tural water, and the water of life, and not able to 
ſpeak to them one word about Chriſ and Him cruci- 
fed. How melaggholy the reflection, that ſo many 


ſhould be ou board of one ſhip, who had 


never once been informed that there was a Saviour, 
who is mighty to ſave. They, complete ſtrangers to 
the living and true God, gave indiſputable evidences 


of their idolatry in their perſons and manners. The 


faces and bodies of both men and women were cut 
in a variety of forms; in the faces of moſt of the 
women were cut the figures of the ſun, moon, and 
ſtars, and down their backs in a vaſt diverſity of

ſhapes ; with holes exceedingly large cut throvgh 
their lips, &c. &c. One of cheſe poor creatures ap- 
peared to be ſo far advanced in pregnancy, that her 
time ſeemed to be near at hand. Thoſe who were 
well, appeared to reſt ſatisfied with their ſituation, 
and paid little attention to ihe ſick. The only mark 
of affection I particularly noticed was, when this vel- 
- ſel was-firſt captured by the Buonaparte, they took 
eight of the healthieſt of the men out of her, and 
brought them aboard the privateer; when, hearing 
the cries of women, ] went aft, and ſaw ſeveral of 
them weeping, and looking wiſtfully after the boat, 
which was carrying off the men, making a moff 
affecting lamentation for the loſs of them, which con- 
tinued until they were out of ſight. 
In my bed- place I perceived a book which the 
Negro- -Captain very probably uſed in his deyotions, 
as it contained a picture of the Pope with his ſcep- 
tre and mitre exalted in the clouds of heaven, and 
his votaries worſhipping him. in proſtrate adoration. 
I thought that the old man woulc ils his idol in the 
Buonaparte. However diſtreſſec might be it was 
my mercy that 1 knew the object of my worſhip was 


neither a picture, crucifix, nor Pope, but the Lord 
of Hoſts, my only refuge. 


3d. The ſecond Sabbath of our captivity arrived, 
and J had now to ſpend it, while labouring under the 
additional diſadvantage of being alone. It hath pleaſed 
the Lord literally 4 empty us from weſjel to veſſel on 
the mighty deep. Two Sabbaths paſt I ſpent the day 
| aboard 
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aboard the Duff, with all our families and companions 
together, the laſt aboard a French privateer, with the 
brethren only, as priſoners, and this day in this 


ſtrange ſhip, among ftrange people, alone. The 


morning came, I felt my mind deeply concerned 


with a ſenſe of our different ſituations. How little, - 


thought I, did thoſe know who ſent us forth, and our 
dear friends in England, who affembled that day, 
to worſhip in the various churches, that we, who had 


_ embarked in one ſhip, and one cauſe, ſhouid be ſo 


divided by Providence upon the mighty deep. The 
women and children aboard the Puff, as captives, in 


an enemy $ port—the brethren, Captain Robſon, and 
ſeamen, in a French privateer, amongſt men, who 


were in the contiuual purſuit of plunder Brother 
Leveſque in a prize to our captors, and I in this 
alone—all many leagues ſeparated from each other, 


1 was much at a loſs to know how I ſhould ſpend that 


day, ſo that my mind might be imprefled with a ſenſe 
that it was peculiarly the Lord's. I had no clothes 
with which J could ſhift myſelf, and, in that reſpect, 


felt very diſagreeable. The French captain, however, 


though I do not ſyppoſe that he knew what day it 
was, as I never ſaw the leaſt notice taken of it, in 
the morning kindly offered to lend me a ſhirt. This 
offer was moſt thankfully accepted. And as I yeſ- 
terday ſat on the ftern, I waſhed my pantaloons, 
though it was attended with the painful effe& of 
| burning my legs to that degree, that from the top of 
my hali-boots, the {kin came entirely off, and gave 

| me 
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me exceſſive pain. I ſhifred, and pow myſelf 


greatly revived by the change of apparel, after I had 


been nearly a fortnight in dirt. I began to think 
that it now looked like the Lord's day, and hope 
that it would prove ſo to me. Retiring aft, I ad. 


dxeſſed ſupplications to the Author of every mercy, 
and ſat down with the hymn book, under a ſenſe of 
the infinite value of goſpel ordinances, and a reproof 


for former omiſſions. I thought, if thoſe in England 


who are ſo highly bleſſed with them, did but know, 
as much as I, their value, means of grace would be 


more highly prized, and leſs ſlighted. | 
On reading theſe lines of Dr. Watts, I felt their 
meaning, and the deſire which they exprels, more 


than ever I did : 


« Might I enjoy the meaneſt place, 
Within thy houſe, O God of grace, 

Not tents of eaſe, nor thrones of power, 
Should: tempt my heart to leave thy door.“ 


It is probable that an adverſary to the Miſſion- 
ary cauſe, or others who, being ignorant of their 
own feelings, imagine that Miſſionaries ſhould be 
religious ſtoics, may indulge themſelves with a ſe- 
cret ſmile or ſneer at thefe ſcenes of trial ; but in | 
whatever light they may be viewed by friends or ene- 
mies, I conceive myſelf to be in duty bound, to pre- 
ſent every ſtate, both of body and mind, whch I ex- 


perienced, and confeſs with St. Paul, © That no chaſ- 
ening for the preſent ſeemeth to be joyous, but grievous ; 


nevertheleſs ee it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of 
righteouſneſs 
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righteouſneſs unto them which are exerci iſed thereby. * 


And I have little doubt in my mind, that thoſe who 


may triumph in our trials, would ſport with the af- 
flictions of Job, the diſtreſſes of David, if not the 


bleeding agonies of the ſon of God upon the croſs. 


My burdened wandering mind run this day into 


ſuch a variety of reflection, that I thought of com- 


mitting a few things to writing; but, having neither 
peng ink, nor paper, I took the late from the binnacle, 

and began on that, When the French captain ſaw 
me thus employed, he brought a quire of paper, 
with pens and ink, and then J wrote ſome verſes, 


as they flowed from the feelings of my mind on this 


trying day, which will probably appear in the ſequel. 


While I was writing I was interrupted by the 
Frenchmens' catching a large ſhark, which they 
found a difficult matter to get over the ſtern till he 
was dead; when, hoiſting him up to the top, they 


run their ſwords down his mouth, and killed him. 
Owing to this incident, I learned that ſome of the 
poor negroes were ſo deluded by their depraved rea- 
ſon, and the grand enemy of ſouls, as to have been in 


the habit of worſhipping that creature as their deity, 


and yet were able to recognize-no other. This in- 


formation led me to reflect on the great bleſſing of a 
divine revelation, and a knowledge of the true God, 


and eternal life in our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. Sitting 


aft to day, I felt my mind very much affected with 
the fight of the body of one of the poor negroes 
floating on the waves, under the ſtern, who had died, 


and 
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and was thrown overboard as ut, without. any 
notice ſcarcely being taken of the incident. Means 
had been employed to gain his body, but none to gain 


his /ou/, which was now in an unknown world, and 
while he paſſed through the preſent tate, he had 


never been once informed of the only Lamb of God 
which taketh away the fins of the world. I hoped, 


yea pleaded that the ſtandard of the Redeemer' 5 
kingdom might ſoon be univerſally reared, and the 
heathen flock to it as doves to their windows. 1 


retired this night to reſt, much more compoſed in 


mind than I could have expected; yet deeply im- 


preſſed with a ſenſe of this trying diſpenſation of Pro- 
vidence. 


Ath. Having now 8 pens, ink, and paper, 


and expecting a tedious paſſage from the circum- 


ſtances which have been already ſtated, I fat down to 
write a few particulars of the way I] had been led in 


providence and grace; and, if poſſible, to learn to 


confide in the Lord, if I were unable to trace His 


footſteps during this dark diſpenſation ; and as I had 


no certain proſpe& of reviſiting my native country, 
I fondly cheriſhed the hope, that if I did not ſurvive 
theſe viciſhtudes, my papers might be providentially 
preſerved for the conſolation of my friends. No 
ſooner had I ſat down, than the report of a ſtrange 
fail reſounded throughout the ſhip. This had a 
powerful effe& on the minds of the Frenchmen ; 
particularly, when they faw her tack about and give 
us s chace, as they ſuppoſed her to be the Portugueſe 

frigate 
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frigate which was on 
naparte; and, knowing that it was impoſſible to 
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the look out for the Buo- 


eſcape by outſailing her, conſidered themſelves cap- 


tured. They now began to pack up their clothes 


and money, and prepared for a removal, into a ſtate 


of conſinement. Their money was ſewed up in belts, 
which they tied round their waiſt, in their trowſers 


and other apparel. I ſhall long remember one hard- 


ened wretch, who, according to my idea, was paſt 


feeling: he brought up his bag of clothes, the great- 
eſt part of which had been the property of Miſ- 


ſionaries, when, emptying them at my feet to pack 
them up tighter, and at the ſame time looking up to 
me, he cloſed his hands together, making a moſt 
bitter lamentation, little of which I underſtood in the 


Leiter, but his countenance fully indicated the an- 


guiſh of his heart. On refleQing for a moment, I 


reviewed both our ſituations, and was forcibly ſtruck 


by that ſaying of Micah, ** ye have laben away my 


Gods, and what have I more.” Though dejected, I 


enjoyed peculiar ſatisfaction from the fulleſt convic- 


tion, that in this reſpect, the believer has infinite ad- 


vantage over the infidel. The French officers 


ſtrongly expreſſed their concern for me, obſerving 
tbat though I ſhould not be in the power of a poli- 
tical enemy, yet, as I was with them, I thould be con- 


veyed to the coaſt of Brazil, whence it was impoſſible 
to ſay by what means I ſhould be enabled to remove, 
or ever be re- united to my family, This at firſt 


made a ſtrong impreſſion on my mind, 1 fenfibly 
> felt, 
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at the idea of being removed to a different ſhore 
from that to which the probability was that my friends 
and family were taken. But, in a ſhort time I was 
enabled to reſume ſome degree of courage, from a 


review of the myſterious dealings of divine Provi- 


dence with us in this voyage. I thought that if this 
prize was re- captured, it was probable that the Duff 
might be alſo retaken even by the ſame ſhip which 
now gave us chaſe, and we might yet meet unexpect- 


edly at the ſame port However that might be, I 


was enabled to derive ſome conſolation from believ- 


ing that I was continually under the protection of that 


divine Being © who does all things well.” The morn- 
ing was ſpent by the Frenchmen in ſuch continual 
alarm, as almoſt prevented them from paying atten- 


tion to the duty of the ſhip, while I continued writ- 


ing. After dinner the ſtrange fail drew ſo near, that 


they perceived her to be the Buonaparte, of which, 


when they were fully ſatisfied their apprehenſions 


_ ceaſed, and they exhibited the ſtrongeſt ſymptoms of 


joy and ſatisfaction, greatly enhanced by the acquiſi- 
tion of proviſions and water, ſo much needed. 

I confeſs that the ſecond ſight of the Buonaparte 
gave me more pleaſure than the firſt, as I hoped 
that the cruize was given up, and we ſhould be taken 
together to our partners and children, where we 
ſhould unite 1n a grateful acknowledgment to the 
Lord for mercies eminently mingled with judgment. 

The Captain now promiſed that he would enquire 
if they had really given up the cruize, and were 
bound 
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bound direct to Monte Video; and if fo, I might 
take my choice in which ſhip 'I would proceed thĩ - 
ther. When ſhe came abreaſt, her boat was ſent 
alongſide, and we were informed that the cruize was 
relinquiſhed. When, though I was not ſo cloſely 
confined as on board the Buonaparte, eſpecially in 
the night, yet I could not but conſider this incident 
as a viſible diſplay of Divine Providence in my behalf, 
to re-unite me to my brethren, and introduce me to 
the fight of my family again. The boat's crew 
brought the information that when they firft deſcried 
us, though they had given up the cruize, yet ſuppoſmg us 
10 be another prize, they immediately gave chaſe ; but 
diſcovering their miſtake? ſooner than we, they fired a 
gun, hoiſted the fignal, | namely the Engliſh Enſign, vice 
ver/a, under the bowſprit, with a ſhot to keep it ſteady, 
Aud as we neglected to anſwer, they, entertaining fears 
for our ſafety, came to take us in tow, and furniſh us 
with a ſupply they ſuppoſed might be neceſſary. 
Captain Robſon likewiſe underſtanding the diſeaſe 
that raged among the Negroes, and that the ſhip, 
on her arrival in port, muſt perform quarantine, re- 
queſted Carbonelle to take me out, and bring me 
back; a requeſt moſt chearfully granted. 
It was nearly dark when I entered the boat to re- 
turn. I took two of the mats which had been given 
me for my bed, and ſoon found myſelf aboard the 
privateer. To fee the brethren again gave me veiy 
great pleaſure, particularly as we were under {ail to 
the nort of our families" deſignation, After I had 
2-2 gor 
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got aboard, a rope was given to the prize, and we 
took her in tow. The wind now increaſed and blew 
a ſtrong breeze, ſo that we made rapid progrels ; 


but in the night the tow-rope broke, and the prize 


being left bebind, was foon out of fight. 


On my re. union with the brethren, I learned that 
ſeveral things had tranſpired during my abſence» 


which more or Jeſs claimed our attention. I was 


concerned to {ee George, the black ſervant, who 


formerly behaved with ſome degree of kindneſs to 
us, in 1rons, and his prize-money forfeited on ac- 
count of his imprudent conduct. He was familiar 
with Eogliſhmen, and ſpoke their language well, 


but in an unguarded moment had quarrelled with 


the Frenchmen, and told them that he preferred the 


Engliſh to them and was a firm friend. to King 


George and England. 


Another circumſtance had corned . made 
the brethren very uncomfortable on the laſt Lord's 


day. Captain Carbonelle having been informed that 


ſeveral of us had been plundered of ſome of our 


clothes, adopted the following method for the reſ- 
toration of the property. Early in the morning he 


ſuddenly ordered all the hammocks, beds, bags, &c. 


to be brought to him upon the quarter deck, and 


had taken the neceſſary precaution to prevent any 
from eſcaping this general ſearch. When all things 


were brought up, he ſent for all the brethren to 


ftand by, and claim their property as it was ſpread 


upon deck. By theſe means, ſome recovered a part 


of 


A 
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of cheir property, and the detected chief was threat 


ened with the loſs of his prize- money. This tranſ 
action, however, tended only to heighten the enmity 
of theſe hardened wretches, which they did not ceaſe 
to manifeſt in future, as far as they were permitted. 


The brethren had alſo agreed to write a petition 
to the French Captain, to grant us our wearing ap- 
parel and beds; likewiſe to intereſt himſelf with the 


Spaniſh Governor, to prevent us from being confined 


as priſoners, and if poſſible to obtain our liberty; to 


this I agreed, eſpecially to that part of the ſubje& 
. which reſpected our liberation, as the thought of cloſe 


confinement aſhore was what I very much dreaded. 
The petition. was accordingly delivered, and the an- 
ſwer we received was, that be Captain would do for 


15 as much as lay in bis power. 


Wedneſday 6th. The Frenchmen caught two 


large ſharks; when got on board and opened, ſix 
young ones were taken out of one, two feet long . 


they were not only alive, but exhibited the greateſt 
vivacity, and when put into a large tub of water, 


ſwam with as much livelineſs as if they had been in 
the ſea, 

It was a complete calm, ſo that the ſkip, on the 
minuteſt inſpection, made no way, and the elements 


ſeemed to portend its continuance, which cauſed 


much dejection to the greateſt part of us. We had 


already experienced the trial of being becalmed, and 
the idea occaſioned us no ſmall uneaſineſs, eſpecially 


at this time, as we were ſo near che ſhore, ſo many 


of 


of us crouded together aboard the privateer ; and as 
it prevented us from receiving the long deſired intel- 
ligence of our families' ſafety. After a review of the 
many promiſes recorded in the ſcriptures, ſuitable 
to the ſtate of every trial, we ſaw that our God held, 
| the winds in his fiſts, and the waters in the hollow of his 
hand,” and that we had permiſſion from our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt, to aſk what we would, believing, and 
it ſhould be done. The greateſt part of us therefore 
agreed to make it a ſubje& of prayer, by two and 
three together, to plead for a favourable wind, to 
relieve us from our preſent ſituation, and carry us 
forward to the deſired port. We therefore aſcended 
the gunwale, and in the fore-channel beſought the 
Lord, if it were his will, to open his hand and ſend 
forth the wind out of his treafures, in our behalf _ 
This was 1n the afternoon, and ſoon our kind and 
gracious Lord was pleaſed, in a very conſpicuous 
manner, to appear in our favour, and prove himſelf 


0 to be a God not only hearing, but anſwering prayer; 
I for ſpeedily we heard the ſound of a breeze which 
. increaſed every minute, and encouraged us to pro- 
4 deed in our ſupplications to the Supreme. A fine 
1 breeze ſprang up, and before we quitted the gun- 
4 wale we had the ſatisfaction to fee the ſhip proceed 


forward, until it carried us, according to the log- 
book, at the rate of 15 miles an hour. This pro- 
WF - duced a moſt pleaſing effect on our minds, as we 
confidered every wave that paſſed as an anſwer to 
Fart, and retired below with the ſongs of thankſ- 


giving 
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giving and praiſe. The French participated in our 
joy, on account of this proſperous gale ; though one 
perſon, as we afcended the gunwale, expreſſed his 
utter abhorrence of our ſupplications, Wa that 
«© he would ſooner make his petition 10 Satan.” 
The infidel, who is accuſtomed to aſcribe every 
incident to the agency of ſecond cauſes, and never to 
raiſe his thoughts to the Great Firſt Cauſe of all, who 
_ eſtabliſhed the laws which govern the whole material 

ſyſtem, and can at pleaſure ſuſpend their operation, 
may aſſume the ſmile of contempt at reading this 
our declaration; but let him ſmile : we truſt that 
nothing which he can either ſay or do, ſhall be able 
to undermine the foundations of our faith, in a wiſe 
and merciful Providence, who not only ſuperintends 
the great concerns of nations, but intereſts himſelf in 
the affairs of the meaneſt individual. 
Thurſday 5th. When liberated from behas and 
beholding the aſtoniſhing progreſs of the ſhip, our 
pleaſure was renewed, our faith and hope ſtrength- 
ened, we were enabled to rejoice in tribulation and 
captivity, relying on Him, who hath affured us in 
his own promiſe never to leave nor forſake his people in 
time of need. With thankſgiving we made our requeſt 
known unto God, and continued pleading on the 
gunwale, while this favourable gale rapidly increaſed 
and kept alive our expectation. We record this day 
as a moſt comfortable one, a proof that the divine 
preſence of the Lord can make his people happy in 
every

Friday 8th. The wind blew hard but till 55 . 


it had regularly increaſed, and pur progreſs in 24 
| hours was 360 miles. We were ready to exclaim 
with the diſciples, © Behold what manner of Man is 

this that the winds aud the waves obey Him.“ Provi- 

' dence ſmiled on our deſire of uniting with our loſt 

families, though in a ſtrange land, where we hoped 


to raiſe an Ebenezer, and aſcribe ſalvation unto the 
Lord; - 8 


March 10th was the third Sinden of our captivity, 
which with reſpe& to the public ordinances of reli- 
gion, we were compelled to ſpend in ſilence ; never- 
theleſs, our gunwale worſhip was not omitted ; we 
met as before, and found it good to wait upon the 
Lord. How thankful ought we to be for the fair 


breeze which followed us. Yet in the evening we 
were in the ſame latitude as Monte Video, and ex- 


pected to enter the river Rio de la Plata next morn- 
ing. In the pleaſing proſjes of ſoon beholding our 
exiled 
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exiled wives and children, we retired below. Be- 
tween our prayer- meetings, according to my general 
practice, I wrote ſome verſes, expreſlive of our ſtate 
this day and the week paſt. 
Monday 11th. Laſt night while brother Jones and 
1 were converſing on our pleaſurable ſenſations, the 
idea of the deſired re-union kept us awake, longing. 
for the arrival of that happy moment, when our 
eyes might ſee, and our ears hear of their wel- 
fare, and in what manner they were diſpoſed of in 
the hands of ſtrangers in a foreign land. A failor, 
who came off from the middle watch, brought us the 
unpleaſant news, that as wwe were about to enter the 
river, the wind ſhifted - .dire& againſt us, that it was 
impoſſible to reach the port while it continued ; that ſhips 
frequently were detained here for three weeks complete, | 
altogether unable io enter; a reference was made to ſome 
veſſels, and even to the Buonaparte herſelf, which, during 
the laſt voyage, had been detained in the ſame manner. 
In a minute this information put all our hopes to 
flight, and melancholy dejection reſumed her domi- 
nion over the mind. It ſeemed as if the Lord forbad 
our entrance, and denied our requeft. We reflected 
if we had any ground to hope and intreat permiſſion 
to enter this port, provided there was any encourage- 
ment given in ſcripture, ſufficient to enable us to 
plead with the Lord again to bleſs us with a favour- 
able breeze. 
But darkneſs ſeemed now to ſurround his throne, 
| and cauſed me for ſome time to deſiſt from ſupplica- 
H tion. 
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tion. It ſtaggered my faith, that the wind ank 
now blew powerfully from the weſt, at the requeſt of 
mortal ſinful men ſhould prevail from the eaſt. 


40 Myſterious oft, with ſtaggering faith we view 
« His wond'rous works, ſtill they are juſt and true; 
4 Tho? clouds and darkneſs may his throne ſurround, 
40 Juſtice and Faith are ever with him found. 1 


In theſe moments I wrote ſome more Enes which 


calmed my mind, after which I found encourage- 


ment to hope againſt hope, and again we repaired to 


the uſual ſpot, to unite in beſeeching the Lord to 
grant us a fair breeze, that we might enter the place 


of our deſtination, Again the Lord heard our cry, 
and we received another evidence that He is Lord 
both of Nature and Grace, has all power in heaven 


and earth,. and that nothing 1s too hard for Him to b 


perform. For before evening the wind ſhifted to the 


oppoſite pole, and was perfectly fair for our entrance. 
How exactly was that promiſe fulfilled, Pſalm 1. 15, 
Call upon Me in the day of trouble; I will deliver thee, 
and thou ſhalt glorify Me;“ and we join the Pſalmiſt 


in his declaration, cxvi. 1-2 ** T love the Lord be- 


cauſe he hath heard the voice of my ſupplication. Becauſe 
be bath inclined his ear unto me, therefore will I call upon 
him as long as 1 live.” If ever man on the mighty 


deep hath experienced the gracious interpoſition of 
heaven, we certainly did in this ſhip, and can with 

confidence ſet our ſeal to its truth. 
We cannot but view the ſhortening of this ſhip? 8 
eruize as a vi/ible diſplay of Divine Providence in our 
behalf,

behalf, ſo that for the ſpace of three weeks only we 


continued in this miſerable fituation at ſea, inſtead 


of three months, as they had originally deſigned. — 
Our deliverance too was wrought by the capture of 


others, though not of our country; and although we 


did not rejoice at the calamity of our fellow-creatures, 


yet we could not but feel ſatisfaction in being releaſed 


from a ſtate ſo very wretched. But I ſcarce knew 
how to be thankful, until J read to ſome of my bre- 
thren in Ifaiah xliii. 3, &c. © For I am the Lord, thy 
God, the holy One of Iſrael, thy Saviour. I gave Egypt 


for thy ranſom, Ethiopia and Saba for thee. Since thu 
 waſt precious in my fight, thou haſt been honourable, and 
T bave loved thee, therefore will I give men for thee and 
people for thy life. Fear not, for I am with thee. I will | 
bring thy ſeed from the eaft, and gather them from the. 
weſt. I will ſay to the North, give up; and to the 
South, keep not back; bring my ſous from afar, wy w 


daughters from the ends of the earth,” 

This portion was fulfilled in our experience, in e 
reſpects, by the capture of thoſe ſhips ſo ſoon after: 
us, which appeared as given for our deliverance, and 
the people for our life, yet not at the expence of the 
blood of any individual, though from the addicional 
number of priſoners it was thought prudent by our 
captors, at a council of war held, while I was in the 
Negro-prize-ſhip, to return to port, to which we 
now drew nigh, and in expectation of concluding our 


voyage retired to our diſmal apartments, in hopes 


of its being the /a/? time.

ARLY i in the morning to the N. W. a ap- 
| 1 peared, and we entered Rio de la Plata; ta the 
. ſouth no land could poſhbly be diſcovered at the. 
= fame time, as the boundaries of this river are ſo. 
very extenſive. Two high rocks now appeared in 
fight, while we ſtood looking with anxiety to diſ- 
| Cover the place where unerring Providence had de- 
ſignated this miſſion. Within two hours we per- 
ceived the high mountain of Monte Video. It is 
very lofty, has a ſtaff on the fummit on which a ſlag 
is hoiſted when any ſhip appears in fight, which was 
now flying, as the Buonaparte was vile from ſo 
great an height. 
As our fears were various reſpecting the faſary af 
the females, and the ifſue of this dark providence, - 
we eaperly longed for the moment of arrival, that 
we might learn their ſituation, and know in what 
manner 
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manner we ſhould be diſpoſed of in an enemy s land. 


But while our anxiety was increaſed the nearer we 


advanced, the attention of all on board was ſtrongly 


excited at diſcoyering on our larboard bow, what at 
firſt we ſuppoſed to be a boat full of people, making 

towards the ſhip. After failing fully three miles, we 

perceived that it was the wreck of ſome veſſel, which 


had been but lately loſt on that coaſt. Again our 
fears were awakened left it ſhould prove the Duff, 
and that all our families were conſigned to a watery 


grave. Within fifteen minutes we paſſed it on our 
larboard fide, when the French officers recogniſed it 


as part of the brig laden with ſalt, which they had 
captured the next after the Duff, aboard of which 
the kind, preventing providence of God, bad, through | 


the forgetfulneſs of the French Captain, hindered any 


of us from embarking on the night of her capture. 


The bows of this veſſel, with the bowſprit, and nearly 


the half of the hull, remained yet together, but the 


other part had been rr ſeparated, and was no 


longer to be ſeen. 
The ſight of this wreck made a deep impreſſion on 
our minds, and cauſed us © 10 fand ſtill, and ſee the 


felvation of God,” which he had wrought in our — 


half. We were all fitting together in the boat, in 
midſhips, to keep out of the way of the French- 


men, while they were working the ſhip, when our 


Captain came from aft, and calling to me, reminded 
me of my anxiety and concern at not going in that 


prize, agreeably to my expectation, and the promiſe 
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of Carbonelle, obſerving that there was 4 ; viſible F 78 


play of Divine Providence, in my having been thus. 
diſappointed. I truſt I was truly thankful to the mu- 


nificent Beſtower of all our numerous mercies, for 
this additional proof of his kind attention ſo con- 
ſpicuouſiy diſplayed this day, when each of us re- 
fected, that on board of each of the other prizes one 
of us had been ſent, but in this none allowed to em- 
bark. Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto. 
' thy name give glory, for thy Mercy and for thy Truth's 
| fake,” was now the language of every heart, which 
felt that falvation belonged to God. From this. 


ſtriking inſtance of the preventing goodneſs - of our 


covenant-God, we took encouragement in entering 


this port, believing, that He who had delivered, 


would appear as our protector, and we ſhould find 


to our comfortable experience, that He was fill u pon 


our fide. 


As we were on the point 5 ing the karbour: 
of Monte Video, our hearts glowed with the expec- 
tation of ſeeing or hearing of the welfare of our wives 
and children, while each impatiently deſired to diſ- 
cover the Duff, as the very fight of her would con- 
vince us of their ſafe arrival, of which, from various 


circumſtances, we were induced frequently to doubt. 


But while this eager expectation continued, we re- 
ceived the painful command to go below to our 
wretched apartment, while the French prepared to 
ſalute the Spaniſh Governor of the Fort. However 
unpleatant this order, recollectivg that we were pri 


ſoners, 
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ſoners, we obeyed, in the hope of being ſpeedily de- 
| livered from this ſhip, or ſuffered to go upon deck. 
We remained below while they fired their guns 
and moored the ſhip, during which time a boat came 


off, with the Spaniſh officers of Inſpection, accom- 


panied by a perſon who ſpoke Engliſh. When this 


Gentleman came to the hatchway, enquiring for the 
Engliſh priſoners, we received the agreeable news 


that the Duff was ſafely arr ived, and all the women aud 
children were well, yet ſtill aboard, and not aſhore, as wwe 


expected. This welcome meſſenger likewiſe brought 
us ſome fruit, viz. apples, peaches, and melons, 


| highly acceptable to us in our preſent ſituation, which 


we partook of with thankful hearts, while we received 
farther eee, which particularly claimed our 


attention. 


The Spaniſh officer informed Captain Carbonelle, 
that the Governor forbad him either to ſell bis prizes or 


land his priſoners ; adding, that he muſt leave this port 


at a ſet time, which would be granted, and then he muft 
take all with him. The French Captain and officers 


were greatly aſtoniſhed at this unfayourable recep- 


tion, and inquired into the cauſes which had pro- 
duced this ſudden alteration in their conduct. For 
when the Buonaparte had quitted this port only fix 
weeks ago, the French had been allowed to land 
their priſoners, ſel] their prizes, and Carbonelle was 
upon terms of the moſt intimate friendſhip with the 
Governor. But in the interval, previouſly to the 
arrival of the Duff, {ome miſunderſtanding had taken 

place 
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place aſhore, between ſome of the mariners, belonging 


to the Republican frigate, and the inhabitants of this 
port, when the Spaniards, from the keen deſire of 
reſenting the inſult lately offered by the French, be- 
fore they knew any thing of the Duff, but merely 


that ſhe was a French prize, declared that they poſi 


 Tively would not condemn her, nor permit the priſoners to 
land. This intelligence yielded us great conſolation, 
as we hoped that the Lord was working out our de- 


liverance in a way we knew not; that the Frenchmen, 


not having permiſſion to ſell our ſhip, would be glad 
to let our Captain have her in exchange for bills upon 
the Society, rather than run the riſk of taking her to 
Europe, and thus there was ſtill ſome dee that 

the Miſſion might be proſecuted. ö 


After the ſhip was properly ſecured, and the ſails 


unbent, we were allowed to come on deck, when we 
ſaw, at ſome diſtance, our ſhip the Duff lying at 


anchor, the turnings ſpread over the quarter- deck, 


all her top- maſt flruck, and the Engliſh enſign fly- 


ing reverſed. The fight of which made a more pow- 
erful impreſſion on my mind than of any flag I had 
ever beheld, while the Spaniſh colours were diſplayed 
on high aboard moſt ſhips in the harbour, the French 
turned upſide down over the quarter of the Buona- 
parte. . 0 
We ſoon made enquiry, whether or not permiſſion 


could be granted for thoſe amongſt us, who were 


married, to go aboard the Duff, but could not ob- 


tain any ſatisfactory anſwer. The French Captain 


went 
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went aſhore with the Spanifh officers to the Spaniſh 
Governor for farther inſtructions, while we waited 


his return to know what orders he would receive, and 


whither we ſhould be conveyed. 

In the afternoon, while our eyes were continually 
caſt upon the Duff, we obſerved a boat making to- 
. wards us, which each concluded had once been our 
own, and we eagerly watched her, as ſhe approached, 


to diſcover if any belonging to us were amongſt the 
crew. Two of my children, Martha and John, with 


brother Jones's daughter Mary, we now diſcovered 


with ſome French officers and brother Leveſque. As 


this was the firſt ſight of them from the night of our 


capture, ] could ſcarcely ſuppreſs my. impatience till 


they were brought alongſide ; and when they entered 
the ſhip, and I claſped them both in my arms, my 
feelings overcame me, and can better be conceived 


by an affectionate parent than deſcribed by my pen. 


A mingled feeling of joy and ſorrow took poſſeſſion 
of my breaſt when I ſaw them again in ſafety, though 

in the hands of ſtrangers, as little priſoners of war. 
Our Captain, each miſſionary and ſeaman ftood 
ready to receive and embrace the little ones, as they 
came on board, while the French officers, who ap- 
peared not to be unaffected ſpectators, informed me 
that if they wanted any thing which was aboard, they 
ſhould have it, and in the mean time different ſorts of 
fruit were put into their hands. After an interview 
which laſted for an hour, they were called to re-enter 
the boat and return, when Martha preſſingly intreated 
I me 
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me to come to her mother, or her mother would 


come to me; but a ſtranger to my feelings, ſhe knew 
not the . that filled my heart, from the cer- 
tainty that it would not be granted. They entered 


the boat and returned to the Duff; but this interview 
in which brother Jones and I were more particularly 


' Intereſted, will dwell long in our remembrance. Bro- 
ther Leveſque confirmed the intelligence of the ſafety 


of our wives, and the kind treatment which they had 


received, afforded us great ſatisfaction. 


In the evening Captain Carbonelle returned aboard, 
and was immediately ſurrounded by his officers, im- 
patient to know what orders he had received from 
the Governor, the particulars of which we could not 


fully learn, but from their appearing to be much diſ- 


ſatisfied with the Captain's report, we concluded that 
the orders were unfavourable to their intereſt. No 


further latisfaction was given us this night reſpecting 


our removal to the Duff, and once more we retired 


to cur miſerable dungeon; but as the'ſhip was at an- 


chor, and nearly half unrigged, we were not confined | 


fo cloſely as before. 


Wedneſday, March 13th. Farly - this morning! 


got upon deck, intending with brother Jones to make 
application to Carbonelle for permiſfion to join our 


families, but was prevented by the welcome intelli- 


gence received from Captain Robſon, who informed 


© 


me that Carbonelle had already granted the requeſt, 
that all the married brethren were to go this day, that 


leave was given to taxc a cook to dreſs our victuals, 
after 
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after the faſhion of our country, and thas the French 
Captain would give money to ſupply us with what we 
wanted, I was happy to receive this information, and 
glad to communicate it to the Brethren, knowing 
the pleaſure it would yield them. At Captain Rob- 
ſon's requeit, we agreed to take our ſhip's ſteward as 
cook; then having waſhed, we were ready, and 
waited for the arrival of that moment when we ſhould 
leave this priſon, and re-enter our loſt fhip, aboard 
which the Captain informed us we' were to remain, 
until further 07 ders were received from the Vice- ; 
At 10 A. M. we quitted the Buonaparte, and went 
into the boat, It was a wet morning, ſo that after we 
entered, with the heavy ſhowers of rain, and the ſea 
which at the time run high, we were thoroughly 
drenched before we reached the Duff; but the plea- 
lurable ſenſation, yielded by the mere contemplation. 
of the re- union which was to take place, baniſhed every 
other from our minds. In conſequence of the heavy 
ſhower there was not even an officer upon deck when 
we got alongſide ; ſo that we ſoon aſcended, and were 
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below between decks, before our wives were apprized C | 
| that we were aboard. Each, with a degree of ve- Il 
|  locity eafily conceivable, haſtened to his partner, while | 
: every heart, eye, and voice were moſt ſenſibly affected. 
_ The univerſal joy and pleaſure which reigned amongſt 
us, who, after being ſeparated by the ſword of war i 
L upwards of 1000 miles on the great deep, in fitua- i 
1 tions unknown to each other, were now re. united on | 
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the 22d day after our ſeparation, can be fully under- 
ſtood only by us, who enjoyed this happy meeting — 


a meeting of fo general a nature can ſcarcely be 


traced, where each individua] was equally intereſted. 


(Pſa. cxxvi. 1,) © When the Lord turned again the cap- 
tivity of Zion, then were we like them that dream, then 
were our mouths filled with laughter, and our tongues with. 


praiſe.” 


After we had in part overcome the tender feelings 
of our firſt interview, we ſhifted, a meaſure not only 


neceſſary from our being wet, but alſo from our be- 
ing more or leſs contaminated with the dirt and ver- 
min of our old priſon. We now felt more comfort- 


able, and returned a tribute of praiſe to our Sove- 
reign Protector for our preſervation while ſeparated, 
and re- union in this ſhip. When we heard the man- 


ner of their treatment, from the painful moment of 


parting, when we underſtood that our Ged had done 


more for them in mercy, that we had ever aſked or 


thought, and that all glory was due to his marchleſs 
naine, the united declaration was, ** The Lord hath 


done great things for us, whereof we are glad. 


The unmarried brethren, left in the Buonaparte 


next claimed our attention. For though they were 


benefited by our removal, in having more room, they 
were in a wretched ſtate in reſpect to the things of 
this life. They were in want of knives with which 
they might eat their food, and ſome ſort of veſſels to 
contain their drink; beſides the greateſt number 
wanted even a ſhirt with which they might ſhift, Two 

— 
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or three knives, a razor, a few tin pots, &c. with a 
ſhirt or two, were therefore collected, and Dr. Turner 
obtained liberty to convey them to the brethren. 
Both his perſonal appearance and the neceſſaries which 
he brought were very acceptable, and after ſpending 
| ſome comfortable minutes with them in their ee 
he returned to the Duff. ä | | 
We now learned from our wives, that from the 
time we left them on the night of capture, they, as it 
was naturally to be expected, were much affected at 
our being thus torn from them in one hour, and they 
in the hands of political enemies, beholding a ſtrange 
people, and hearing nothing but ſtrange tongues. — 
| Recovering themſelves however, in a ſmall meaſure, 
each of them took poſſeſſion of her own cabin-door, 
while the fluttered mind wandered alternately from 
hope to fear. The confuſion alſo and ſtrange noiſe 
which enſued from the Frenchmen's putting the ſhip 
under their government, gave riſe to ſeveral conjec- 
tures reſpecting her ſafety. A French officer, with a 
ſailor, came down, and went round to each cabin, | 
putting his ſword under the bed-places, to know if any 
men had been ſecreted there, but otherwile behaved 
with the utmoſt politeneſs and reſpect. The children 
yet continued afleep, and knew nothing of what had 
happened. When the officer entered Mr. Jones's and 
my cabin, he was ſhewn the children, and being fully 
ſatisfied that no man was concealed, he returned on 
deck, after poſting a ſentinel at the hatchway to pre- 
vent any from going below. The temales yet retained 
their 
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their births, without being in the leaſt moleſted, and 
the officer again came down and ſeated himſelf on a 
bag of bread, which we had left in midſhips. He ap- 
peared rather coneerned, and for a ſhort time re- 
mained ſilent. Emboldened by the decent manner in 
which he conducted himſelf, they took the liberty of 
_ "= _ aſking ſome queſtions, as what o'clock it was? when 
1 their huſbands would return ? &c. which were an- 
ſwered by the failor who was a Spaniard, ſpoke a little 
broken Engliſh, and acted as a kind of interpreter, 
but in ſuch a manner as hardly to be underſtood. 
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| Some other queſtions were exchanged, as what cargo 
il "+ ? 

4 Was on board? and others of a ſimilar nature, but 
N little information was obtained on either fide. 


On the return of Dr. Turner to the Duff, when 
ſent by Captain Carbonelle, as we before mentioned, 
the officer, whoſe name was Bezzard, came down 
again, informed them that © one Engliſh Doctor was 
come,” and aſked if any were ſick, giving them tio 

_ underſtand as well as he could, that “ if they wanted 
any thing he could get at, they ſhould have it.“ The 
welcome news of our brother's return were ſcarcely 
underſtood by any, but the monient he made his ap- 
pearance below, it diffuſed gladneſs and joy amongſt 
the whole company of females. 

Here as the minutes recorded by Brother Tender 
will beſt deſcribe the ſituation of the females during 
the period of ſeparation, I inſert the following with 
which I have been favoured by him: 

pon my return to the Dutt,” fays Brother 

Turner, 
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Turner, * the ſituation in which I found the females 
may eaſily be conceived by every perſon of ſenſibility. 
My appearance among them was apparently as refreſh- 
ing as the cooling water to the weary traveller in the 
parched deſarts of Arabia. Every tongue was ready 
to aſk, and every ear ready to hear, what was become 


of, and what likely to be the fate of their partners, 


together with the reſt of the Miſſionaries. 
« The ſudden conſternation which had ſeized n me 
from the change of ſituation, and the ſcenes which I 
was called to witneſs, almoſt deprived me of the power 
of thought, with reſpect to what was to become of us, 
or whither we were to be conveyed; ſo that my in- 
formation upon this head was very ſcanty. I had, 
while returning from the Buonaparte to the Duff, en- 
quired of the men in the boat whither we ihould be 
taken, and with favourable winds how ſoon we ſhould 


arrive?” In anſwer to theſe enquiries, I received the 
information that the place of our deſtination was a 


Spaniſh town, called Monte Video, upon the River 


de la Plata, in the province of Paraguay, South Ame- 
rica, and that it would be about ſeven days before we 


ſhould arrive, when we ſhould all meet again, This 
information [I communicated to the females, and it 


was in ſome meaſure adding ſorrow to ſorrow, as they 


were all cheriſhing the fond expectation, that the 


revolving ſun would return unto them the beloved 
partners of their lives. But, bleſſed be God! he lays 


no more upon his people than what he enables them 
to bear. This additional ſhock to their feelings was 


born 
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| born with a fortitude and reſignation to the will of 
God, becoming their chriſtian profeſſion. 
After this, we thought it highly neceſſary, by fer- 
vent prayer, to commit ourſelves into the hands of 
that God who alone is able to keep us, and to implore 
is protection and grace to make us ſubmiſſive to his 

divine will, as well as to keep us from murmuring at 
his dealings towards us. Bleſſed be the Lord! I truſt 
Wl that our prayers that evening came up with acceptance 
1 before his throne, and that agreeably to the faithful. 
| neſs of his promiſes, before calling upon him, he an- 
ſwered, and while calling he heard. Though none 
feemed inclined to venture to ſleep, fearful leſt the de- 
predations going on in every other quarter of the 
ſhip ſhould ſpeedily extend to their apartments, yet 
„ the mind ſeemed more compoſed than it might have 
i | been expected. | 
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„About three o'clock in the morning, Monf. Bes- 
zard, the ſecond officer of the Duff, (now a French 
wo pPrize,) came down between decks, the place aſſigned 
Wi for the married people, He ſeemed, by his counte- 
1 nance, and the few broken ſpeeches in Engliſh which 
oil | he was able to utter, to manifeſt the greateſt ſympathy 


1 for our ſituation. He aſſured us that we were com- 
. pletely ſecured from the plunder of the ſeamen, as 
bw none would ever be permitted to come below, unleſs 
Wu when accompanied by one of the officers. He en- 
9 quired if we did not intend going to bed, but as I 
. it have already mentioned, none ſeemed diſpoſed to do 
"8 it, nor did we conſider it as prudent that all ſhould 
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in ſuch a ſituation. The returning morning brought 
freſh pangs of ſorrow to our hearts. Le Grand Buo- 
naparte, which we all fondly hoped would accompany 
us, was now beheld ſteering a courſe directly oppoſite 
to our's, and already at a conſiderable diſtance, Upon 
enquiring into the reaſon of a meaſure ſo very unex- 
pected, we learned that ſhe was to continue cruizing 
upon the coaſt, until ſhe had captured ſuch a number 
of prizes as to render it neceſſary for her to return, 
and that we ourſelves were going direct for Monte 
Video. A variety of things now occurred to render 
the mind diſtreſſed. The chance of an engagement 
was accompanied by a variety of fears; they might 
be killed, or the ſhip taken, and carried nobody knew 
whither, and Unbelief faid, © I ſhall never more be- 
hold the dear partner of my life.“ But while on the 
one hand anxiety ſeemed to be increaſing upon us, on 
the other we hoped that we ſhould have to ſing of 
mercy as well as of judgment. The French officers 
ſeemed to ſhew us every mark of attention, and to 
commiſcrate our ſituation, and the feelings which a 
ſurvey of it excited. 

*« 'This morning we were under ſome doubts, whether 
we ſhould have our public family prayer, or whether 
it would be more prudent for each individual to pray 
in ſecret. It was the unanimous opinion that we ought 
not to omit this incumbent duty, though ſome thought 
we had better requeſt permiſſion from the Captain ; 
-but as our only interpreter was a Spaniard, who ſpoke 
very bad Engliſh, we apprehended it would be im- 
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poſſible to make them comprehend our meaning: : we 
therefore determined to have prayers, without ſaying 


any thing to rhem about it, and it they ſhould detect 


us at this exerciſe, and bid us deſiſt, it would then be 
full time for us to give over, but till that period it was 


our indiſpenſible duty to proceed. 


At one of theſe morning exerciſes, the Frenchmen 


wanting ſomething out of the hold, came down upon 


us rather unexpectedly, but the officer who accom- 
panied the men ſeeing us upon our knees, and of courſe 


gueſſing our employment, made the men retire until 


we had finilhed. 


It was no ſmall alleviation to our 


diſtreſsful feelings, to find that in the worſt of cir- 


cumſtances into which the Lord had ever brought us, 


ve were not deprived of ſocially worſhipping our God. 


We now went on in the work of the Lord, with com- 
fort and boldneſs. 


« As night approached, we began to deem it abſo- 
lutely neceſſary that ſome ſhould keep watch till the 


return of light, ſo as to give the alarm, if the ſeamen 


ſhould attempt to come below; and our night- watches 
were regulated in the following manner, which con- 


tinued unaltered until the joining together of the ſe- 
parated partners, viz — That two or three of the 


females ſhould ſit up till twelve o'clock, afterwards I, 
and occaſionally others, ſhould watch till four in the 
morning, when the remainder ſhould get up, and con- 
tinue watching until the uſual time of riſing 

«© The firſt ſabbath after our capture preſented to 
our view a very different ſcene from any we had view- 


ed 
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ed before: we had hitherto been accuſtomed to ſee 
our ſhip's company laying aſide every work but the 
abſolute neceſſary duty of the ſhip, and attending the 

ordinances of divine worſhip in a clean and decent 


manner; but now it appeared as if ſatan had inſti. 


gared them to a work which would prevent us from 
obſerving our ſabbath in the way to which we had 
both been accuſtomed and earneſtly defired. They 
began to fill ſome empty water caſks with ſalt water 


ſor the better balancing the ſhip. But obſerving there 
were ſome difference with reſpect to our dreſs, in its 


being neater and cleaner than on other days, and per- 


ceiving the females not engaged as uſual, in ſewing 


or cooking, for we cooked the Sunday's proviſion on 
the Saturday, and as they had before beheld us at our 


religious exerciſe while in the fore-part ot the ſhip, 


they were led to ſuppoſe that it was ſome religious 


day, and immediately aſked if it was our ſabbath, 


When they were anſwered in the affirmative, about 


ten o'clock they gave up their work in the hold, and 
left us in quietneſs to proſecute our religious duties. 
When we ſaw this we could not but admire the power 


ok reſtraining grace, that even where it does not con- 
vert, can make all men ſubſervient to its ſovereign 
influence. In our worſhip this day we introduced 
ſinging, which we had not done before: this was ra- 


ther a novelty to the French; but though it appeared 


to rivet their attention, it did not excite the leaſt ridi- 


cule, in ſo far as we could diſcover. We ſpent both 


parts of the day in reading the word of God, in 
K 2 prayer 
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prayer and 1n praiſe; and we truſt the Divine preſence 


was evidently among us, and have reaſon to bleſs bis 
holy name for that grace which enabled us to per- 
ſevere in the good work of the Lord with boldnels, 


in the preſence of his and our enemies. 

On the following day, Monday 25th, the wind 
blew .rather hard, in conſequence of which, moſt of 
the females were indiſpoſed. The attention diſplayed 


on this occaſion by the French officers was truly re- 
markable. Every thing which they could poſſibly 


procure, and which was thought in any way calcu- 


lated to remove their ſickneſs, was cheerfully given 


us. This circumſtance was another ſubſtantial proof 


that we were under the peculiar protection of that 


God, of whom it is thus written, Surely God is good 
unto 1ſrae!” ; and we could individually adopt the lan- 


guage of David, © Come magnify the Lord with me, let 


Us exalt his name together.” 

“ On Saturday, March 2d, about four o "clock i in 
the afternoon, we came to anchor in Monte Video 
Bay, after a voyage of upwards of 1000 miles from the 
place of our captivity, and in eleven days from that pe- 


riod. During this time, we had, through the goodneſs 


of God, in general enjoyed a pretty good ſtate of health. 
Mrs. Hill was at times very much afſlicted with ſick- 
neſs, and Mͤrs. Hawkins a good deal overcome with 
the affliction laid upon ber in being ſeparated from 
her huſband. From the time of our capture till our 
arrival in this harbour, we experienced the kindeſt 


treatment from our captors, and the greateſt decency 


and 


„ L 
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and decorum was ſhewn, on the part of the officers, 


towards our females. So great was the attention of 
theſe officers towards us, that when any of the live 


ſtock (remaining on board when the capture took 
place) was killed, we always were permitted to have 
the firſt choice before either themſelves or the ſea- 


men. Upon, our arrival in harbour we were imme— 
diately ſupplied with apples, pears, peaches, figs, and 
melons, which, conſidering the time we had been at 
ſea, were a moſt delicious repaſt. Some, however, 
from making too free an uſe of them, ſoon began to 
feel the bad effect of this indulgence on the conſtitu- 


tion, which brought them very low, in particular, 
Mrs. Hawkins; I alſo experienced the hurtful! effects 


of them. Freſh anxieties began now to preſent them- 
ſelves to our view. Our expectation that we ſhould 


be put on ſhore, among a people of whom we enter- 


tained the molt dreadful ideas, operated very power- 
fully upon our minds. During our voyage we had 


been careful in making every enquiry in our power, 


with reſpect to our deſtination, after our arrival in 
port, and were informed that we ſhould not be made 


priſoners, but live in a great houſe appropriated for 


the dwelling of captives. We had now experienced 


the attention and liberality of the Frenchmen, and we 


wiſhed {till to be under their protection, rather than 
that of thoſe who were ſtrangers unto us. But though 
we could not diſpoſe of ourſ-lves, yer in God was our 
hope. He had hitherto been unto us more than our 
thoughts could have conceived, He had delivered, 


and 
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and we truſted he would yet deliver. That our hope 
was not groundleſs will be tound in the ſequel of this 
narrative. TY nals 
March 3d, (Lord's day.) About ten o'clock this 
morning, a King's boat came off for the purpoſe of 
conveying me on ſhore to the governor. I was at- 
tended to the governor's houſe by a ſoldier. On my 
entering the room, I was met by a very good-looking 
man, who accoſted me in very good Engliſh, and 
without obſerving thoſe etiquettes of politeneſs which 
are cuſtomary in England, of aſking me in and beg- 
ging that J would be ſeated, continued to converſe 
| with me chiefly upon the obje& of our voyage, the 
il, number of our company, by whom we were {ent out, 
the ſlate of politics at the time of our leaving Eng- 
land, and whether we had any Engliſh newſpapers on 
board. To all theſe queſtions I returned ſuch an- 
ſwers as, conſiſtently with truth, the duty which I owed 
my country, and the cauſe in which | had embark- 
ed, required; after which, I was given to underſtand 
that he h:d done with me. Until this moment I had 
converſed with him as an officer of the governor's 
houſehold, and one who, I ſuppoſed, would be my 
interpreter to him; but in being thus diſmiſſed, I was 
convinced that it muſt be the governor himſelf. I 
therefore in my turn interrogated him, in regard to 
the proviſion made for us, as priſoners, and to whom 
we were to apply for it. He anſwered that the only 
thing he had to do with us was to grant permiſſion 
for our -oming on ſhore, which he had already done, 
but 
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but with reſpect to our ſupport, we were to receive 
that from the French. | 
After leaving him, I called on a Mr. Campbell, 


an American Gentleman, reſident here, who ſoon 
after our arrival in the harbour paſſed under the 
Duff's ſide, and ſeeing one of our boys on deck, was 


led to enquire who we were, and then gave his ad- 


dreſs, ſaying, that when any of us came on ſhore, he 
ſhould be glad to ſee us. He behaved with the greateſt 


politeneſs, and after making the enquiries natural to 
every one, reſpecting us, promiſed to aſſiſt us as much 


as lay in his power, and requeſted that as often as 
we came on ſhore we ſhould call on him. 5 
« As it was the ſabbath, I was unwilling to make 


a longer ſtay than what ſeemed to be neceſſary for our 
ſituation; therefore I returned on board the Duff, 


having found, on my going down to the beach, the 
boat in which I came, waiting to convey me back 
again, While on ſhore, I was met and interrogated 


by ſeveral of thoſe unhappy females who were either 
convicts or belonged to the Lady Shore; but deeming 

it neceſſary for our own credit to avoid noticing 

them as much as poſſible, ] put no more queſtions to 


them, but what, in my opinion, were requiſite for 
our own ſatisfaction to know reſpecting the place. 


The accounts received upon this head were upon the | 


whole ſatisfactory. _ 
< In the afternoon, the French captain informed 
me that he was going on ſhore for the purpoſe of 


leeking out an houſe in which the females might re- 
{ide, 
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ſide, and that if I choſe, I might accompany him; 
Though | was not fond of ſpending the ſabbath in 
this manner, | thought that if I could by going be 
anywiſe ſerviceable in procuring for them a comfort- 
able abode, it was undoubtedly my duty to do ſo. 
From theſe conſiderations | attended the captain. We 
went to the houſe of the French agent, and ſoon after 
ſet off in his coach and four, accompanied by the 
French captain, Spaniſh and French agents, an 
American captain, and an officer of the ſame country, 
belonging to the Republican. We went to an houſe 
belonging to the French agent, about a mile from 
the town. The houſe conſiſted of three rooms, and 
from its retired ſituation, on account of its diſtance 
from the town, I thought it very well ſuited for us. 
It was therefore agreed that we ſhould have it; but, 
on returning to town, it was {uggeited that from be- 
ing ſo retired, we might be in danger of being attacked 
by the natives, and plundered, if not murdered. On 
| theſe conſiderations it was given up, and one in town 
ſearched out and agreed upon. About ſeven o'clock 
I returned tothe Duff, after drinking tea on board 
the Diligence, American brig (afterwards ſold to the 
Spaniards) and ſpending a molt uncomfortable and 

unpleaſant ſabbath. | 
In the courle of this day I met with ſeveral Ame- 
Tican gentlemen, captains of veſſels, from whom J 
hoped we ſhould experience friendſhip if needed. 
Upon my getting on board, I found my female friends 
had been ſomewhat uneaſy at my abſence ; but in a 
little 


* 


able, inaſmuch as it carried in it the greateſt burleſque 


on grandeur, The, coach itſelf was of European 
make, and by no means deſpicable. But the harneſs 


of the horſes amounted to little better than the har- 


neſs of afles, in the ſand-carts in our metropolis, and 
the livery of the poſtillion was one of our ſoldiers“ 


coats, which had been taken out of the Lady Shore. 


* On Tueſday the 5th, an order came for us to 


quit the ſhip and go on ſhore, which was not very 
pleaſant to us for reaſons ſtated above; but juſt as 
we were ready to go, the order was countermanded, 
and we were now to ſtop until an order was obtained 
from the Vice roi of the province. We all regarded 
this incident as a ſingular interference of Divine Pro- 
vidence in our behalf, and for which, I truſt, we felt 


a glow of gratitude to that Supreme Being who ever 


rules all things for good. The reaſons for our being 
ordered to remain on board, we did not at this time 
underſtand, but we learned afterwards 1t was in con- 


ſequence of | ſome miſunderſtanding between the 


French and the Spaniſh governor. 

% Thurſday, 7th. This morning we received the 
account of a Portugueſe veſſel, a prize to the Buona- 
parte, being loſt on the Engliſh Bank, coming up 
the river De la Plata, This was ſomewhat diſtreſſing 
- 2 L unto 
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Vitle they were highly entertained at the deſcription, 
J had to give them of the harneſs of the horſes and 
the livery of the poſtillions, which to one who had 
been accuſtomed to ſee the ſplendid equipages that 
roll through the ſtreets of London, was truly laugh- 
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unto us, Mmafmuch as we apprehended that ſome of 


our brethren might have been on board, and proba- 
bly found a watery grave. The French captain aſ- 


ſured us that none of our people were in her, as it 
was a thing never permitted, but which we afterwards: 
learned was only prevented from her being captured 
in the night. About 11 A.M. an American Negro 


| ſailor belonging to the Buonaparte, and one of the 
crew of the above ſhip, came alongſide the Duff, but 


was neither permitted to come on board nor remain 


alongfide. While near the ſhip he gave us the fol- 
lowing particulars concerning our brethren —1ſt. 


that none were in the above ſhip ; 2dly. that at the 
time of their leaving the Buonaparte (13 days ago) 
they were all well; zdly. a report prevailed in the 
ſhip that all the priſoners on board would be put on 
ſhore at Rio de Janeiro. To hear the two firſt par- 


ticulars was no ſmall comfort, but the latter did not 


a little diſtreſs us, which the French captain perceiv- 
ing, and enquiring into the cauſe, went immediately 
on ſhore for the purpoſe of ſeeing the captain of the 
above thip, and in the evening returning on board the 
Puff accompanied by him, he aſſured us that the re- 
port of the ſailor was groundlefs: he further flatter ed 
us with the hopes of ſoon ſeeing our brethren, which 
though 1 it happened to be realized, was now ſpoken 
without any certainty. 

*© Lord's-day, roth. On account of being obliged 
to attend uport ſecular affairs the laſt ſabbath, we had 
no worſhip in the middle of the day; bur, bleſſed be 
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God, this ſabbath, though not as in days and months 


that are paſt, we ſpent in reading the word of God, in 
prayer and in praiſe, About this time, ſeveral of our 
females and I were indiſpoſed, from a cauſe already 


mentioned, the abundance of fruit. Brother Gre- 
gory's child, William, was alſo much indiſpoſed, with 
ſomething of the appearance of the jaundice, which 
however went off in a few days. | 

„ 11th. This day in a Portugueſe brig, aries to 


the Buonaparte, our brother P. Leveſque arrived; and 


brought a few letters from the reſt of the brethren. 
In the afternoon he: was permitted to come on board 


the Duff. and remain there. The pleaſure and ſatiſ- 


faction we all felt at receiving him as an earneſt of 


the reſt, were ſuch as thoſe only who are united to 


each other in the bonds of the goſpel, and have been 
in ſimilar circumſtances, can feel; in the ſame man- 
ner as when J returned from the Buonaparte, though 
with more eager- and earneſt deſire of ſatisfaction, in- 
creaſed by the long abſence, every tongue was ready 


to afk, and every ear ready to hear, in what ſtate of 


health their partners were whenhe left the ſhip, and how 


ſoon we might expect to ſee them. Though our bro- 
ther gave us the fulleſt aſſurance of their being in a 


good ſtate of health at the time of his departure, yet 
with reſpect to the time when we ſhould ſee them, 
he could not ſpeak poſitively, but from mahy circum- 
ſtances, he was confident it could not be long. The 
thing proved true, for the next day ſaw the long 
wilheds for ſhip fate into the port of Monte Video. 
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This fight occaſioned a renewal of the ſame delight 


ful fenſations which we had experienced on the ar- 
rival of Brother Leveſque, but with this difference, 


that they were felt in a ſuperior degree, inaſmuch as 


we had reafon to expect that we ſhould now be united 
to all our Brethren, an erpectation which was not 


diſippointed.” 12755 


The intelligence further Ne from the 1 | 
muſt here be continued, from the ſubſtance of which 
underſtood that, although none of their births were 


given up to plunder, the cabin, the ſingle brethren, 


and the ſeamens' places were immediately ranſacked 
when the French took poſſeſſion of the Duff. Cheſts 


and boxes were broken open, and ſoon were they 


cloathed from head to foot in miſſionary apparel, for 
they made but a ſorry appearance before. This cauſed 
ſome concern to our wives as it did to us, who were 
compelled to behold in the Duff and Buonaparte theſe 
men wearing our property. Bibles and other books, 
frequently boxes that were ſcarcely half emptied, and 
whatever elſe appeared to be in their way, were thrown: 


- overboard, while they were in purſuit of thoſe arti- 


cles of the greateſt value. And ſo deluded were theſe 
poor wretches, that many pounds worth of property 


was conſigned to the deep, either from ignorance of 


its worth, or want of ſufficient inveſtigation. | 

Early on Wedneſday morning, February 2cth, the 
French officer and men came down between decks, 
opened the harches to ſee what cargo was in the hold, 
and to procure ſome water which was wanted. All 
our 
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our water being expended but that on the ground 
tier, which was covered with goods, it was a long 
time before they could aſcertain where it-was ſtowed. 


They aſked a number of times for information, but 


in conſequence of the different languages ſpoken, and 


the imperfection of the interpreter, little or no know- 


ledge could be obtained. The boys were repeatedly 
queſtioned to that effect, and becauſe they were una- 
ble to make them underſtand, they threatened to 
throw them overboard, unleſs they told where the 
water could be got at. However, after a long ſearch 
and rummage in the hold, they found ſome at lak, 


but it was with difficulty obtained. 


As they opened the hatches, one man, who Hom 
by the officer put twenty-four dollars into my wife's 
hand, who not knowing for what purpoſe it was de- 


poſited, refuſed to receive it and laid it down; but 


two of her ſiſters, ſuppoſing it was given for the chil- 

dren, adviſed her to preſerve it till ſhe' could know 
 whcther it was delivered for that purpoſe; but in a 
few days it was called for, when, after the man had 


counted, and found the number right, he told the 
officer, who politely returned her thanks for keeping 
it ſafe; This was probably ſome of the money which 
had been plundered from ſome cheſts on board. 

They ſoon diſcovered that wines both red and white, 
with brandy, were on board, and immediately ſup- 


plied the females with each ſort, and ſome hams from 


the cabin, one of which was early given them to pre- 
pare for dinner. And when they had ſurveyed the 
caſks 
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 cafſks of ſalt beef and pork on the decks, 'the hn | 


ordered them to be thrown into the fea. They knocked: 
down the hog ſtye, and burned it with the cheſts and 


boxes they emptied, which was the only fuel _ uſed 
during the voyage to Monte Video. | 


After a few days, the officer ſeeing ſome ata 
hanging up under the deck, came down, and requeſted 


that all fire- arms might be given up, all of which he 


received; but when my wife delivered mine, ob- 


ſerving that it belonged to her huſband, he refuſed 
to take it with the reſt, 0 that it {till remained in =y 
cabin. 


The . whoſe name was Mon. Riviere, 
was once commander of a ſquadron under the re- 


publie, but had been ſuſpended. He behaved allo 
with the greateſt reſpect and politeneſs towards the 


females, which continued invariably throughout the 
voyage- Whatever proviſions they had brought from 


the Buonaparte were at their pleaſure, with a de- 


claration that they had only to ſpeak for what they 


wanted, and if on board of the ſhip it was at their ſer- 
vice; and he came down daily to fee that their table 


was well ſupplied. The children, in a particular man- 
ner, attracted the officers? attention, and their little 


_ perſons and actions drew forth repeated acts of kind- 
_ nets froin day to day. Every poſlible indulgence was 
given them, and they took a plealure in gratifying all 


their requeſts. When ill, as two of mine were, the 
officer was continually ſending down to know of their 


welfare, and if any thing was wanted in his power to 


5 grant; 


of 
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grant; and when they recovered, he manifeſted the 
neculiar pleaſure which he felt on the occaſion. My 
girl, Martha, was his little idol, and thoſe appeared 


to be his happieſt moments, when he was moſt in- 


dulged with her childiſh prattle. In ſhort, the con- 
duct of both theſe French officers towards the women 


and children was ſuch, as ſcarcely to have been ex- 


celled by the moſt humane friend. 5 
It muſt be confeſſed that this was a paculiar mack 


of the kindneſs of Divine Providence, that we had 


fallen into the hands of ſuch men who took the com- 
mand of the ſhip Duff, who had both the will and the 


power to be kind in the day of diſtreſs. For whatever 


were their characters in other reſpects, or however 
infamous and abominable their profeſſion, I am bound 


in gratitude to ſay, that by the reſtraining grace of God, 
they were conſtrained to act towards us with a degree 


of hiſmanity and philanthropy, worthy of univerſal 


Imitation. The Lord evidently fulfilled his own pro- 
mule in our experience: Yerily it ſhall be well with 
thy remnaut, verily I will cauſe the enemy to entreat thee 


well in the time of evil, and in the time of affiifticn.” 


And again, „He made them alſo to be pitted of all thoſe. 


that carried them captives.” In their diviſion of the 
three watches for the might, they always burned can- 


dles, with which they were ſupplied from the cabin, 
and agreed that in the day no one female ſhould go 


upon deck by herſelf, nor yet altogether leave their 


apartments below. Theſe rules were ſtrictly neceſſary, 


even to protect their apparel from the private plunder 


of 
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of the ſeamen, againſt whom Monſ. Bezzard gave à 
eaution, and pointing to their boxes, &c. between 
decks, told our wives o take care and keep every thing 
as mu ch as poſſible out of their way, for that the prin- 
eiples of French mariners were not good. They there- 
fore did as much as was in their power, yet, notwith- 
ſtanding the ſeamen found means to rob them, from 
two holes which had been cut during our voyage, in 
the fore · bulk-head, for the purpoſe of admitting air 
into Mrs. Hughes? and Mrs. Hawkins' cabins : thro* 
_ theſe they were detected in taking ſeveral articles of 
apparel, but were in future prevented. They appeared 
to be men poſſeſſed of the worſt of principles, and 
apt in the art of thieving ; they ſeemed to take plea- 
fure in diſtreſſing thoſe whom they could not deſtroy, 
for a great part of the cloathing, which was taken out 
ol the hold, was thrown overboard, and my partner 
faw ſome articles of her own apparel, with ſome of 
our bedding, and the childrens' bed, floating on the 
deep, which they had wantonly and wickedly caſt 
into it. 
One evening a ſeaman came down between decks, 
and aſked for bread; of this the Captain was in- 
formed, who ſaid it was merely a pretext, he did not 
want bread. He entreated them to call him, if any 
offered to come down upon any pretext whatever, and 
fent that night the French cabin boy to fleep at the 
bottom of the ladder, ſolemnly charging him to alarm 
him, if any preſumed to come between dechps. 
While this officer was below at another time, the 
5 boatſwain

poatſwain came and'aſked permiſſion to Tight his ſagar 
of tobacco, not knowing that he wWas near to hear 

him make the requeſt, wh ch he did, and Teh 
run up to him, ſtruck him violently on the face, and 
abuſed him in the molt opprobrious terms, expteſling 
his ſurprize that fuch a ; ſcoundr el ſhould fo tnfult b his cha- 
radter, , as 10 take the liber ty 10 oft a a lady to Yet him lioht 
his agar, and was a long time before he was recon- 


ciled, and in any malie compoſed,” The effect of 
this puniſhment, however, upon this man, was evi- 


dently very injurious to the feinales He was one who, 
perhaps, was never ſurpaſſed by any in churliſhneſs. 
His countenance and conduct openly declared this to 


all who beheld him, and his implacable hatred and 
ſavage brutality were, on every occcaſion, manifeſted 
to us and our's; in every ſenſe he was an enemy, and 
[ have not the ſmalleſt doubt, but it would have given 


him pleaſure to have been inſtrumental } in ſhedding 
our blood, nbd = 


That 1 may not charge this man with brutality, 


without adducing a convincing. proof, I ſhall barely 
mention one which he manifeſted towards Mrs. Gre— 
gory, | One day as ſhe was aſcending the ladder to 
go upon deck for the benefit of the air, when on the 
top, ſhe attempted ta lay hold of the cable, to ſecure 
herſelf from the motion of the ſhip, "which he ſtand- 


ing near diſcovered, and obſcrving that none were 


near at the time, immediately ſcized and ſhook it vio- 


lently, that ſhe might loſe her hold, and be thrown. 


down the hatchway, from which it was with much 
M difficulty 
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ail that ſhe eſcaped a dangerous gal. When 
her ſituation at this time is conſidered, expecting the 
critical moment of Nature's ſorrow, the effects of 


| fuch an accident might have been highly fatal, and 


the preyenting goodneſs of an omnipreſent God, muſt 
be acknowledged in this, as in numerqus inſtances, 
7050 aid not ſuffer the evil devices of man lo come to Paſs. 
Many incidents that occurred are worthy of OUT re- 
collection, if not pf my imparting to the public. But 
even in thoſe which J ſhall record, however brief the 
narrative, l truſt that it will be clearly ſeen that Nod 
neſs and mercy have followed us, and though it may 
be even conjefured that our capture was an evidence 
of the Almighty's diſapprobation, and a token of his 
wrath, yet with eve! laſting kindneſs be hath had com- 155 


paſſio on on Us, and we are conſtrained to fay, | his mercies 


were new every morning, and great was hit faithful- 
neſs. 


I underſtood has on the Sunday, when Broker 
T urner went on ſhore, the females were in expectation 5 
of being removed the ſame day, and in the uncom- 
fortable ſtate of ſuſpenſe, they were compelled to be · 
gin their preparations for the ſame. On the T ueſday 
all their things were packed up and got upon deck, to 
go in the boat, Mrs. Jones excepted, when the order 
for remoyal was countermanded, a circumſtance which 


occaſioned general ſatisfaction, as they had not yet 


received the ſmalleſt intelligence of our welfare. The 
report alluded to by Mr. Turner, of our being ſet 
aſhore at 5 Rio Janeiro, cauſed :? pur wives to think, a and

enquire if it was poſſible ſor them to travel over land 


to us. This information aroſe from Captain Carbo- 


nelle's having taptured a filhing- boat, ſolely for the 


purpoſe cf fending all the Portugueſe priſoners on 
ſhore. at that place, the day before I was removed to 
the ſlave ſnip, in which boat it was intended that ſome 
of us alſo ſhould have gone, but ſhe was unable to 
carry any more, and even ſcarcely them. The owner 
of her remonſtrated with the French againſt the poſſi- 
bility of her carrying ſo great a number, on his ſee- 


ing the ſecond hoatful about to enter, but was com- 


pelled to reecive them. I, with others, who ſaw 
them enter; ſuppoſed i it would be impoſſible for them 
to reach the ſhore, as they were upwards of twelve 
miles from, the place, and it was nearly dark; how- 
ever they all got ſafe, and the report had extended to 
our wives, by the means already noticed. 


Brother Leveſque could give no account of this 


eircumſtance, as it occurred two days after he had 
left the Buonaparte; but he furniſhed me with the 
general outlines of his voyage in the prize-ſhip, from 
the time he left the Buon parte, on the 26th of Fe- 
bruary, till his arrival in the harbour of Monte Video, 
the day before us, of which the following extract! is 
recorded. 

* On entering this veſſel with my ſmall bin 
in which I ſuppoſed that I had taken two ſhirts, but 


now only one, as when I quitted the Buonaparte I 


lent the other to my brother, I fat down on the 
quarter-deck and bcheld the confuſion of the Portu- 
M 2 gueſe 
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igueſe Priſoners, amongſt whom was an old prieſt, 

ho ſeemed to be much indiſpoſed. This poor man 
came to me in a fit of trembling, and appeared to be 
labouring under great apprehenſions that he ſhould 
de put to death. I gave him to underfland that 1 
too was a' priſoner, and refuſed t to receive ſome nd 
which were offered mme. 

% The captain aſked we beelch ober for n 
af his clothes, who in reply to the requeſt told him 
to tale the whole, only lo be quick. His clothes cheſt 
was therefofe got upon deck, ſo weighty, th xt it re- 
quired four men to carry it, and lower it into the 
boat, and then he, with all the Portugueſe, four only 
excepted, were ſent on board of the Bonaparte. 
The officer now in pofleſion of this ſhip im- 
mediately ſhaped her courſe for Monte Video; but 
in the night it fell calm, and we had nearly run 
alhofe among the rocks to the north of Cape Frio. 
They let go the anchor in 45 fatham water, where 
we luid the remainder of the night. It is extremely 
dangerous for a ſhip to go athore on this coaſt, as 
the would ran againſt the rocks before her bottom 
touched; at the ſame time the rocks are ſo ſmooth and 
perpendicular, that it would be a matter of the great. 
eſt difficulty for any crew in this ſituation to aſcend 
them. In the merning a flight breeze ſprung up 
from the land, and they cut her away, leaving the 


anchor and part of à new cable, and Baſing their 
courſe to the appointed port. 
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«© The captain behaved with exceeding kindneſs 


towards me, told me that any thing which the veſſel 


afforded was at my ſervice, took me down into the 
cabin, and gave me the choice of four bed places, 
one of which I thankfully accepted ; 1 alfo lived with 
him, and had every temporal comfort which was ne- 


ceſſary. But though L was not in the fame ſituation 
as my btethren in the Buonaparte, deſtitute of ſuffi- 
cient water to quench thirſt, and confined below, yet 
I felt painfully the want of a Chriſtian companion 
and my Bible, which I had left behind. The ſepa- 
ration from my partner preyed upon my mind, which 
ſcarce knew how to engage otherwiſe. 1 received 


two books to read which were on board, and written 


in French, the Works of the Biſhop of Montpelier, 


and the Republican Lovers; but theſe gave me no 


ſatisfaction, as they approved of what I hated, and 


recommended what I reprobated. v7 
« As I had not ſhifted myſelf ſince | left the Duff, 
a period of ten days, and was in ſome meaſure con- 


taminated with dirt and vermin, I retired for that 


purpoſe, ſuppoſing I had a ſhirt, but found I had 
been miſtaken in my linen; I therefore put on my 
coat again, and went with my ſhirt in my hand upon 


deck to wafh it, which the captain obſerving, re- 


refuſed to ſuffer me, and gave me one with what elſe 
was neceffary to keep me clean. 

«© My mind was yet uncomfortable and barren, 
which the Frenchmen would ſometimes perceive, and 
frequently pat me upon the back, ſaying, * Gonraye, 
Mofieur 
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Monſieur Leveſque, Courage, and indeed did every 
thiog in their power to make me comfortable. 

% March th. Early in the morning we were in 

Rio de la Plata, but land could not be ſeen on either 
| tide. On ſounding, we found only three and an half 
fathom water, which looked thick and muddy. The 
captain greatly alarmed at our dangerous ſituations 
knew not what to do or where he was. I went. 
up to the maſt head and ſaw the rocks and breaks 
ers on the Engliſh Bank. Immediately I gave 
the alarm on deck, when the captain ran up, ſaw, 
and knew where he was. The veſſel was now put 
about, kept away, and went round the bank, when 
after ſpending many unhappy days, I reached the 
harbour of Monte Video, on Monday the 11th. 

I was moſtly on deck during the paſſage, and 
more eſpecially this day. From the cuſtom- boat 
officer 1 learned that the Duff had arrived, and ſoon 
we ran cloſe by and paſſed her. All the females were 
with brother Turner upon deck, who ſeeing me, 
called out, and a mutual ſalutation took place. Bro- 
ther Turner ſoon came on board with a French 
officer, and ] obtained liberty to quit the brig and 
go to the Duff. = bat 

“ On entering her, when fur n ] had 
enough to do ta overcome my feelings, while tears 
guſhed from every eye, and the enquiry was, what 1s 
become of my huſband, when and where did you leave 
bim. The children alſo clung to me with affecting 
enquiries about their fathers. I gave them every 

A es poſſible 
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poſſible information, told them all were well, uſed 


every argument to encourage them, but reſerved to 


myſelf that information which, in my opinion, had a 
tendency to increaſe their unhappineſs, viz. the ſhort 
allowance of water on board of the Buonaparte, the 
diſtteſsful confinement duting the night, and other 
circumſtances of a diſagreeable nature, giving them to 
hope that we ſhould ſpeedily meet again ;” which 
expectation, as we have already ſeen, was fully grati- 
fied. Such is the ſubſtance of the information, which 
I was able to collect, reſpecting the particulars that 
occurred during our ſeparation, a review of which 
cauſed us to ng of mercy and judgment, and to take 


encouragement, believing that we were yet under the 
{ame guardian protection which had never. left nor 


forſaken us. 


In ſarveying in my o own. mind the leadings of a 
gracious God in our captivity, and eſpecially in ſo 
far as it related to myſelf, I was led to contemplate 
another vi/ible diſplay of Divine Providence, manifeſted 
when the Buonaparte, though not deſignedly, pur- 
ſued the prize- hip in which | was aboard, a circum- 
ſlance which had occaſioned my being taken out to 
join the Brethren, and with them re-unite with our 
families ; for when we arrived at Monte Video there 
was no appearance nor news of this prize. The prize 
before alluded to being loſt, and the leaky ſtate of 
this one conſidered, the French were led to ſuppoſe 
that ſhould a gale of wind ariſe, ſhe would ſhare the 
lame tate. The anxic'y alſo of my wife's mind muſt 


have 
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have been great, if when all the other Brethren ar. 
rived J only had been wanting, who had been left at 
ſea in ſuch a ſituation, and ſhe 8 from parti- 
cipating of the general pleaſure of this happy meet- 
ing, while the certainty of the loſs of the other ſhip 
would have ſarther contributed to heighten the dark- 
neſs: of the ſcene. But, praiſed he the Lord]! not one 
was left behind, but all brought to rejoice together. f 
How ftrangely different now was the ſcene from 
that which the ſeveral days paſt had exhibited, when 
the pleaſurable ſenſations of our minds, ariſing from 
the conſciouſneſs of being aboard our own ſhip, and 
reſtored to the ſociety of our companions, gave us a 
little revival in our bondage, and we retired to our 
births, in hopes of enjoying a comfortable night of 
repoſe, yet ſtill continuing the watch; but the con- 
traſt between our former and preſent ſituations was ſo 
great, that theſe hopes were diſappointed; ſtill; how- 
ever, our comfort in this afffict ion was, that we could 
meditate on the change, h view 1. as a token of 
forgre good. 
Thurſday, March 14. | This as firſt morn- 
ing-after our interview, I took my little ones to walk 
with me upon the quarter deck. When, although J 
was ſenſible of the difference betycen ou ſtate in the 
Buonaparte and the Duff, yet J could not but be af- 
fected at the fight of that deck where the children of 
Zion had fo frequently aſſembled to rejoice in their 
King. How ftriking the alteration which was now 
— both in the ſhip and its poſſeſlors. The 
ed ſhip 
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- thip which we had left in full fail was now nearly un- 
_ rigged, the cabin poſſeſſed by the French officers, 
the quarter - deck by Spapiſh, and the forecaſtle by 
the mariners. While. we, in the midſt of them, yet 
retained our births: only as a temporary tent, not in 
the. charaRter of miſſionaries, but of priſoners, who 
were. waiting the order for removal, but whither we 
knew: not; but from the information given us we 
learned, that it would either be ſomewhere on ſhore 
or on board of ſome other ſhip in the river. = 

Our captain, officers, ſeamen, and ſingle brethren, 9 
were yet detained in. the privateer, and they, with us, 1 
all in an enemy!s: harbour. I could not but adopt here 1 
the language of ſcripture, & O how een are his iN 
Jack malte, and bis ways paſt finding out.” _ h 1 
Captain, Carbonelle came ſeveral times on board of | | 
the Duff, and proved himſelf to be a man of ſympa- Wi. 
thetic feeling. He informed us that he had pleaded Ul | 
much with. the Governor to grant us permiſſion for be- 
ing removed on ſhore, where we ſhould be much more 
comfortable, particularly Mrs. Jones and Mrs. Gre- 
gory, for whom he was under great apprehenſions, leſt 
they ſhould be delivered on board of the ſhip, when 
their ſituation might be rendered ſo much the more 
eligible on ſhore. He apologized one day as he was 
about to leaye the ſhip, for omitting to go down be- 
tween decks to ſee our wives and children, obſerving 
that, he boped wwe would excuſe his not going down lo ſee 
the ladies, as the ſcene overpowered bisefeelings; and he 
frequently told us, that i was one bad day for him as

well as for us when he tool the: Duff; and that, if 
be bad only to conſult himſelf, our Ship and property 1 885 
= be ſurrendered into our poſſeſſion. + 
The officer, with rhe prize-captain, anxiouſly wiſhed 
to inſpect the cargo of the Duff, but Carbonelle was 
never able to conſent while we remained on board, and 
faid, that their rummaging the hold while the females 
were preſent would be ſo great a trial for them to be- 
hold, that even he himſelf could not bear to be preſent 
on ſuch an occafion. This Frenchman, fo remarkably 
humane for the captain of a privateer, was certainly a 
man who deſervedly excited admiration. His un- 
paralleled attention and care diſplayed towards the wo- 
men and children, were ſuch as made him more re- 
ſemble a ſincere friend than an enemy, or, to uſe the 
language of inſpiration, © A brother born for adverſity.” 
I am perſuaded that all the glory ſhould be given to 
God, to whom I wiſh to aſcribe the praiſe, believing 
that the hearts of all men are in his hands, and that he 
can turn them as ſeemeth good in his ſight, of which 
we received the mor cane proofs from day to

"The brethren on board of the Buonaparte yet In

now exempted. - They were not, indeed, confined as 
before, had frefh meat and new bread every day; and

The number being now ene! bby the re- unich 


of the families in the Duff, and a double quantity of 


proviſions required for the ſupply of our table, ſome 


of thoſe dainties which had been brought for the fe- 


males ceaſed to be given; but we were azundantly 


ſupplied every day with the following bill of fare: 
Good ſoft bread, freſh beef, three times more than 


we could eat, three bottles of brandy, or more, if 


wanted, vegetables of different ſorts, about two ſhil- 


lings worth (in Engliſh money) of milk in the morn- 
ing, and fruits after dinner, apples, peaches, figs, me- 


lons, with cheeſe, tea, ſugar, &c. when required. We 


alſo caught a great number of ſmall fiſh alongſide, 


with ſome ſmall hooks we had preſerved, which were 
very good and acceptable, ſo that we had no juſt rea- 
ſon to complain, but rather to be thankful. +» 


We held our morning and evening family worſhip 
in midſhips, without meeting with any interruption 
whatever, though we could not aſſemble as before on 


our quarter- deck; and ſometimes che Spaniſh officers 
would be at the hatchway toview our manner, to which 


they were perfect ſtrangers, but they never mani- 


feſted diſſatisfaction; and although ſoon after we got 
on board we obtained the appellation of Lutheran 
Padre, yet early one morning one of thoſe men in- 
formed Brother Leveſque, that he had il neſſed our de- 
votion on the laſt evening, and underfloed ſeuęral things 
zhal were ſpoken, which were very gad. 
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We were deen viſited by ſeveral Spaniſh Gen- 
tlemen, who always treated us with great reſpect. We 
ſuppoſed that ſome came on board for the purpoſe of 
making private bargains with the French officers for 
ſome part of the property, which was not ſuffered to 
be publicly ſold, as they frequently got out of the hold 
in the day a quantity of goods, which they ſmuggled 
on ſhore during the night; and, I ſuppoſe, a boat 
never left the ſhip without a bundle of property, which 
we ſaw daily taken to the ſhore, ſome of which we 
frequently diſcovered to be a part of our own apparel, 
but we appeared to take but little notice of the tranſ- 
action, and remained filent. We knew in what 
character we now ſtood, which was ſufficient to com- 
pel us to be ſubmiſſive to whatever might be the plea- 
ſure of our captors in this reſpect. | 
Captain Robſon was never again permitted to enter 


the Duff, although he had been encouraged to hope 


for this indulgence; but our chief mate, Mr. Smith, 
was once allowed: he came one afternoon with ſome 
French officers, and when he got on board received 
a moſt hearty welcome from all our company. Upon 
this occaſion. we all aſſembled in the cabin with the 
French officers, and partook of a liberal refreſhment, 
ſupplied by the officers on board. Mr. Smith could 
not conceal his ſeelings, which were viſible in his coun- 
tenance, at obſetving the officer who poſſeſſed the cabin 
cloathed in his own apparel. After ſpending nearly 
two hours with mingled feelings of pain and pleaſure, 
Mr. Smith was retaken to the Bupnaparte, .. 
4s In 
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15 In the harbour lay at anchor the convict ſhip, Lady 


Jane Shore, of London, bound to New South Wales 


with females, which had becn brought into this port 


by part of her crew, who mutinied, and murdered the 
captain, &c. (of which more hereafter), I was in- 
formed on the firſt day of our arrival, that theſe wo- 


men, when the Duff firſt came in, were of much pre- 
judice to our wives, as it was ſuppoſed, and on ſhore 


reported, that both the Duff and females on board 


were of the ſame deſcription, againſt whom the chief 
of the people, for reaſons which I ſhall notice in ano- 
ther place, were now prejudiced and diffatisfied. One 
of theſe unhappy women, when the Duff anchored, 


came on board to ſee our wives; but on diſcovering 


what ſhe was, none, for their own character's ſake, 


would hold any far ther converſation with her; ſo that 


meeting with no encouragement ſhe went on ſhore, 
and returned no more. I truſt that it required no 
vindication on our part, and that a multitude of words 
was wholly unneceſſary to convince ſtrangers. that the 
character of our females was in every reſpe& widely 


different from their's; for, in a few days, the inha- 


bitants were induced to regard them in a very dif- 
ferent manner. 
16th. This day, to the great catiefaQtion of the 


French, the Negro prize-ſhip, from which I was taken, 


arrived ſafe in the harbour, when the ſecond officer 
of her came on board the Duff to ſee the officers 
there, and entering into the cabin ſent for me. He 
expreſſed the great pleaſure that he felt, at bcholding 

me 
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me ke · united to my family, and the friendſhip which 


he bore towards me. When the boat returned, I went 


in her to ſee the prize - captain, and my former mi- 
ſerable negro companions: the captain congratulated 
me on my arrival in the ſame manner as the other had 
done, and expreſſed his joy at having been preſerved 
in ſuch unpleaſant circumſtances, and brought ſafely 
to port, where he now beheld me in the ſame com- 


fortable ſituation. 


Perhaps, before I cloſe dis account of this irftweek D 
of our reſtoration, it may not be improper to notice 
what, in my opinion, clears up one part of this dark 
providence, and confirms the veracity of God's word: 
Mie know that all things work together for good 10 


them that love God, to them who are the called, according 


10 his pur poſe. In our capture we conſidered the pain- 


ful ſeparation that took place as one of the heavieſt 
trials, likely to prove their diffolution ; but now we 
beheld each other reſtored again in health, and per- 


ceived that even this event had been productive of 
ſubſtantial good; for if they had been taken with us 


on board of the Buonaparte, it was ſc:rcely poſſible, 
-humanly ſpeaking, that they could have ſurvived. We 
now beheld them in health and ſafety, and united in 
faying, ** Let God be glorifed. . | 
19th. This was the fourth Sunday of our ragthviss; 
we agreed to hold our worſhip, as originally, on the 
Lord's. day, once more on board of our” loſt ſhip, 
which we did between decks morning and afternooti; 


we alſo fang 10 day, which, from the time of our cap-

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Thus far we could experimentally unite in ſinging this 
Pſalm: we knew that our God had ſo far wrought in 
pur behalf as to begin to ſet us free, by liberating us 
from our confined fi;uation in the Buonaparte, and 
had again brought us together in this ſhip; and we 
now waited to hear. what rhe Lord would ſpeak in his 
providence, to complete the deliverance already begun. 

19th. Two of my brethren and 1 went on ſhore, 
and had a flight view of the town for a ſhort time; 
we returned again on board, without meeting with 
any interruption from the inhabitants. 
Captain Robſon, ſtill on board of the Buonaparte, 
: vids encouraged to hope that the Duff, or ſome other. 
veſſel, would be reſtored. to him for bills on the So- 
ciety, wrote a letter, which was brought on board the 
Puff for our anſwer, It contained the information, 
that, not being permitted to ſee us, or meet toge- 
ther, he wiſhed to communicate the pleaſure he felt, 
in hoping that Providence would yet open a door, 
either by rcſtoring our ſhip or providing another, in 
which he believed it was his duty to proſecute the 
Miſſion, and wiſhed to know the ſentiments of every 
Miſſionary, if he believed i it was his duty alſo to go 
forward in our reduced ſtate, and wait tor a ſupply 
at the South Sea Iſlands.” 

We therefore held a meeting to DEPP the pur- 
port of this letter, and return ſuch an anſwer as 
might aſſiſt our captain to come to ſome deciſion from 
a knowledge of our ſentiments, if an opportunity was 

PO of our procuring the ſhip; on which all 
could 
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could not exactly agree reſpecting the propriety of 
proceeding on the miſſion, unleſs ſome neceſſary 


part of our property could be reſtored, when it was 


agreed that each ſhould ſend his anſwer to the Cap- | 


tain on the ſubject. The general ſentiment that pre- 


vailed was, that ſceing the Lord had mixed ſo much 
mercy in our captivity, we could not deſert the miſ- 


ſionary work.; and if Providence reſtored our ſhip, 
and we obtained a ſufficient ſupply of neceffries, 


which were abſolutely requiſite, we were yet willing 


to go forward to the original place of our defigna- 
tion. | ; 
Several, with me, therefore, wrote letters to this 
effect to our Captain, and waited for an opportu- 
nity of ſending them, or of one of as ſeeing him, 
which was rather attended with difficulty in our ſe- 
parated ſtate- 
Thurſday 21ſt. This afternoon four of us went on 


ſhore, when the three brethren proceeded a {mall Way 


out of the town, while I waiked in every ſtreet to 
get a ſight, if poſſible, of our Captain, that I might 


deliver all our letters, which I brought for that pur- 


poſe, in hopes, as I knew that he had liberty to go 
on ſhore during the day, I ſhould be able tt to find 
him, which, however, I could not- 
As I ſuddenly turned round a corner, I was rather 
ſur prized at the great number of people who par- 
ticularly crowded this ſtreet, when in all the others I 
had ſeen but very few. Before I was properly aware 
perceived myſelf 1 in the midſt of them, and ncar 
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their principal church. I was led to ET that 
they were aſſembled on ſome particular occafion. 
Immediately I caſt my eyes towards what ] at firſt 
ſuppofed to be two ladies richly attired, who ſtood on 
a platform above the others againſt the wall, but! ſoon 


diſcovered that they were two images, with the Hoſt, 


which had been brought out of the church, and that 
the people were performing their devotions on this 
particular day, being the eve of Good Friday. The 
ſtreets were far quieter, this one only excepted, than 
if it had been Sunday. The altar on which the 


images were placed was rather higher than a com- 


mon table : large wax candles were burning around 


them, and a. number of men' ſtationed as their at- 
tendants. Much noiſe was now made in their Wor- 
ſhip before theſe images, and I began to think that 
I ſhould be much fafer if I were out from amongſt 
them. But 1 had proceeded too far for returning, 
which I had firſt thought of doing, leſt I ſhould give 
offence by my non-compliance with their worſhip, 


in which I was determined, however, to perſevere. 


And as 1 neither wiſhed to give them any offence, 
nor expoſe myſelf to danger, I was rather at a loſs 
what meaſure to adopt. Several reflections rapidly 
paſſed through my mind. I had no permiſſion from 


the Governor to come on ſhore, and was therefore 


liable to be ſent to priſon. I was alone, and if com- 
mitted my friends might be unable to procure any 
Intelligence whither I had been conveyed. In my 


pocket was a number of letters on which they might 


put 


#- 
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put an unfavourable conſtruction. In this ſituation 


I was under apprehenſions that the indignation of the 


populace might be excited againſt me; however I 
perſevered, and paſſed through them, keeping as far 
as the road would admit from the images, and walk- 
ing as though I did not perceive in what manner they 


were engaged, expecting every moment to receive 


ſome inſult, as I neither fell upon my knees nor 


touched my hat. For they conſider it as pouring 
contempt upon their church if, when paſſed, the 


head at leaſt is not uncovered, a practice always ob- 
ſerved by themſelves with the utmoſt ſtrictneſs and 
regularity, So attentive are they to what they eſteem 
an eſſential duty, chat high and low, rich and poor, 
at the ringing of bells; at ſunſet, all ſtand till, or 


kneel with their heads uncovered, in the middle of 


the ſtreet, croſs themſelves, and ſay their prayers till 


the ringing hath ceaſed. The ſame practice was ob- 
ſerved on board of the ſhips, and even in the boats, 


where the watermen would not proceed till this cere- 
mony was ended. Thoſe in the Duff practiſed the 


lame. This, with fimiliar rites of devotion, conſti- 


tute, as far as I could perceive, the whole . of 
the inhabitants of this town. | 

Though I ſeemed to take but little notice, 1 per- 
ceived, as I paſſed, ſeveral of them upon their knees, 
eſpecially women, before the image of the Virgin 
Mary, uttering loud ſupplications which might be 
heard at a conſiderable diſtance. When 1 had reach- 
ed the corner of the ſtreet where ſome large ſtones 


"O'z were 
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were placed, I turned to take a farther view of their 


mode of worſhip, which appeared to me ſo uncom- 


mon, and was aſtoniſhed to ſee with what apparent 


eagerneſs they performed this ſuperſtitious ſervice. 
Ia proceeding a little farther J was ſtopped by two 


well-dreſſed women, who were of the number of de- 


votees, who accoſted me in Spaniſh to give them a 


piece of money for the Virgin Mary. I wiſhed to 
know what they required; they ſhewed me a rial, 


equivalent to ſeyen-pence in Engliſh money, and of- 
fered to convey it to her. I refuſed to comply with 
their demand, when, ſuppoſing that I did not under- 


ſtand the nature of their requiſition, they called a 


Spaniard to give me a full explanation, who proved 


Inadequate to the taſk, as he could not ſpeak a ſingle 
word of Engliſh. I heard him with patience, but 
ſtill remained inCorrigible ; ſo that, after they had 


waited for a conſiderable time, and found that their 
demand was not anſwered, they ſeemed to regard me 
with contempt, and ſaid that I was Franct-umbra. 


Their miſtake proved ſerviceable to me upon this 


occaſion ; for, if they had imagined that I was an. 


*Engliſhman, I might not have ſo eafily eſcaped. It 


ſeems to be a practice amongſt them to collect money 
for ſupporting three public days of ceremony; Good 
Friday, and the two preceding. They not only go 


from houſe to houſe for that purpoſe, but from ſhip 


to ſhip; nor did they paſs the Duff, as one came on 
board and went round to each miſſionary to obtain 
n money. But he got but little from us, indeed 
—— "2s. oy 
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only one rial from one who was on deck, and did not 
know to what purpoſes the thus collected 


would be applied. „ 
Good Friday, March $24 This day [ again went 

on ſhore accompanied by Brother Broughton, who 5 1 
had been allowed to come to the Duff from the Buo- x | 
naparte, and we detained him, as the French did not 1 
ſeem to be now ſo very ſtrict in this reſpect. We ex- = 
pected to ſee ſomething of the order of this reli- [! 
gious day, and were not diſappointed. But we pre- [i 
viouſly agreed not to go where we were likely to give Wl! 
them any offence, as we knew it was a favour that | f 
we were indulged with the liberty of going on ſhore 5 1 
at an enemy's port. When we landed, we ſoon per- = 

_ ceived that part of the town was nearly deſerted. | a | 
But, on proceeding farther, we ſaw the ftreet crowded =_ 
with people of every deſcription: This was the 1 
grand ſolemn proceſſion of Good Friday. We ſtood bt 
at the end of one of the ſtreets, not wiſhing to ad- [| 
vance too near; when, to right and left, all, imme- i 
diately on diſcovering it, fell on their knees, and i 
every head was uncovered but ours. In the van of id 
the proceſſion, and at intervals, were friars carrying a il 
crucitix raiſed on high, and the people walking by two il 
and two. On each fide of the ſtreet the ſame order js 
was obſerved, chicfly by penitents, who had large wax 1 
candles burning in their hands, who, with the prieſts, l 
were chanting ſomething in a doleful voice which "i 
we did not underſtand, -I ſuppoſe the number of i 
: tapers 1 

AN 
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tapers carried on this occaſion was about a thouſand 
from one end of the proceſſion to the other, which 
were carried both by boys and men. About an hun- 
dred yards from the van was a number of prieſts, 
walking before a large elegant coffer, glazed, with 
curtains, in which was placed a ſtatue of: Jeſus Chriſt, 
as large as life, repreſenting him after he was taken 
down from the croſs : this was carried on men's 
| ſhoulders. It appeared to me to have ſome kind of 
reſemblance to the ark of the covenant which was 
carried before the children of Iſrael. This was fol- 
lowed, at an equal diſtance, by the image of the 
Virgin Mary, which was carried on a platform above 
the heads of the populace, as large as life, richly at- 
tired, with an elegant canopy over her head, and ſe- 
veral other inſignia of dignity. This was followed, 
about the lame diſtance, by what I underſtood to be 
the Hoſt, the head of which ſeemed to reſemble a 
ſun flower, from the ſituation in which I ſtood; a 
friar, with his crucifix, cloſed the proceſſion. ' At 
firſt, as I already noticed, we kept at a diſtance, but 
wiſhing to have a mote perfect view, we advanced 
nearer, where our fituation was more eligible, and 
whence we beheid the whole of this grand proceſ- 
ſion. 
_ The French officer, with whom we had come on 
ſhore, was not to return till ſeven in the ovening, 
and we had orders to be at the boat by that time, 
which was to convey him on board. We ſcarcely 


knew 


/ 
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knew how to ſpend our time, as we could not move 
far without meeting this proceſſion, and we we afraid 
to go without the gate, lefl, at the approach of even- 
ing, we ſhould be ſtopped by the Spaniſh ſentinels. 


Between fix and ſeven o'clock, being nearly dark, we 


were haſtening towards the ſhore, when we were ſa- 


luted by a young man who addreſſed us in Engliſh. 


Several queſtions were exchanged, as how he came 


there, and in what manner he was employed, &c. 


when he informed us, that being brought to that 


country a priſoner by the French, he had remained 
in it, and was doing very well. He wiſhed us to ac- 


company him to his lodgings, which were not far 
from this ſpot, and we conceiving that he might be 
uſeful to us as an interpreter, we were prevailed u pon 


to comply, intending to call at ſome future oppor- 


tunity. As we croſſed to enter into the market- | 
place in the upper part of the town, at the corner of 
which ſtands a ſmail church, we were imperceptibly 


in the middle of the proceſſi ion, at the moment they 
were entering the door, as if to inter the ſtatue of 
Jeſus, as our interpreter informed us. The popu— 
lace now fell on their knees, and our countryman 
pulled off his hat, when we were called to by ſeve- 
ral who were yet kneeling, in Spaniſh, pull off your 


bats. We at firſt affected not to underſtand them, 


but our interpreter explained to us, that they inſiſted 


on our compliance. On perceiving that we refuſed 


to comply 8 they began to feel for large knives, which 
they 


* 
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they wear by their ſide, and to o reach for ſtones, de- 
claring, that if we did not comply, they 200d ſplit our 
fol open. But as did the Lord Jeſus Chriſt on an- 
other, ſo did we on this occaſion, paſſing through 
the midſt of them, we went our way, having re- 
ceived no injury. We did not expect again to meet 
this proceſſion, as, from its being dark, we ſuppoſed 
it had been over, elſe we never ſhould have pe 
to have paſſed that way. _ 
The young man afterwards iGared: us, char it was 
highly dangerous to offer reſiſtance upon ſuch an oc- 
cafion, as they were of ſuch a diſpoſition as to have 
conſidered it no crime to have aſſaſſinated us, and 
would have been juſtified for the deed. This in- 
deed appears to be the natural character of theſe 
people, for we ſaw ſeveral wooden croſſes at different 
places, where we underſtood that ſome one had been 
ſtabbed and murdered, We returned on board, de- 
firous of being thankful that we had not fo learned 
Chriſt as to be given up to ſuch ſentiments, and that 
we had eſcaped the effects of their indignation. |

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CHAP. IV. 


Landing of the Women and Children, with their Deſig- 
nation, and fi ngular Appear ances in Providence, 


while in the Country. 


1 FTER various conjectures reſpecting the man- 
ner in which we ſhould be diſpoſed of by our 
captors, or the intimations which Providence would 


give, we received notice from the French Captain, 


that the Spaniſh Governor had granted permiſſion for 
the women and Children to land, but would not al; 
low any of the men, as he had received poſitive or- 


ders to this effect from the Vice-roi at Buenos Ayres, 

who was much prejudiced againſt us on account of 
our religion, which had been communicated to him, 
and therefore would not ſuffer us on any account 


whatever to live on ſhore. That a houſe was appointed 


to which they were to be conveyed, and on. the next 
day they were to be landed early in the morning, 
That although none of their huſbands would be per- 
mitted to accompany them, yet afterwards one or two 
together might viſit them during the day, and return 
on board, when no notice would be taken of it, pro- 
vided that we kept out of the ſight of the Governor. 
Having been previouſly aſſured that we ſhould not 
again be ſeparated, {till feeling the painful wound of 
the late parting, and from my viſits on ſhore having 
ſeen what convinced me that there was little aſſurance 


of perſonal ſafety, J felt this order to be A freſh — 
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of my feelings and faith; however hoping and be- 


lieving that the ſeparation would not be of long con- 


tinuance, as I was perſuaded that it was my duty in 
my family ſituation to attempt to get on ſhore, we in- 


ſtantly made preparations for their departure from the 


Duff. 


At ſeven o'clock in the morning, Saturday, March: 


23d, came the Spaniſh cuſtom cutier, with ſome Spa- 
niſn officers for the women, and a Iug-boat for their 
bedding and boxes, which were in their cabins, We 
had been previouſly informed by the French officer on 


board, that all our things would be cloſely inſpected, 


flirſt by him, then by the Spaniſh officers aboard, and 
when they landed by officers on ſhore, when all the: 


money. which we might have in our poſſeſſion, any 
new linen not made up, with {ſeveral other articles, 


would be taken from us, as prohibited goods; ſo that 


we yet were in a ſtate of uncertainty, what part the 
remnant of our property we ſhould have left. But 
when all was ready to enter the boat, the French 


officers refuted to look into a box, or inſpe& any 


thing, while the Spaniards did the ſame, and would 


not tou. h one article. After all the things were got 
into the boat, between eight and nine o' clock, our 
wives and children left the Duff, and entered the cut- 
ter, accompanied by Dr. Turner, who was ſuffered to 
90 wü them as ſurgeon, and Mr. Hawkins, who had 
got into the boat. The Spaniſh flag was now hoiſted 
at the ftern, and they — towards the town of 
Monte Vidco. 


A great 


A great concourſe of people had affembled to ſee 
them land, who eagerly waited the arrival of the boat. 
When it reached the ſhore they were met by Captain 
Carbonelle, the Spaniſh agent, and other gentlemen, 
who were waiting to receive them into the town. By 


theſe gentlemen they were all conducted to the Spaniſh 
agent's- houſe, where they met with a favourable re- 
ception; and received ſome reireſhment, prepared for 
the purpoſe, After partaking of it, ſeven of our fe- 
males, with Dr. Turner, were conducted to the houſe 


which had been appointed for theis reception, viz. 
Mrs. P. Leveſque, Mrs. Vardy, Mrs. Hill, Mrs. 
Hughes, Mrs. Hawkins and daughter, Mrs. J. Le- 


veſque, and Mrs. Grieg, when dinner was prepared

children, and they We ere entertained 1 na laperb u man- 
When the things were landed, to cke zreat aſtoniſk- 


ment of all, the Spaniſh officers on ſhore ated in 


the fame manner ae thoſe on board, and refuled to 
look at any thing, a citcumſtance never known be- 
fore; for, inſtead of detaining a üngle article, every 


aſſiſtance was at hand, and carts in featineſs to convey 


them immediately after the females, 

After our wives. had left the Puff, at ten clock, 
the uſual manifeſtation of joy jook place, which is 
annually noticed the day after Good Friday, which, 
as it may appear ſtrange to Tome, as it did | to us, I 
Mall briefly notice. 5 a 

The three laſt days were kept as days of ſorrow; 

P 2 all 
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all the ſhips i in the harbour expreſſed i it, by having the 


colours hoiſted only half-maſt high, as a token af 
mourning, and the yards croſſed as much as poſſible, 


-thuſiaſm and ridiculous madnefs, beating it upon the 
ſhoulders, dipping with ir, and then renewing his ri- 


diculous conduct. While I beheld this ſtrange ſcene, 
1 was ſtruck with the force of this ſcripture, Mb 
-hath required this at your hands?” Surely no rational 
creature can for a moment ſeriouſly ſuppoſe, that the 
. Redeemer of loſt ſinners demands ſuch conduct to 


- be. rendered to God. 
After this feſtival had ceaſed and dinner ended, 


Mr. Jones and I obtained. liberty to go on ſhore. We 
_ entered the boat, landed, and proceeded through the 


gates of the town to find out the houſe, which we did, 
after ſome little difficulty, and arrived before our wives 
and children, who were yet detained at the Spaniſh 
agent's. We found that this houſe was built after 
the country faſhion: it had three apartments, all on 

| the 


to make them reſemble a crucifix, while apparent ſo- 
lemnity prevailed, both on ſhore and in the harbour; 
but immediately on a ſignal, when the minute ar- 
rived, all being in waiting, the yards were ſquared, 
the colours hoiſted wholly up, and the guns fired from 
almoſt every ſhip in the harbour, the Duff not ex- 
cepted, while all the bells on ſhore were let a ringing, 
promiſcuouſly, as faſt as poſſible. When, at the bow- 
ſprit, or yard-arm of the ſhips was ſuſpended, an effigy 
of Judas, which they began to dip in the river, white 
one man to each aQed with the greateſt poſſible en-

the ground, the floor of which was only rough earth; 

the middle apartment was, by thoſe who had firſt ar- 
rived, appointed for living in, and the two rooms at 
the extremities, for fleeping ; one of which was al- 
ready occupied by Mrs. P. Leveſque, Vardy, J. Le- 
veſque, Hill, Hawkins, and daughter; and the other 
was appropriated to Mrs. Gregory and three children, 
Mrs. Jones and two, Mrs. Beattie and one, Mrs. 
Hughes and Mrs. Grieg. 


Soon after Mr. Jones and I had reached the houſe, 


the coach and four arrived with our wives and chil- 
dren, accompanied by the French captain, who, after 


alighting, informed me, that he thought my wife was 


but poorly, and required reſt. He then fat down by me, 


and affured me, that if I would write on a bit of paper | 


what articles we ſhould want for our ſupport, when he re- 


turned to town he would cauſe it to be interpr eted, and 


end bis ſervant with them, who ſhould alſo come every 
day. 1 wrote accordingly, and he defired me not to for- 


get milk, as it would be very good for the children. 
After he had received the note, the Spaniſh agent and 


ſome other gentlemen came to ſee us in this our new 
place of reſidence. 

Having taken poſſeſſion of the houſe we began to 

ſettle ourſelves as comfortably as poſſible, but we ſoon 


found that it would prove very inconvenient, our bed 


nearly covered the ground without the children's. — 
Having no bed-ſtead, we placed our boxes and laid 
our beds on them, which being uneven, the one 
bigher than the other, made the ſituation very un- 

comfortable, 
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comfortable. However, we could not well lay them 2 
on the floor, as it was ſwarming with large ants and. 
bats, which run over us in every different direction. 


I put the three children. The number of us that 
were crouded together, the exceſſive heat, wich the 
many millions of flies, convinced us that little if any 
reſt could be enjoyed in that place. Mrs. Jones and 
my wife, who expected every day to be delivered, 
dreaded the approach of that ſeaſon, when, in addi- 


tion to their general ſituation, they muſt have been 


frequently removed, to get at the clothes daily wanted 
in their critical ſtate. However we hoped and ſoon 
ſaw that the Lord, who had appeared in time paſt, 
Was ftill on our fide, and was not at a loſs for means 


to deliver in every trial, and agreeably to his own 


word, make a way. io ecpe. . 
One of the Gentlemen who had come to ſee us, 


within half an hour, called me out to walk a little 


with him. I went, when after apologizing as well as 
he could for being able to ſpeak but little Engliſh, he 
informed me in a mixture of French and broken En- 
gliſh, that my lady would not do well to remain in 
that place, that the ſſies and rats were intolerable; 
that he had called me to inform me that he had a 
much better houſe farther up tune country, very plea- 


ſantly ſituated, about five miles diſtant; that ic had 


every convenience neceſſary in that country, àabun- 
dance of fruit, vegetables, &c. all of which he hoped 

would do him the honour to accept, as all was at my 

ſervice 
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ſervice to the extent of a French league. He then re- 


queſted me to favour him with my company on Mon- 
day, if convenient, and if I would name the time he 
would bring the coach to take me up with him; or, 
if I preferred to ride on horſeback, a a horſe ſhould be at 
my ſervice. | 


I returned Him my ſincere and warmeſt thanks for” 


his kind and generous offer, promiſed to conſult my 


wife on the ſubject, and give him an anſwer at his own 
requeſt on the morrow, that he might call on Monday 
to go with us. I cannot but look upon this unex- 
pected offer ſo generouſly made to me, before J had 


even time to ſeek for any thing of the kind, as an ad- 


ditional proof of the affectionate attention of the Lord 
manifeſted towards me in the ſtate of captivity. I went 


into the houle to call my wife out, when ſhe could not 


but expreſs her ſatisfaction at the propoſed offer, but 
in her ſituation ihe could not think of going alone. 
Neither were we then wholly ſatisfied that it was ſafe 


to reſide ſo far up the country in this ſtrange land. 


1 informed the Gentleman that it would be neceſſary 


that one of my friends ſhould accompany us, and en- 


quired if it was ſafe to live fo far out of town- To 
this he replied, that I might take any friend I thought 


proper, and that it was perfectly ſafe to reſide there 
that he had negreos in a hut by it, who would fetch 


any thing I wanted, and that the houſe had three 
rooms, with three bedſteads, which could be imme- 


diately occupied. 5 f ; 
As Mrs. Jones was in the ſame ſtate as my wife, T 
ſpoke 
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ſpoke to her and her huſband, informing them of the 
kind offer, and requeſting them to ſhare the ſame with 
me, They thought, with us, that it was a viſible 
opening in Providence for deliverance, which our God 


| had prepared, and, if permitted, We ſhould embrace . 


it. But ſtill an impediment remained in the way: the 
want of proper aſſiſtance in the hour of Nature's ſor- 
.. However, we doubted. not but our 


Sunday, March 24th. This was the firſt Sunday 


we ſpent in this deſolate wilderneſs, ſo completely deſ- 


titute of ſpiritual proviſion, the continent of South 
America, to which Providence has baniſhed us, as 
the apoſtle John, to the Iſle of Patmos, though we 


were not like him, ſo much in the Spirit, on this day. 


Early in the morning, three of our fingle brethren 
came on ſhore from the Buonaparte, who, with us al- 


ready there, held a prayer-micting this morning, at 


our new habitation. The confuſed ſtate in which we 
were from coming on ſhore yeſterday, the beds and 
boxes laying one over the other, rendered it a matter 
of ſome difficulty to find our things, and as by this 
time our ſituation had been rumoured in the town, a 


number cf ſpeCtators early came to take a view of us, 


a circumſtance which proved highly diſagreeable, 


eſpecially on this day. After dinner we again held a 


prayer-meeting, as we judged it to be more prudent 


than preaching in our preſent ſituation, as we could 


not enſure ourſelves a minute from the interruption 


of ſtrangers, Captain Robſon and the chief mate, 


with 


\ 
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with others of the brethren and two ſeamen, were 
now with us, and we read the good word of out 


God, and ſang his praiſes together, for the firſt time 


theſe five Sundays paſt. 

After the ſervice, the ſime gentleman. came who 
had viſited us yeſterday, with ſome Spaniſh ladies of 
reſpectability. - 1 now informed the gentleman who 
Vas the proprietor of the houſe which had been of- 


fered, that, if it was agrecable, I would go and fee 
it with him on the morrow morning, with Brother 
Jones and our families, when he appointed ſever 


o'clock, that we might enjoy the cool of the day. 

Monday, March 2 5th. At the appointed time the 
gentleman arrived and the coach was waiting; when 
Mr. and Mrs. Jones, Mrs. Gregory, the children, the 
gentleman and I ſet forward to ſee the houſe. It 
was a beautiful morning, and every thing around us 


looked pleaſant : but the pleaſure we enjoyed was 


{till damped, with the thought of being priſoners in 
a foreign clime. The country around us was fruit- 
ful, and may properly be called a goodly land. The 
fields appear to be fields that the Lord bath bleſſed, 
while the multitude of cattle ſhew there can be no 
ground for complaints in their ſtreets on that head. 
thought of that ſaying of the propher, (2 Kings 
Il. 19.) „And the men of the city ſaid unto Elijha, be- 
hold, I pray thee, the ſituation of this city is pleafant, as 

my Lord feeth, but 1he water is naught, and the ground 


2, 


is barren.” Although theſe oblervations be not ap- 
plicable to this country, as both the water is gocd 
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inhabitants in reſpe& to ſpiritual proviſion is ſuf- 


ficient to mar every comfort, and famiſh every ſpi- 


ritual appetite, as the beſt which they bave is no 


other than the wine of the fornication of the mother 
of harlots. I could not but feel on reflecting that 


ſuch a delightful part of the globe ſhould be ſo little 
noticed, and even neglected by its inhabitants, who 


lay buried in indolence, ignorance and ſuperſtition. 


Thouſands of its fruits periſh for lack of gathering; 
and yet ſo capable is the land of improvement that it 
might be made to yield an hundred-fold more. 
After travelling along in a pleaſant manner over 
ſeveral hills, we gels one, at the buttom of 
which was the houſe that the Lord in his provi- 
dence had prepared for us. In appearance it was not 


_ unlike a {mall country church i in England, whitened 


both on the fides and top, quite different from all 
others in the country that I beheld. On our arrival 
at it we were agreeably ſurprized to ſee the ſituation 
and conveniencies : the ſruirfulneſs of the garden and 
orchard was beyond deſcription, and we were ready 
to ſay with the Quinn, of Sheba, ©* The one half has 
not been told me,” for it far exceeded all that we had 
heard or ſeen of the like nature. Thouſands, and 
tens of thouſands of apples, peaches, nectarines, lay 
periſhing under the trees, while they were ſo loaded 
that few can form any idea of the profuſion : perhaps 
it is not equalled in the whole globe; it is impoſſible 
however that it ſhould be excelled, as ſome trees ap- 

peared 
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peared like a ſolid maſs of fruit, large branches brok- 


en down to the earth, unable to ſupport their bur- 


then. Great abundance of figs alſo, with moſt of 
thoſe vegetables which grow 1n Europe, was here to 


be found, as cabbages, lettuce, turnips, radiſhes, cu- 


cumbers, onions, French beans, &c. 


A number of apple trees made a curious appear- 


ance, as they were loaded with fruit and bloom at the 
ſame time. At the bottom of the orchard was a 
ſmall river, with good water and abundance of ſmall 
fiſh. Well ſatisfied with this tent ſo ſuitably pro- 
vided in this wildernels, I ſoon concluded that it 
would be“ good for us to he here.”- The negro had 
been ſent on horſeback to fetch ſome wine and bread, 

while we ſurveyed the premiſes; and the negro-wo- 


men having boiled ſome eggs, we now partook of a 


refreſhment, and afterwards proceeded to return to 
our firſt habitation. The gentieman now renewed 
his offer, and, pointing to the right and left, ob- 
ſerved, that a {mail river ia the valley, and a hill ata 
diſtance, were the boundaries of his land, and to the 
extremity of three miles it was at my ſervice, as long 
as I thought proper togreſide in the country. 

I could not but fes} grateful both to this ſtranger 
and the Lord of the univerſe, who proved that he 
had the hearts of all men in his hands, and ſupplied 
us with-more than we had ever aſked or thought. I 
now promiſed to give him information when we could 
remove, and he in return promited to lend the coach, 
and alſo a cart to convey our luggage, On our re- 
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turn, Mr. Jones and I mutually agreed that it was 


dur duty co embrace this opportunity which Provi- 
dence had opened up for the preſervation of our 
wives, for by this time we were convinced, that if 
they ſhould be delivered here their lives would be 


endangered. The manner in which we were crouded 
together during the night, fainting with heat, dil- 


zurbed with rats and myriads of flies, would fcarcely 


ſuffer us to enjoy any reſt. Theſe, with many other 
difagreeable things, ſeemed to ſpeak very loudly to 
us to depart; and, to leave us without excuſe, the 


Lord had opened a door, without our ſecking after 


it, which ſeemed to make the way clear for our 


eſcape. In reſpe& to the flies in this houſe, they 


were a complete plague. -I ſuppoſe, without any 
exaggeration, that even in Egypt they could not 


have been in the ſame ſpace more numerous, though 


they might be more general throughout the land. 
The floor, the walls, the table, and every thing was 
covered. An apple or peach in one minute could 


not be recognized as ſuch, nor could we tel! of what 
colour the table was. A cup of tea, to get it to the 
lip, muſt be {wept nearly all the while we were drink- 


ing, and during the night the ſound which they 
emitted could be compared only to the noiſe of an 
heavy pouring rain, 

On Tueſday I gave notice to the gentleman that, 
if! it luited him, we would remove early on Wed- 
nelday morning. This was agreed upon, and we ex- 
2 to depart. 


On 


. 
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On Wedneſday, after waiting for a long time withe 


out the appearance either of coach or cart, we began 


to fear leſt ſomething might. have occurred which 
ſhould difappoint our expectations. Mr. Jones went 


to town to the French captain, to know if any thing 


had taken place to prevent us from going up the 
country, when he received the diſagrecabole news that 


the Governor of Monte Video would not ſuffer any, 
with his knowledge, to land, and he was afraid leſt 


he ſhould hear that we were on ſhore, which if he 


knew, he would diſpatch a guard of Spaniſh ſoldiers 


to take us immediately into cuſtody. I was adviſed 


by Carbonelle to write a petition, as if it was writ- 
ten from the Buonaparte, requeſting permiſſion, on 


account of our- wives, to come on thore; and if 1 


wrote it to-night, he promiſed that he would take 
it himſelf in the morning to the Governor, and hoped 
that he would give us peruiion to go. I accord- 
ingly ſat down this eveuing and wrote one, which I 
carried to the captain on Thurſday morning, and was 
to return an Friday at the ſame hour for an anſwer. 

Friday, March 29th. Early this morning | went 
to obtain the anſwer to my petition, Captain Car- 
bonelle aſſured me, that he was ſorry to inform me 


that the Governor declared he could net permit me Io re- 


move; that the petition which I had written niuſt go to 
the Vice-Roi at Buenos Ayres for his approbation, as it 
was impolſible for him to grant a requeſt of ſo ſerious a 
nature as giving permiſſion to an enemy to take p. Hon of 
any 2 of the count, 5. Much dilappointed « nd diſ- 
couraged,

couraged, I knew not what to do. I was ſenſible, 


that if even the Vice-roi (which was not probable) 


ſhould give permiſſion, the time that would neceſ- 
farily elapſe before his anſwer could be received, 


would render it uſeleſs; for one, if not both of our 
wives would be delivered, before any intelligence 


could reach Monte Video from the capital. es 
While | ſtood not knowing what to do, or ſcarcely 


what anſwer to give, the Spaniſh agent, who is a per- 


fon of conſiderable authority here, underſtanding the 
nature of my requeſt, came forward on my behalf, 
and told Carbonelle, that he would be ſurety for me, 
and would be reſponſible to the laws of his country, the 
Governor or Vice-roi. After ſome converſation with the 
captain he deſited him to inform me, that neither the 


Governor nor Captain Carbonelle dared give me a. 
_ permiſſion, or muſt appear to know any thing of the 


matter, but that he would take all the criminality on 
himſelf, and if the report reached the Governor's of 
Vice-roi's cars, he would be anſwerable for all the 
conſequences ; and, to convince us of his lincerity, 
he would ſend his own coach for us, and one of his 
carts for the luggage, to convey us to the houſe to 
which we wiſhed to be removed. : 

| returned this gentleman my fincere thanks, and 


am bound in gratitude to notice this incident, As an- 
other evidence that our God hath the hearts of all 
men in his hands, and that there is no obſtacle too 
great for him to ſurmount. As I left bim, he en- 
quired if 1 intended to take any other perſon with 
h me. 
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me. I told bim that one was under the neceſſity of 
going. He then aſked which ; when I informed him, 


that Mrs. Jones required the fame ſituation as my 


wife, and I hoped would be allowed. To this he 
aſſented; but Captain Carbonelle requeſted me not 
to take any more, at leaſt for the preſent. 
Saturday, March zoth. Early this morning we 
prepared to ſet out for our new place of abode. The 


coach and the cart were ſent according to promiſe, 


and we were ready for removal. Although none but 


our two families were permitted to depart, yet medi- 
cal or neceſſary aſſiſtance was not denied. Dr. Tur- 


ner therefore agreed to go with us, and Mrs. Hill 


promiſed to join us on Monday; but 28 the coach 


was there, I propoſed to walk if ſhe would get into 


it, and go immediately. To this ſhe aſſented, ſo 


that we all went this day together, with Mr. Hill, 
who alſo went with his wife, and the gentleman ac- 
companied us. A cart, of -a curious conſtruction, 
drawn by four oxen, carried our luggage, attended 


by two of the natives, Mr. Jones and me. 


We all arrived in ſafety at our new houſe; and af- 


ter we had got in our beds and boxes, we went to 


ſhew the, premiſes to our brothers and filters who had 
accompanied us, who were much pleaſed with our 
ſituation, and each was gratified in perceiving the 
extraordinary kindneſs of our God, and the inſtru- 
ments he had raiſed up in our behalf, even in an ene- 
my's land. After the gentleman and coach departed, 
we began to put our things to rights! in the houſe, in 

which 
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which were three bedſteads, a few chairs, three tables; 
and many other things by us greatly wanted, with 
filver ſpoons, forks, &c. All the bedſteads were ra- 
ther narrow, and I was obliged to make mine wider 
that very night, with a board raiſed upon ſome large 
bricks. Thus being all comfortably ſettled in our 
new habitation, we offered up a tribute of praiſe and 
thankſgiving with gratitud. for our comfortable Be- 
thel upon the continent of South America. We par- 
took of our ſupper with a new pleaſure, and retired 
to reſt in expectation of our ſleep being ſweet, which 
however was not of long duration to Mrs. Gregory 
and me, as ſhe found herſelf rather unwell. 
Sunday, March 31ſt. At fix o'clock 1 Alken 
Mrs. Hill, on account of my wife's ſituation, but I 
did not entertain a thought that her deliverance was 
{o nigh. 5 | 
After family-worſhip, Mrs. Hill only being yet 
with my wife in her apartment, while Dr. Turner, 
Brothers Hill and Jones, were with me in the room 
where we generally ſat, we heard the child cry. I 
was much aſtoniſhed, and could ſcarcely believe my 
own ears, ſo ſingularly kind did it appear that Pro- 
vidence ſhould again be ſo mindful of me and mine, 
as to prepare this houſe, and bring us to it, notwith- 
ſtanding all the obſtacles that had occurred, only in 
ſufficient time before the arrival of the dreaded mo- 
ment; and God be ſo gracious that ſhe ſhould not 
only be delivered, but have a much better time than 
ever ſhe had in her native land. Again we raiſed 
| our 


about nine o'clock in the morning. 


Being without thoſe neceſſary comforts ſo common 
in England at ſuch a time, and having no wine in the 
houſe, Dr. Turner and I mounted two horſes, and rode 


off to procure ſome. When about two miles from the 
houſe, we met the coach, with the Spaniſh agent, his 
lady and daughter, the owner of our houſe, Captain 
Carbonelle, and another, who were coming down to 
ſee.in what manner we were ſituated in our new habi- 


tation. We immediately rode up to the coach, and 


informed them of my wife's ſituation, at which they 


teſtified the higheſt pleaſure; and being eager to get 


to the houſe, ſaid, that I need not return with them, 


but if Senora Gregory wanted wine, or any.thing elſe, 10 3 


go to their houſe in town and get it; adding, that ſome 
ſhould be ſent on the morrow, | 


We now rode towards the Millionary houſe, and 


- acquainted our brethren and ſiſters, with our captain, 
who was preſent, with the deliverance that had been 
wrought ; when again each beheld another vi/ible diſ- 
play of Divine Providence manifeſted at this time, both 
in providing the place and the mercy granted. 

We got ſome wine and returned home, where 1 


well. 
The viſitors. were now departed, after ſtaying about 


an hour and an half, when they manifeſted their re-

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our Ebenezer, for hitherto the Lord has helped us.

filver ſpoons, forks, &c. All the bedſteads were ra- 


ther narrow, and I was obliged to make mine wider 


that very night, with a board raiſed upon tome large 
bricks. Thus being all comfortably ſettled in our 
new habitation, we offered up a tribute of praiſe and 
thankſgiving with gratitud ;. for our comfortable Be- 


the] upon the continent of Son America. We par- 
took of our ſupper with a new pleaſure, and retired 


to reſt in expectation of our ſleep being ſweet, which 


however was not of long duration to Mrs. Sregny 
and me, as ſhe found herſelf rather unwell. 
Sunday, March 3iſt. At fix o'clock I agkracg 


Mrs. Hill, on account of my wife's ſituation, but I 


did not entertain a thought that her deliverance was 


ſo nigh. 


After family-worſhip, Mrs. Hill only being yet 


with my wife in her apartment, while Dr. Turner, 
Brothers Hill and Jones, were with me in the room 
where we generally ſar, we heard the child cry. I 


was much aſtoniſhed, and could ſcarcely believe my 
own ears, fo ſingularly kind did it appear that Pro- 
vidence ſhould again be ſo mindful of me and mine, 
as to prepare this houſe, and bring us to it, notwith- 
ſtanding all the obſtacles that had occurred, only in 
ſufficient time before the arrival of the dreaded mo- 
ment; and God be ſo gracious that ſhe ſhould not 
only be delivered, but have a much better time than 
ever ſhe had in her native land. Again we raiſed 

| | our 
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our Ebenezer, for hitherto the Lord has helped us. 
Thus the Lord added to me another ſon, born in this 
ſtrange land, this day, Sunday, March 31ſt, 1799. 
| about nine o'clock in the morning. 

Being without thoſe neceſſary comforts ſo common 
in England at ſuch a time, and having no wine in the 


| houſe, Dr. Turner and I mounted two horſes, and rode 8 
off to procure ſome. When about two miles from the = | 
houſe, we met the coach, with the Spaniſh agent, his "M0 

lady and daughter, the owner of our houſe, Captain + 

Carbonelle, and another, who were coming down to 0 
ſee in what manner we were ſituated in our new habi- {1 
tation, We immediately rode up to the coach, and | 1 

informed them of my wife's ſituation, at which they = 
teſtified the higheſt pleaſure; and being eager to get 

to the houſe, ſaid, that I need not return with them, „ 1 


but if Senora Gregory wanted wine, or any. thing elſe, to 
go to their houſe in town and get it; adding, that ſome 0 
ſhould be ſent on the morrow. _ WM 
We now rode towards the Miſſionary houſe, and — 
acquainted our brethren and ſiſters, with our captain, _ 
who was preſent, with the deliverance that had been | 
wrought; when again each beheld another vi/ible diſ- 
play of Divine Providence manifeſted at this time, both nt 
in providing the place and the mercy granted. . 
We got ſome wine and returned home, where I 
found my partner in a comfortable way, and doing 
well. 
The viſitors v were now v departed, after ſtaying about 


an hour and an half, when they manifeſted their re-

Before they 
departed, Mrs. Hill was conſtrained to gratify them, 

by taking the little one out to the agent, Carbonelle, 

1 and the others, who welcomed him with every de- 
«4  _ monſtration of joy, and the captain would retain him 
„ for ſome time in his arms, renn permiſſion to 

nurſe him. 

| Before they left the houſe they enquired | if my wife 

| was fond of chocolate, as if that was the caſe they 

ö would ſend ſome, and obſerving that the wine of the 


country was not very good, ſaid, that ſome ſhould be 

ſent from the Buonaparte, which was of a ſuperior 
quality. They then took their leave, promuſing that 
they would ſpeedily viſit her again. 

At an hut in the vicinity of our houſe lived a ne- 
gro, who ſuperintends and looks after others with the 
premiſes, who-had a wife * little girl. This poor 
= creature 
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every aſſiſtance requiſite to kindle a fire upon the earth, 


fetch the water, &c. for breakfaſt, during which time 


ſhe knew not what had taken place within. Some- 
time after the child was born and all comfortable, 
Mrs. Hill took her within, to ſhew her my wife and 
babe, who, on beholding them, appeared to be much 


overcome with ſurpriſe... This poor Ethiopian crea- 


ture knew not how to ſatisfy herſelf in manifeſting 


her joy and love; tears rolled down her cheek, while 
ſhe ran to fall on her knees, and claſp my wife's 
arms, as they lay extended on the bed, that ſhe might 
bedew her with the copious flood that guſhed from her 
eyes. When looking at the infant ſhe, in a variety of 
forms, expreſſed the ſtrongeſt ſenſations of joy, ve- 
neration, and love. Turning towards me ſhe claſped 


_ My arms in the ſame manner, and then embraced 
Mrs. Hill, of whoſe ſervice ſhe appeared to be per- 


fectly ſenſible, and during the whole of this perſonal 
expreſſion of affection ſhe continued to utter a kind 


of gibberiſh, in a copious manner, of which we were 
unable to underſtand a ſingle word. Her extraor- 
dinary conduct was more than ſufficient to overcome 
our feelings and produce tears, to bchold in this poor 
unenlightened creature ſuch a melting grateful ſoul, 
and we were ready to addreſs each other in the lan- 


guage of the Saviour of loſt ſinners to the Phariſee, 


_*© Seefp thou this woman.” It was ſome time before ſhe 
withdrew, when the circumſtance was ſpeedily com- 
municated to her huſband and others, who this day 

To 35 * appeared 
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appeared to look towards our houſe with peculiar ad- 
miration, while every mark of attention was exhibited 
by the woman, who W e to be eee in ren- 
dering as ſervice. 
The child appeared an idol in has een which he 
ever manifeſted during our reſidence in the country, 
and was highly pleaſed if permitted to hold him in her 
arms, or carry him to her hut, to which we were not 
afraid to give our conſent. When ſhe beheld the dreſs 
of the babe about to be ſhifted, ſhe went and broke 
the top off from a large earthen jug to make a fire- 
pan, in which ſhe put the clear fire from her hut, and 
bringing it to my wife's room, placed it at her feet, 
with the view to prevent her or the child from catch- 
ing cold: this ſhe did on ſeveral ' occaſions, and once 
on ſeeing my wife about to waſh ſome clothes, before 
the time that ſhe ſuppoſed her ſituation admitted ſuch 
exertion, ſhe came in, ſhook her head, and gibbering, 
took them away from her, and having fetched one of 
the negro-men, they went together to a large rivulet, 
about half-a-mile from the houſe, where, after waſhing, 
they returned them both clean and dry. t 
"Theſe incidents I notice, though they may appear 
frivolous to ſome, as by me they are viewed as ſo many 
manifeſtations of the compaſſionate attention of Di- 
vine Providence, who cauſed the great and mighty, 
the enlightened and unenlightened, even to this poor 
female negro, to contribute their ſervice to us in the 
day of captivity and hour of trial, in a ſtrange land, 
amongſt enemies; a land in which, from every infor- 
| mation, 
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mation, joined to che apprehenſions which the active 
power of imagination had excited, we might have ex- 


pected to meet a very different treatment. 


Nothing particular occurred for the few firſt days, 
but our increaſing ſatisfaction in our new habitation, 


and in the kindneſs of thoſe generous benefactors 


whom the Lord had raiſed up in our behalf. Caps 
tain Carbonelle, agreeably to his promiſe, ſent a tin 
box of chocolate, containing about thirty cakes, and 
ſix bottles of French wine. We were ſeveral times 


viſited by the principal ladies and Gentlemen of the 


town, who came to view the new-born ſtranger, and 


gave us ſeveral intimations that they would be happy 


if we would ſettle in the country, But as our country 
was at war with Spain, and no religious ſentiments 


tolerated here, but thoſe which had been eſpouſed by 
the church of Rome, ſo that any who preſumed to 
differ from it, would be in continual danger of loſing. 


their lives, and as at the ſame time we reflected on 


the miſſionary cauſe, in which we had ſolemnly en- 
gaged, we thought that we had ſufficient reaſons for 
refuſing to comply with their invitation. 

I thought at beſt that even though we had conſent- 


ed we ſhould have been but as 4 candle put under 4 
buſhel, on this dark continent, which, while their pre- 


ſent laws are in exiſtence could have given no light. 
Captain Robſon, the chief Mate, and moſt of the 


Miſſionaries, came at different times, and we enjoyed . 


ſome comfortable moments together. The Captain, 
when he ſurveyed the fertility of the orchard, declared 
that 
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that though he was happy in one reſpect that Provi- 
dence had provided fo liberally for our comfort, yet 
in another he was ſorry, as it would have a great tens 
dency to leflen Otaheite in my eſtimation, and com- 
pletely ſpoil my natural reliſh for the enjoyments of 
this original place of my deſtination, which we till 
cheriſhed the hope of reaching. In the firſt week, 
Captain Carbonelle called in the coach at the Bre- 
threns' houſe, and brought to our dwellings as inany 
of the ſiſters as the coach would contain, viz. Mrs. 
P. Leveſque, Mrs. J. Leveſque, Mrs. Vardy, Mrs. 
Hawkins and daughter, with Mr. Howell, accompa- 
nied by Mr. Vardy and ſeveral French officers way: 
rode on horſeback. . 8 35 
After ſeeing with ith my viſe i in a ein 
ble way, our females and other friends took a ſurvey 
of the premiſes, and partaking of the fruit, they readily 
and unanimouſly agreed that Providence was good. 
Mr. Howell was ſo delighted with our preſent ſitua- 
tion, that he wiſhed to remain with us, as he was 
now more uncomfortable on board the Buonaparte. 
He accordingly ſtaid, and took up his abode with 
us, and remained until we left the country ; we ac- 
commodated him as well as our circumſtances would 
admit, which he enjoyed in his ſituation, though his 
bedſtead conſiſted of two forms placed together, and 
Dr. Turner uſed my cheſt for the ſame purpoſe, in 
the apartment which we occupied in the day. ms 
Sunday, April 7th. On account of the fewneſs 
of our number at this place, we held prayer-meet- 
ings, 
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ings, which we judged to be moſt nd in our 


preſent ſituation. Brothers Turner and Howell went 
to meet the Brethren at the other houſe ; and we 
ſhould each have been glad to have united together, 


but our circumſtances would not admit all to go to 
that diſtance, and leave the females unprotected. 


The public place of worſhip, to which the Bre- 


thren reſorted this day, widely differed from thoſe, 


to which, in England, they had ſo frequently repaired. 
A cliff of a rock near the ſea, now formed the body 


of the charch, the dome of which was the firmament 


of heaven; by nature it was encloſed on every quar- 
ter, except towards the fea, when, to procure a ſhel- 


ter from the penetrating beams of che ſun, which 


darted in that direction, they had built a wall of rock 
ſtones, which afforded a cool retreat for prayer and 


. praiſe, that realized the force of the Divine promiſe, 


| the ſhadow of a great rock in a weary land. After 
preaching, the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper was 
adminiſtered, and the divine preſence of Jeſus was 
enjoyed, though the veſlels that were uſed on this 


occaſion, were not of the ſame quality as in days paſt. 
This place, was afterwards frequently uſed for ſocial 
prayer, and many of the Brethren, when they came 
on ſhore during the day from the Buonaparte, were 
gathered together praying. 27 


Another place which was uſed for the ſame pur- 


poſe, was on a hill, a few miles. diſtant from the 


town, which they nathed Pilgrim's Hill. Here, and 
at the rock, the promiſe was fulfilled, I Heręſoe ver 


T0 
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| two or three are gathered together in my name, there am 1 
in the midſt of them, and that to bleſs them. 1 
Our orchard alſo, we record as a place of prayer 
and praiſe; for when a brother or two occaſionally 
have viſited us, we have placed ourſelves under ſome 
tree, and unitedly made our requeſts known unto 
God, and offered a eribute of tanklnving & to his ſa- 
cred name. 

In conſequence of the diſtance between « our houſe 
and Monte Video, and the zig-zag direction of the 
road, we found it difficult to go either to town or 
procure proviſions, which Brother: Jones and I did by 
turns. We therefore agreed, that as horſes were ſo 
cheap, we would each purchaſe one, which we ac- 
cordingly did. I gave for mine, with the ſaddle, 
bridle, ſtirrups, and new horſe- cloth, worth two 
dollars, only fix and an handkerchief. And as we 

had good convenience at home for, keeping them, 

they coſt us nothing for their maintenance, as our 
land was ſufficient to ſupport an hundred. We found 
them to be of great utility and means of our perſonal 
ſafety, which was enjoyed at a ſmall expence, as when 
we left the country, we diſpoſed of them at a trivial 
| loſs, I retained (as I had loſt my bed-covering by 
the capture) the horſe-cloth for a coverlet, and on 
the day I departed ſold mine for three dollars, and a 
wine horn, value one, ſo that the handkerchief was 
all the expence of that uſeful animal. 
| Both natives, Spaniards, and Negroes, ſeldom can. 
be ſeen walking out of. town, as it is conſidered, 
and 


and really is, dangerous in many reſpects, particularly 


to have any inclination to go out of their own houſe 


after darkneſs ſets in; but if they do they take an 
hanger or ſome other weapon under their cloaks for 


ſelf-defence. One evening, being with ſome of the 


inhabitants, and perceiving ſome cutlaſſes under their. 
cloaks, I was rather ſuſpicious, and enquired for what 


purpoſe they had them, when a Spaniſh Captain, be- 


longing to the army, informed me that it was for the 


purpoſe of ſelf. defence, as there was danger of being 


aſſaſſinated in the ſtreets during the night, againſt 


which I muſt be on my guard. 
I am bound with the moſt heartfelt gratitude to ac- 


knowled gethe goodneſs of the Author of every mercy, 
for my protection amongſt the natives, as there being 


no regular road to our dwelling, I loſt my way ſeve- 
ral times, and being benighted, I was compelled to 
ride miles over theſe dark mountains, and at laſt .to 


ſeek for refuge in ſome of their huts, where, though I 
was protected, I have diſcovered ſome of their in- 
trigues, Whieh have convinced me of my critical ſi- 
tuation, of which I ſhall take notice in its our 


place. 


Mrs. Gregory and child continued every 1 to 1 
increaſe rapidly in ſtrength, and at the end of eight 


days ſhe was able to walk down the orchard. She 
appeared a wonder in this reſpect, and I could nct 
but behold the great goodneſs of ' God diſplayed in 
her behalf, and reflected on my miſerable moments

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from robbers and dogs. Even in town few appear 
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while we were ; ſeparated, when I ſuppoſed that my 
eyes would never ſee, nor my ears hear, what was 
now in reality exhibited to my view. A ſurvey of

Friday 12th. As ſhe was now 8 3 
reſtored to health, I began to, think of dedicating my 


child to God, in this ſtrange ' land; to raiſe up an 


Ebenezer to a gracious God, for ſurely, hitherto the 


| Lord hath helped us. 1 conſulted with Captain Rob- 
| ſon, whoſe attendance with that of Mr. Smith, and 
all the miſſionary Brethren and ſiſters, -if ' poſſible, I 1 
particularly requeſted on this occaſion, where we 
hoped, on account of the diſtance from town, we 


ſhould have an opportunity to meet together without 
any interruption. We had fixed upon the day, which 
was Sunday next, and appointed the ſubſequent order 
to be obſerved. As many of the brethren. as could 


attend were required to come early in the morning, 
as the diſtance was conſiderable, when Mr. Howell 
was to preach, amongſt the apple: trees in the orchard, 


and in the afternoon the ordinance of baptiſm to be 
adminiſtered to my little one. 


The kindneſs ſhewn by Captain Carbonelle, in our 


captivity, induced Captain Robſon and me, out of 


reſpect, to agree on the propriety of requeſting his. 
attendance in the afternoon on this occaſion, as we 
knew that his moral conduct, fo far as we had be- 
bheld, was very commendable, and the invitation 


would look ref; pectutle. 1 therefore {et off to town, 
. and 
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and informed the Captain what was to take place, and 
that his preſence would be bighly acceptable. He 
aſſured me that he was much gratified by my requeſt, 
and with the greateft pleaſure would attend, return- 
ing me many thanks for what he was pleaſed to term, 
the high honour I ha conferred upon him. As we did 
not wiſh our orchard⸗worſhip to be interrupted by 
ſtrangers, left it ſnould hurt the minds of à any of the 
Brethren, I particularly noticed, that the time ap- 
pointed was the afternoop, leſt our morning fervice 
ſhould' prove” vhcornfoftablec 2 2h) 006 19H 2131008 
Sunday 14th. The morning came, and ſoon ſex 
veral of the fingle Brethren, with our Captain aid 
chief mate, were at our houſe. It was a fine days 
and we anticipated the pleaſure of finding ic-alſo a 
comfortable one. When the time of ſervice arrived, 
in the morning, the Brethren, Mr.: HGwell; Captain 
Robſon, Mr. Smith, &c. went! into the orchard, and 
the worſhip of our God commenced. "Mr: Howell 
preached from Pfalm viii.

panied by a number of domeſtics, to wait upon us. 


1 was much, ſurpriſed at ſeeing the houſe crowded 
with thoſe whom I never expected, although a native 


bad been diſpatched on horſeback a little before to 
inform me; but I did not fully underſtand him, or 


that any company would arrive before the afternoon, 


and then only Captain culbonelle, and the owner of 


the hene. 
On my reaching che door, 8 8 apo- 


logized for having come before the time I had ap- 
pointed, and having brought with him ſo much 
company, by ſaying, that, having mentioned in the 


town that he was permitted to be preſent, and was 


queſted him to walk with me into the garden by 
himſelf, which he did immediately. I then obſerved, 


that he knew I was an Engliſhman, and a proteſtant 
in my religien ; that I believed it to be a duty which 
I owed to my God and my conſcience, and my child, 
to perform this ordinance, and to baptize my little 


one, even in a land where the inhabitants differed 


from me in religious ſentiments. Yet that I did not 


wiſh to give the leaſt offence;to any whatever, but as 


I knew that the laws of the land did not ſanction me, 
a and chat the company in general were Roman catho- 


lics, our ordi inances aygat Nan give them offence.

and if any perſons preſent thought themſelves not at 1 
liberty to comply, it would be eſteemed a favour if, 1 
during our worſhip, they would walk into the gar- 16 
den. Immediately there was an univerſal filence, and 4 
both thoſe at the door and window were quiet, and 9 


as many as were within being ſeated, I began the 
worſhip by giving out an hymn from Dr. Watts, 
ſuited to the ordinance, which we ſang. After which 
Mr. Howell engaged in prayer, and then ſpoke on 11 
the nature of the ordinance of Chriflian Baptiſm, for 1 
a ſhort time, which then ended, after having firſt en-

After ſome pertinent obſerva- 
tions were made, 1 engaged in prayer, and the ler-

All the ſtrangers * n with the ated 
attention and decorum during the whole of the ſer- 
vice, and when it was ended they eagerly took me 
by the hand, returning many thanks for the favour 
that we had granted, while every countenance ex- 
preſſed the livelieſt ſatisfaction and joy, and all at 
length departed highly gratified. | 
The Brethren preſent this day were pleaſed EP 
what they had witneſſed, and moſt declared the ſa- 
tisfactory moments which they had enjoyed.

comfortable during the whole of the ſervice, nor do 
I recolle& any unpleaſant ſenſations cauſed by this 


Ss range aſſembly, to prevent me from participating 


in the delights which flow from a ſenſe of the divine 


preſence in the ſacred ofdinances, for was con- 


ſtrained to behold what God bad wrought. 


The ſingle Brethren did not return this evening on 
board of the Buonaparte, but ſtaid, ſupped, and flept 


on the floor, with the beſt accommodation, in point 


of bedding, that we were able to 5 and paſſed a 


very tolerable night.

Two days after I went to town for the purpoſe of 


ſeeing; the French prize-maſter of the Duff at the 


coffee-houſe, when an American gentleman entered 
into ſome converſation, and made ſeveral enquiries 
reſpecting the, ordinance which he underſtood had 
taken place, informing me that che rumour of it had 
extended throughout the town, and that thoſe who 
were preſent on the occaſion had declated their ap- 
probation in the ſtrongeſt terms.

On my wife's opening a paper given her by Capt. 
Gaba with ſome ſugar- plumbs for little Ebe- 
nezer Gerſnom, ſhe found incloſed two gold pieces, 

à⁊s à preſent for the young ſtranger, of which we knew 
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inhabitants, and at which ſo. many of different nations 
attended. May it be an evidence for good: à litile 
one become a thouſand, and all nations ſee the ſalvation 
, God. On the events of this day I compoſed ſome 
verſes, which will appear in the work, if there be room. 
As an unexpected providence had brought us to 
this place, and this was a peculiar circumſtance, in or- 
der to record the event, a certificate was written, for 
the purpoſe of obtaining the ſanction of the principal 
people who were preſent. Captain Carbonelle pro- 
cured the ſignatures of the majority, but when I called 
for the paper at his lodgings, after ſhewing it, and 
cauling ſome to ſign it in my preſence, he aſſured me 
that if I left it a day or two longer he would procure 
ſeveral other names: to this I agreed, but on that ac- 
count, the Captain being rather ſuddenly ordered out 
of harbour, either he or the Spaniſh agent, who both 
wiſhed to preſerve it, as the record of an event which 
had yielded them much pleaſure, retained it; and 1 
was compelled to leave the original, though I hope the 
copy in my own poſſeſſion with this defect, the 
omiſſion of molt of the a which being foreign, 
totally Shaped my memory.

In conſequence of Meſſrs. Beattie and Grieg having 
loſt their road they were not preſent, being compelled 


to return; and of the ſtrangers who were ſpectators of 
the ceremony none ſigned it but the principal, and of 


them I can recolle& but few. 

My wife being now completely recovered, and en- 
couragement having been given us to expect the re- 
ſtora ion of our apparel, which had been worn, I en- 
tertained a hope that ſome part of my property, which 


was abſolutely wanted, might be recovered. The 


Brethren were allowed for ſeveral days to go on 


board the Duff, in turn for this purpoſe, but my 


diſtance from town, added to other circumſtances, 
prevented me from availing myfelf of this privilege. 


Some, however, went and got ſeveral articles of their 
apparel, ſome but a ſmall part, and others none, and 


amongſt the latter I was ranked. Captain Carbonelle, 
and the prize maſter of the Duff, having given me an 
order to go on board, that I might procure ſome 
clothes, I went in a boat with Monſ. Bezzard, but 
when alongſide, the Spaniſh officer would not allow 
me to enter, faying that the Governor having been 
apprized that a great part of the Duff's cargo had 

been 
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been ſold, bad prohibited the admiſſion of any of us 
on board, or any property coming aſhore. Monf. 
Bezzard, however, requeſted me to ay for ſome time 
in the boat, while he endeavoured to find a cheſt I had 
ſpecified, in which were articles that I particularly 
wanted; when after waiting ſome time, he told me 
that the cheſt which I had ſpecified could not be 


found, though I knew that ſome part of my property, 


taken out of that individual cheſt, lay on the table in 
the cabin, and ſome apparel purloined from the fame 
were afterwards ſeen both by my wife and myſelf in the 
poſſeſſion of others. I was now under the neceſſity of 
returning without the execution of my purpoſe, alter 
paying three rials for the hire of the boat, and was 


told that no admiſſion could be given without an 


order from the Governor. All my children were in 
want of ſhoes, and all their's, together with moſt of 
my wife's and mine, were in the box of which I had 
been in purſuit. 1 particularly wiſhed to procure ſhoes 


for the children, and Brother Jones, who the day be- 


fore had been admitted on board, and tied up a bundle 
of clothes, but was not fuffered to bring them on 
thore without the requiſite grant, agreed with me to 
repair to the Governor's houſe, when we requeſted 
his concurrence, with the permiſſion granted us by the 


French Captain, to recover ſome part of our wearing 


apparel. He aſſured us that if we wrote a petition to 


the French Captain, and he ſigned it, he would give 
orders for us to be allowed what clothes we had worn. 


This we did, but it was neceflary to tranflate it into 
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Spaniſh, and to undergo ſome other ceremony, which 
appeared fo very frivolous as not to be worth mention- 
ing, as it only gave us trouble from day to day, and 


the iſſue of the buſineſs was, that we got nothing 


more than we brought with us at our firſt landing, and 
my little ones were compelled to go without the ſhoes. 


However unpleaſant this circumſtance might be, the 


| loſs of my property affected me but in a ſmall degree, 
for when I was enabled to ſee what the Lord had done 


for me and mine, I took joyfully the ſpoiling of my goods, 
and eſteemed it a mercy that our God had conſtrained 
our enemies to grant what we ſtill poſſeſſed. I daily 


_ ſaw evidences that it is infinitely better to truſt in the 
Lord than repoſe confidence in men, and that what 


we received came from the bountiful hand of our God, 
who had compelled ravens, againſt their nature, to 
bring food for his people's need from day to day, un- 
til he appeared in their behalf. Net unto (them — 
as, but to the Lord be all the glory.“ 


The ſingle Brethren, having only what they took 


with them on the night of capture, were but badly at- 


tired, and would have been in a worſe ſituation, if it 
had not been for a ſmall ſurplus of ſome few articles 
that had been ſaved by the females. Our Captain, 


Mr. Smith and Mr. Howell, had ſome clothes given 


to each, and the married Brethren retained what hap- 


pened to be in their births, as it was prelerved by 


means of the women and children, who maintained 
more influence over the minds of our captors than the 
molt forcible arguments which could have been uſed. 


Thus 
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Thus were they no impediment to us in our ſtate of 


trial, as we were even treated well tor their ſake, for 
when our captors beheld them they were conſtrained 


to act as they did, and I was forcibly ſtruck with the 
declaration of one to me, who, when Mrs. Jones, Mrs. 
Gregory and children, with Mrs. Hill, came to town 
to re-embark, took me aſide, and faid, % To ſee” one 
man kill another, or a muMitude in eve; y direction around 


me fall by the foord of war never gives ME concern, as 


I wew ii only as its natural / effect, but when I ſaw this 
-mornins, on your arrival in town, that women and children 
were made the ſubjects of that calamity, the ſcene was 
tor affecting for me to behold, and I was compelied lo 
withdraw, that I might couceal my feelings.” 

The Spaniards: at this port, I believe, few de- 


ſcribe as a humane people, and of them we enter- 


tained the moſt unfavourable opinions, dreading when 


taken, the idea of being conveyed to a Spaniſh ſettle- 


'ment, particularly upon this continent, where hiſtory 
informs us that the blood of ſo many thouſands has 
been ſpilt to obtain and ſecure the poſſeſſion ; yet even 
here the generality of them en reated us 2ve!l in the time 
of evil. They ſeemed to ſympathize with us, while 
they would repeatedly reprobate our captors ; the 
name of France was commonly mentioned with dif- 
dain, though England was noticed in a manner directly 
oppoſite; ſo that it was very evident while we re— 
mained here, that the national prejudices between the 
French and Spaniards had not yet ſubſided. 

To corroborate this remark I ſhall briefly fiotice one 


inſtance, 
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' were landed from the Duff, when, as it has been already 


inſtance, that occurred on the day when our families 


mentioned, in the ceremony of hanging the effigy of 


Judas, in the harbour and on ſhore, one was hanged 
in town with a national cockade. This was imme - 


diately received as an inſult by the French officers in 
port, who lodged a complaint with the Spaniſh Go- 


vernor, when it was ſuppoſed that ſome unpleaſant 
things would enſue, and perhaps, had the latter been 


more powerful in the harbour, it might have been at- 


tended with the moſt ſeriousconſequences, as ſome of the 


French officers, in the height of their reſentment, de- 
clared that if they could but ſee another French ſhip 
coming into harbour, they would fire upon the town. 

Ihe clergy belonging to the church of Rome, from 
whom we expected much oppefition, did not ſeem. to 
retain that ſpirit of prejudice which ages have ſtamped 


upon their character. I was in the company of ſe- 


veral of them at their own houſes, and they evinced 


much affability, frankneſs, and freedom of commu- 


nication. Nor did one of theſe men ever manifeſt in 


the ſmalleſt degree, a deſire of my compliance with a 


ſingle article of their creed. 


As Brother Hill and I were one Atenneen riding 
towards our cottage, within two miles of it, at a diſ- 


tance, we perceived a friar on horſeback, dreſſed in the 


inſignia of his office, with a domeſtic behind. As 
ſoon as he diſcovered us he turned his horſe, which 


he rode up by mine, and ſtopped to give me the re- 


gular ſalute of the country. I did the ſame, when he 
DE took, 
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took me by the hand, and aſked me, in Spaniſh, what 
ofclock it was, of which I informed him: then re- 


peatedly taking hold of my hand, and placing it on his 


breaſt, he aſſured me by the crucifix which he then 
viewed, that in his heart I was much eſteemed; when 


mentioning the name of the owner of the houſe, he 
aſked if I was going to Monſ. Duclos' Caza, which 


convinced me that our place of reſidence was well 
known. I anſwered in the affirmative, upon which 
he pointed out the moſt direct way, then catching my 
hand, and placing it as before, bowing, he bid Bk 
adieu, and rode towards the town. _—_ 1 

People of reſpeQability and character paid us the 
greateſt attention, and perhaps it was owing to this 


circumſtance, that the lower orders followed their ex- 
ample. At the houſes of ſeveral of the chief inha- 
bitants we were welcome, and they appeared to re- 
poſe a confidence in us which was very flattering. 


When in town I dined with ſeveral of them, and fre- 


quently found it a difficult matter to obtain leave to 


depart. With the chief magiſtrate of the town, and 


ſome officers of the Spaniſh army, I was perſonally in- 
timate, and the Governor's interpreter tendered me 
his ſervices in any way in his power. He wiſhed me 
to go with him about three hundred miles up into the 
country, accompanied by the enſign and a guard, of- 
fering me his horſe for this purpoſe, but the ſituation 
of Mrs, Gregory and the children would not admit 
af my conſent. 
When ] have been requeſted to relide th 122 coun- 
| U ity, 
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try, I have urged as objections againſt the adoption of 
this meaſure, my religious ſentiments, and the cir- 
cumſtance of their being at war with my native land, 

to which they have made this reply, that my religion 


. would be no obſtacle if I were willing, and as to what 


reſpected the war between England and Spain, they 
expected that the next intelligence that would arrive 
from Europe would be that their King had declared 
war againſt France, and made peace with us. And 
although the Governor's order was that all ſhould | 
leave the port with the Buonaparte, ſeveral were wil- 
ling to ſuſtain all conſequences of diſobedience, and 
even a prieſt offered his ſervices upon this occaſion, 
promiſing protection, and every temporal indulgence. 
Repeated applications were made for me to go to 
Buenos Ayres, to undertake the management of naval 
architecture, from a number of merchants, by whom 
a gentleman of Monte Video had been aſſured, that 
if I would conſent to go, and agree to remain for 
three or four years, they would enſure me as handſome 
a fortune as any were accuſtomed to acquire in a fo- 
reign land; that if I wiſhed to return before the ex- 
piration of that time, I might, when an opportunity 
offered to go by way of North America, but they 
could not promiſe me ſuch a competency within that 
time, when if I ſhould prefer my own country, I would 
be at liberty to depart. About a week before ] left 
the country, Mr. Campbell, the American ſupercargo, 
was authorized to inform me, by virtue of a letter 
received from one of the merchants at Buenos Ayres, 
brother 
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brother to the Governor of the province of Paraguay, 
who had acquainted his brother that having received 
intelligence of a perſon who had been brought by the 


French into Monte Video, who would be able to ren- 
der them ſervice; that application had been made to 


him for the purpoſe of remaining at Buenos Ayres, 


but he had ſtarted objections, on account of the non · 


toleration of his religious ſentiments in the country. 
On this repreſentation the Governor ordered him to 
aſſure me, that if my religious principles were the 
only objections, they ſhould be connived at. At. times, 


I haye almoſt felt an inclination, as did Mrs. Gregory 
to remain, which I believe we ſhould have done, but 
for cheſe three obſtacles, the Mifſionary cauſe in which 


I was engaged, and which 1 had no authority or deſire 


to delert; their hoſtility to my native country, and the 


want of liberty of conſcience; for though my ſenti- 
ments might have been connived at, they muſt not be 


promulgated, which! had ſolemnly pledged myſelf to 
do, and as far as in me lay, preach among the Gentizes | 


the unſearchable riches of Chriſt. 

After ſome converſation with ſeveral of the Brethren 
and others upon this ſubject, it ſeemed evident, that a 
requelt of ſo ſerious a nature could never have been 


complied with, but in direct violation of the poſitive 


command of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, Render 79 
Ce/ar the things that are Ceſar's, and 10 God the things 
that are God's.” Some others of the Brethren re- 
ceived allo invitations to the fame effect. Mr. Jones, 
who underſtands pottery, was offered his potter's 
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wheel, which was on board the Duff, if he would 


continue three years in the country. Mr. Reed and 


Hayward alſo, received applications to the ſame eie 
but a ſimilar anſwer was returned. 


During our ſtay at this place we experienced many 


unpleaſant ſenſations, in reflecting on the manner in 
which we ſhould yet be diſpoſed of, as we were {till 


detained in the character of priſoners of war. We 


thought of the cauſe in which we were engaged, the 
diſappointment of our Brethren at the different Iſles, 
and the anxiety of our friends in Europe, while we 
were unable to give them the ſmalleſt intelligence re- 


lative to our future deſignation. The Buonaparte 


was ordered out, and we either to go on board of her 
. | 23 -. 8 
or another veſſel under their government. Sometimes 


there was a probability that we ſhouid yet have the f 
Duff, and go forward to complete our miſſion. At 


other times our reflections took a different turn, and 


we imagined that we ſhould go to North America, 


which was more probable than going to England. 
But after indulging many pleaſing hopes reſpecting our 
ſhip, Captain Robſon received the information from 


Carbonelle that zbhe Duff was fold, but that the Por- 
tugueſe prize-pacquet was at his ſervice, which he 


would ſell in exchange for bills on the Miſſionary So- 


ciety; that he would furniſh her with proviſions and 
ſtores for one month, and put a French officer on 
board to take her out of the harbour, under French co- 
lours, accompanied by the Buonaparte, and when out 
fetch him again ore his own ſhip, and leave us to 


ourſelves 
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ourſelves to proceed whither we thought proper, and 


if to Rio Janeiro, he was willing to convoy us to 288 
mouth of the harbour. 


Our Captain immediately communicated this in- 


telligence to the Brethren, for the purpoſe of con- 


vening them to take into conſideration the propriety 


of accepting the French Captain's offer, and proſe- 
cuting our Miſſion to the Southern Ifles; and as the 


order iſſued by the Governor was, that the Buonaparte 


ſhould leave the harbour in four or five days, no time 


was to be loſt, and it was therefore agreed chat all 


ſhould meet on the morrow. 


Sunday, April 21ſt. This morning, according to 
appointment, a general meeting of all the Miſſionaries 
was held, at the houſe adjoining to Monte Video; 


Mr. Howell preached on the occaſion, from Rom. viii. 
and part of the firſt verſe, when after the ſervice was 
concluded, Captain Robſon ſtated his reaſons for call- 


ing us together at this time, as neceſſity required that 
a reſolution ſhould be adopted without delay: the 


order given to Captain Carbonelle was urgent, and 
he had expreſſed to him his anxiety, leſt he ſhould be 


compelled to take us all out, both men, women, and 


children, in the Buonaparte, and put us on ſhore on 


the coaſt of Brazil, which would be extremely pain- 


ful both to him and us. =

round our apartment, and a ſeparate anſwer required 


to each, which was committed to e: The ſub.

England, and carry us forward. 
Im anſwer to the firſt, it was agreed that our r Cap- 
tain ſhould embrace the opportunity, and purchaſe the 
_ veſſel, after inſpecting her along with Mr. Smith. 

To the ſecond propoſition, namely, to go imme; 
diately round Cape Horn, it was in general objected, 
that it was unſafe at this ſeaſon of the year. Moſt 
needed a ſupply of clothes, which could only be ob- 
tained by calling at ſome friendly port; beſides, it 
had been recommended by the Directors not to pro- 
eced by that paſſage.

Ihe ſervice of this day, I believe, was prodatiine 
of much conſolation to many, and proved none of 
the barreneſt ſince we left England. At the cloſe of 
the meeting Captain Robſon expreſſed his concern for 
Mrs. Jones, who not being yet delivered, he thought 
| it unſafe to take her on board the brig, and men- 
* tioned it, as it lay heavy on his mind. When the 
meeting broke up Brothers Turner, Hill, and I, re- 
turned to our dwelling, and found all ſafe. 
Monday, 22d. Veſterday the critical ſituation of 
Siſter Jones had attracted our attention and concern; 
but again the Lord mercifully interpoſes, and this ob- 
ſtacle is removed. About half paſt three, this morn- 


ing, the was ſafely delivered of a daughter, and in a

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fair way of doing well; thus every circumſtance bore 
a pleaſant aſpect for our deliverance and perſeverance 
in that honourable work in which we were engaged · 
On this occaſion Brothers Jones, Turner, Hill, Mrs“ 
Hill, Gregory, and 1, unitedly offered our tribute of 
praiſe, Mr. Jones gave out this hymn, which had 
been deeply imprinted on | his partner's mind, and 
then engaged 1 in prayer.

We ſpent the day in the participation of the plea- 
ſant proſpect which now preſented itlelf to our view, 1 
but in the very height of our enjoyment another re- = 
port reached us that rendered the propoſed meeting [: | | 

nugatory. A Portugueſe merehant had tendered 01 
ready caſh, the French had ſold the prize to him, 9 
and all was again enveloped in obſcurity and dark - ji 
neſs. Our Captain was now in a greater perplexity 
than ever he had been ſince our capture, and wholly 
ata loſs what ſep to take; but after. many diſagree- 168 
able ſenſations on Tueſday the cloud diſperſed, and | 118 
X the .

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the way for our deliverance from this place was made 
| perfectly clear. Captain Carbonelle had agreed with 
the purchaſer to convey us to Rio Janeiro, and our 
captain and ſeamen in return undertook to navigate 
the ſhip: with this arrangement we were ſatisfied, as 
we doubted not but if we arrived at a friendly port, 
Providence would open ſome channel for our con- 
veyance, whither it was his ſovereign will. The order. 
was to depart at the end of the week; but Mrs. 
Jones's fituation being made known to the Governor, 
the embarkation was poſtponed for a few days longer, 

Friday, 26th. Mr. Jones perceiving his ſpouſe in 
a conſiderable degree reſtored to health, and knowing 
it was uncertain how ſoon the order might be given 
to leave this place, propoſed to dedicate the child to 
God the next Lord's-day. He accordingly acquainted 
dur Captain, Mr. Smith and Brethren, who intended 

to be preſent, and requeſted Captain Carbonelle alſo 

to attend, who expreſſed his readineſs, if poſſible, 

to accept fo agreeable an invitation, but was almoſt 
afraid that the ftate of the Buonaparte would not ad- 
mit of his abſence, being under the neceſſity to pre- 
pare for failing. 

Sunday, April 28th. On this day our Captain, 
chief Mate, ſeveral of the married and ſingle Bre- 
thren, aſſembled at our cottage, and the ſecond little 
ſtranger was preſented to the Lord by the ordinance 
of his appointment, in this diſtant land: Mr. Howell 
baptized the child, which was named Ruth; Mrs. 


Janes, though fo lately delivered was preſent, and 
| peculiarly 
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peculiarly ſtrengthened. Surely that promiſe left on 
record was evidently fulfilled in the caſes of both 
our females in the time of trial, 4s thy days, jo ſhall 
thy frrength be.“ Captain Carbonelle, from whom the 
ſame preſent had been received of chocolate and wine, 
apologized afterwards to Brother Jones, for not being 
able to attend ; and to compentate for his inability to 
obtain any clothes from the Duff, gore him 5 | 
four dollars for little ma: 

' Wedneſday, May rt. Mr. Turner; Mr. Broughton 
and I. wiſhing to take as complete a view of the 
country as our circumſtances and prudence would 
admit, went this morning on horſeback to ſurvey the 
high mountain of Monte Video; that from its ſum- 
mit, as Moſes from Mount Piſgah, we might take a 
view of this goodly land which we were about to 
leave, as any attempt to penetrate far into it would 
have been attended with much danger both from man 

and beaſt, We rode on very pleaſantly over hills, 
and neglected land, having at times to croſs a few 
brooks, which nearly made our horſes ſwim, till we 
arrived at the bottom where there 1s a guard houſe 
with Spaniſh troops, On our advancing ſome came 
out, and we thought it ſafeſt to indicate no appre- 
henſion by riding up to them. After ſome enquiries 
were exchanged they ſcemed to ſuppoſe us either 
Frenchmen or North Americans, and on our inform- 
ing them that we wiſhed to aſcend the mount, they 
directed us to the beſt way, and pointing to a maga- 
zine about a quarter of a mile diſtant, told us that we 
3 „ maſt. 
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muſt not go by that way near it. We proceeded as 
ordered, and found this road the moſt practicable. 
We ſoon, however, were compelled to diſmount, and 
lead our horſes, which, as they were accuſtomed to 
rough travelling, we got up a conſiderable part of 
the way, when the remainder being too difficult, we 5 
tied them, and climbed to the top, where, ſtanding 
by the flag ſtaff, we enjoyed a moſſ extenſive proſpect 
of the country as far as the naked eye could reach, 
which was to a confiderable diſtance, as the day was. 
gncommonty clear, 

Here on every fide we beheld a horizon without 
bounds, while the fight was tranſported from moun- 

| rain to mountain, refting at intervals on the mighty 
ocean, which can here be traced to a vaſt extent. The 
imagination now ſeemed to command the whole 
globe, while our wandering eyes ſurveyed the town, 
the river, and ſhipping, which appeared little to the 
view from the height of our fituation, but were in a 
moment directed to the vaſt chains of land and rivers, 
which ran into the fathomleſs deep, or the great river 
La Plata, while the attention was fixed in beholding 
the remoteſt objects, and the mounts, rocks, hills, 
cottages, trees, and torrents, and exulting at the 

chought of the diminution of things which appeared 
to great, till at laſt this extenſive continent funk 1 1nto 
nothing. 

After enjoying this beautiful and majeſtic loene we 
deſcended, highly gratified, and proceeded to return, 
we were appr ized of the commiſſion of ſome rob- 

| berics, 


» 


beries, and ſome unpleaſant apprebenfions were enter- 


rained at home for our ſafety. Within a mile and an 


half of the houſe we paſſed a ſmall brook, after which 
we aſcended a hill: in the valley we perceived three 
inhabitants on horſeback, to whom we ſcarcely paid - 
the leaſt attention; they took the ſame direction as 
we did behind, when ſetting their horſes on full gal- 
lop, our's were going at the ſame rate before we were 
well aware, but we did not ſuſpect that there was any 
deſign in it. They had filled their boſoms with large 
ſtones from the brook, at the throwing of which they 
are remarkably expert and certain in their aim, though 
Immediately I received A 
blow on the back of my neck with a leather rope, in 
conſequence of which, and the ſudden attempt to 
ſtop, I was thrown to the ground, and Dr. Turner 8 : 


galloping on horſeback. 


horſe went over me, though without my receiving 


any injury. On my arifing, and Brother Turner's en- 
quiring whether I was hurt, theſe three rode towards 


the brook and collected more ſtones : my horſe. by 
this time bad nearly aſcended the hill, and was pro- 
ceeding homewards, but on a recollection of the fears 
that his arrival without me might occaſion, the Doctor 
rode after him to bring him back: during this in- 
terval they were coming on Brother Broughton and 
me with a ſecond attack, when it ſo happened 


that a Spaniard turned the top of the hill, topped 
my horſe, and addreſſed Brother Turner, who with 


him was now returning, which the three immediately 


on perceiving rode off, and we continued our jour. 


ney, 
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ney. On our arrival at home we were ſurprized to 
find our company in a ſtate of alarm. Brother Jones, 
whoſe turn it was to procure proviſions for the week, 
had been purſued nearly down to the dwelling. On 
his return from town he obſerved ſome laying in wait, 
who purſued him, when, to eſcape, he rode towards 
an houſe where we uſually purchaſed. bread, and re- 
queſted a guard, which was granted; and a Spaniſh. 
gentleman, who appeared to have perceived ſome de- 
fign, ſent a man who was with him to conduct him 
part of the way, which was done nearly to the ſame 
place, when they bade him farewell. But no ſooner: 
| had they departed than he was again immediately 
- purſued with a catch-rope, (of which I ſhall after- 
wards ſpeak more particularly,) but, as his horſe was 
exceedingly good, he eſcaped. The maſter negro at 
our premiles, on hearing the report, immediately 
mounted my horſe, and rode off with the greateſt 
ſpeed imaginable; but as the night approached he 


| 


fſaw nothing of them. What their full intention was 


I cannot poſitively ſay, but deſire to be thankful in 
being preſerved among a people who fear not God nor 
regard men. In conſequence of ſome unfavourable 
reports and appearances of the bad diſpoſitions of 
ſome of the inhabitants, it was agreed that there ſhould 
always remain at home three of us fix men, to protect 
the females, and the negroes aſſured us that on every 
occaſion they would willingly lend their affiltance. 
Sunday, sth. We felt happy in having been per- 


mitted regularly to increaſe our number from tho 
time 
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time of our arrival at this houſe, and we now had the 
company of Brothers Bentom and Jerrard, who, with 


Meſſrs. Howell, Turner, Proughton, Hill, Jones, 


and myſelf, held prayer meetings, intentionally, for 


the laſt time in this place, as we had received orders 
that to-morrow we muſt embark on board of the brig. 


Our Brethren at the other houſe held their worſhip, 


\ 


This was the laſt Sabbath we ſpent on this unen- 
lightened continent. May the great trumpet of the 


goſpel ſpeedily reſound through all its diſtricts! May 
the year of jubilee come, and multitudes ſpend Sab- 
baths to the praiſe and glory of God. 

Monday, 6th. The wind blew too hig gh for our 
embarkation, and we yet remained as before, but were 
to be removed on the next morning. This evening the 
Miſſionary prayer meeting was held to unite with our 
friends in England, in preſenting. ſupplications for 
the ſucceſs of the goſpel, and we cannot but hope 
that the prayers put up to God will ſoon be anſwered 
even in this dark part of the earth, and that the South 
Americans will one day join with us both in prayer 
and praiſe, and celebrate the victories which have 
been atchicved by the croſs, of Chriſt. | 


In leaving this country it is expected that I mould 


give what information I have been able to collect of 
this place, whither the unerring hand of Providence 
had conveyed us, which ; as far as my limits will allow 
J ſhall attempt. 8

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CHAP. V. 


n of Rio de la Plata, Harbour of Monte * ideo, 
Province of La Plata, Produce, Inhabitants, Dies 
Crftoms, Commerce, Religion, Sc. a 


Copious deſcription of a country ſo exceedingly 
extenſive, and ſo little known, cannot be ex- 
pected i in a work ſo conciſe as this Journal. On gen- 
tlemen poſſeſſed of ſuperior abilities this laborious 
taſk muſt devolve. Yet to throw ſome farther light | 
on this important part of the globe, I cheriſh the 
hope that theſe gleanings, gathered by a captive on 
the continent, will prove acceptable to the — 
mind. | 
RIO DE La PLATA.— This river, if it may be ſo 
called, ſeemed to me more like the ocean when we en⸗ 
tered it, as no land could be ſeen. It is acknowledged 
to be the greateft in the known world, and from the 
beſt information I could obtain, is fifty or ſixty leagues 
broad. The Engliſh bank, ſo called, near the en- 
trance, is noted for having been fatal to ſeveral ſhips. 
It was againſt this bank that the prize which I have 
already mentioned as having been wrecked, ſtruck in 
the night, when ſhe was failing at the rate of ſeven 
miles an hour. I have before noticed two rocks which 
we firft diſcovered, and within a few miles of Monte 
Video runs a ſhoal a conſiderable way out into the 
river, and'{ome fand-banks lay farther up, which ren- 
57 


der the paſſage rather unſafe. Beſides an infinite 
number of {mall rivers, it abounds with lakes, ſome | 


of which we; could perceive from the mount, I ſup- 
poſe between thirty and forty miles diſtant, which ran 
into the country and watered its plains. | 
About thirty leagues on the north lay the town 


and harbour of Monte Video, which is formed by a 


point of land, or the high mountain oppoſite. 
The harbour is ſo compact by nature that it forms 


an excellent bay for ſhips of any dimenſion, which 


may here ſafely ride at anchor. In appearance near 


the town, to my view, it ſeemed to reſemble a part 


of the River Medway, above his Majeſty's dock- 
yard at Chatham, only conſiderably broader, and the 
| ſhores being rocky, both they and the water were 
much clearer. At the entrance is a fort, which com- 


mands the harbour, but of inconſiderable fare op- 


poſite to which is the high mountain. 

In the harbour lay at anchor, beſides the French 
ſhips Le Republicain and Le Buonaparte, with the 
prizes, one good Spaniſh frigate, a large old ſhip in 
ordinary, one old merchant ſhip repairing, a Spaniſh 
pacquet, two American ſhips, and a Brig, about 
twenty ſmall indiffetent row gun boats, the Lady Jane 
Shore convict ſhip; in all, including veſſels of an in- 
ferior ſize, between fifty and ſixty. 


It abounds with fiſh, which are excellent; the cat- 


fiſh are numerous, ſome of which are two feet long; 
a fiſh like a perch, ſmelts, and others, the names of 
n & e which 
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which I did not underſtand. I ſaw no ſhell-filh at 
this place, except a few muſcles near a rock, that were 
exceedingly ſmall, and not worth eating. It is ſaid 
that this river annually overflows its banks, but this I 
had no opportunity of witneſſing. However, when 
the wind blew from the ſouth it roſe fix or ſeven feet, 


but when it blew from the north or weſt it imme- 
diately fell. 


Town or MoxrE Vipto.—This makes a moſt 
flattering appearance from a view taken. of it in the 


harbour, for as it riſes from the ſhore its aſcent gives 
1t a yery reſpectable look. The landing - place is com- 


poſed of large ſtones roughly put together, at the top 
of which ſtands a ſentinel on guard, and at a ſmall: 
diſtance a guard-houſe with ſoldiers, and a cuſtom- 
houſe with officers, who inſpect whatever is brought 


on ſhore. The houſes are built of large ſtones and 


bricks, only one ſtory high, a few- excepted ; their 
roofs are flat, and the ſame as the floor, where the 


\ houſe is floored, though ſome have only earth, and 


the beſt but bricks. The Governor's reſidence, which 
is the extent of a large ſquare yard, and reſembles a 


range of livery ſtables.in England, is of this con- 


ſtruction: ſome have windows, but few any glaſs, 
and theſe bear a ſtrong reſemblance to a priſon, others 


have none. Thoſe that are ſituated at the corner of 
a ſtreet have two doors, one of which is ſhut on that 
ſide where che ſun ſhines in, the morning, and opened 


in 
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in the afternoon. Some few houſes belonging to 1 
people of diſtinction are built on a more eligible pla, Wl! 


two and three ſtories high, with a balcony in front. 14 


None, however, that I could perceive, either in town 5 
or country have any chimnies, except the one which 
I poſſeſſed. Moſt kindle their fire either in the yard, 
which is brought into the room when it is wet or cold 
in fire-pans, or have {mall fire-holes built! in an out- 
houſe adjacent. | * 
Their ſhops make but a ſorry appearance, as 118 
ſcarcely any have a window, ſo that the commodities 
which they contain can only be perceived within or at 
the door. Thoſe without the gate are diſtinguiſhed by =_ 
a ſmall vane or flag, where every article of ſuſtenance |. 1 4 
is fold, the landlord of which is at once innkeeper N 
| and grocer. 
_ * The ftreets run ſtraight, and croſs each other at 
right angles, but, with one or two exceptions, they 
are by far the worſt for travelling that imagination 
can conceive, for being compoſed of rock-ſtones and 
ſand, the large cavities make it very diſagreeable both 
for man and beaft, eſpecially in rainy weather. My 
attention has been attracted to behold the oxen draw- 
ing their rugged carataas over theſe uneven paths. 1 
As the inhabitants in general ride, they pay little j | 
attention to the improvement of their roads, and, l 
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without town there are ſome places which, by the ex- 
ertion of a little care and induſtry, might be rendered 
much more paſſable. Strange as it may ſeem, it is a Wl! ; 

„ fact, 1 
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fact, that to fill up a hole they have killed one of the 


eat to aſſiſt the wheel! in paſſing over. 


The town abounds with rats and flies, which! are 4 
prodigious plague to all but the inhabitants, and even 

to them in ſome degree. The rats that have been 
killed lay copiouſly ſtrewed at morning in the ſtreets, 
| and to keep off the flies-in the day they have large 
bundles of oftrich feathers, which they ule for that 
purpoſe. Near the top of the town 1s a market-place, 


about three hundred yards ſquare, whither abundance i 


of fruit is brought, which although ſo plentiful in 
the country is dear in the town, as the ſeller puts a 
high value on the trouble with which the carriage of 
it is attended. On the weſt a large church is build- 
ing in a ſuperior ſtile, which can be diſcerned at a 
great diſtance. It has been a few years erecting, and 
to all appearance two or three more will elapſe before 
it is completed. 

At the extremities of this town they are enlarging 
and ftrengthening their fortification, which is com- 
poſed of excellent ſtone; and at the lower end they 
were building a ſmall veſſel, which I went to ſurvey 
with an American gentleman and two Spaniards, and 
was aſked ſeveral queſtions relative to the materials 
and conftruftion. : 

The town, as alſo the mountain oppoſite, forming 
a peninſula, is bounded by the river, except on that 
part which leads into the country, and is incloſed by 
a fort-wall and gate, at which a guard of troops is 


placed 


ö 
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placed with an officer of inſpection, and every even- 
ing at eight o'clock the gates are ſhut. Through 
this gate we daily paſſed, and though we expected 
frequently to have been interrogated, from a convic- 
tion of not having any legal permiſſion from the Go- 
vernor to be on ſhore, we were never interrupted, and 
as the cuſtom of the country requires every perſon to 
ſalute the military officer in paſſing, I regularly com- 
plied with it, and he always returned the compli- 
ment. BE 85 55 05 53 

Traps | AND Conmrcs.—Of theſe 1 can ſay but 
litle, as to all appearance they are carried on in a 
very inconfiderable degree. Manufactories I was in- 
formed are prohibited, for the purpoſe of keeping 
them in a ſtate of dependance upon Old Spain. Some 
few mechanics, hawever, are to be found. Taylors 
and ſhoemakers form the moſt numerous body of 
men, who are engaged in regular employment. 
There are one or two blackſmiths' ſhops, in which char- 
coal is uſed, and the workmen, though exceedingly 
ſlow, can finiſh their work tolerably well. The cit- 
cumſtance that chiefly drew my attention in one of 
theſe ſhops was, to ſee the maſter nearly as clean as 
if he had been in a milliner's (hop. . Bullocks' hides, 
tallow,. dried tongues, leopards', tigers', lions', and 
other ſkins; the drug, called by the name of the 
country, Paraguay, and ſalt-dried beef, are all articles 
of exportation; beſides the treaſures of Peru brought 
down the river, and ſhipped for Old Spain, with 
other commodities of the country, No ſhips come 


e 
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regularly to this port, and only three or four make an 
annual voyage to Europe, and during the war even 


this ſmall number has decreaſed. Cloathing of every 
deſcription, and every article of houſhold utenfils 
are exceſſively dear, and though the houſes are un- 


comfortable in many reſpects the rent is very high. 


Notwithftanding the cargo of the Duff was prohi- 
bited to be ſold, the town was never ſo plentifully ſup- 


plied by any ſhip, nor fo well ſtocked with thoſe ne- 


ceſſaries which the inhabicants ſo much wanted. Moſt 


articles of apparel was of four times more value than | 


in England, and even higher. Having loſt my tea- 
kettle, I enquired the price of two which held about 
two quarts, one with, and the other without a lid: 


tix dollars was the price of the one, three and an half 


of the other, The rent of a room without window 
or fire-place, was forty-eight dollars, and one hundred 
per annum for an houſe, conſiſting of two rooms and 
a yard; four flat-irons twelve, and one ounce of pins 
in Engliſh money three ſhillings and fixpence. 
Alx, Sort, PaoDO ck. — The air of chis country 
is temperate and exceedingly ſalutary, though at mid- 
day the fun is very powerful: ſome of the Brethren 


experienced this in a manner which cauſed them ex- 


ceſſive pain: having but one ſhirt each, when they 
got out into the country near ſome water, they put 
them off for the purpoſe of waſhing, when not aware 
of the ſun's ſcorching beams, the kin was peeled off 
their backs durin pg the interval. — 


Vor ten miles from the town it is hilly, but from 
that 
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chat it runs ſeveral hundred miles one tine level; 
Nothing can exceed the fertility of the ſoil, or the 


beautiful verdure which overſpreads the whole face 


of the country. The ſoil, without manure, will 


produce vegetables, almoſt, if not of every deſcrip- g 
tion in Europe; Indian and European corn, apples, 


pears, Peaches, nectarines, figs, melons, water me- 


lons, cucumbers, onions, cabbages, lettuces, Cay- 
enne pepper, &c. &c. grow in great plenty; and 
ſome cherry and walnut trees which had been brought 


from Europe thrived well in our garden. All the 
hedges are compoſed of quinces of an excellent qua- 
lity, ſome of which I have gathered fourteen inches 


in circumference : and if a proper degree of atten- 
tion was paid to the cultivation of this country, it 


would be impoſſible to ſay to what extent the pro- 
_ duce might be carried. The valuable herbs, paraguay 
and ananas, &c. appeared to grow ſpontaneouſly. 


This diſtrict differs from other parts of South 
America, with reſpect to food for the purpoſe of 


fuel, of which there is but little, and the greateſt 
part of it is brought from the river St. Lucia. Far- 
ther up in the vicinity of Buenos Ayres, within three 


miles of the ſhore, there is abundance of large, good 


timber, well adapted both for the building of ſhips 
and houſes. Near the town is a large quarry of 
ſtones, in which a number of the natives are em- 
ployed : and in different directions, about fix feet 
from the ſurface, there is a ridge of alabaſter, but it 
is not uſed in any inſtance. Muſhrooms grow ſpon> 

taneouſly: 
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taneouſly | in the plains, but are never eaten dy the 
inhabitants, being conſidered as of a noxious qua- 
lity, which idea one of them evinced, who, on ſee- 
ing me about to eat one, attempted to prevent me, 
until I convinced him that they were 9 barm- 
| Iſs: 
The innumerable heads of cattle will beer for the 
richneſs of the paſture, which, being elegantly ſtrewed 
with a variety of flowers, forms a beautiful and odo- 
riferous carpet of nature. In ſome places, for miles, 
wild artichokes overſpread the ſoil. 
Axinars.—The animals of this country are nu- 
merous, particularly oxen, horſes, ſheep, hogs, 
males, dogs, lions, tigers, leopards, wolves, bea- 
vers, seals, ermines, horned beadles, ſerpents, ad- 
ders, &c.—Of the feathered kind, they have geeſe, 
ducks, pigeons, partridges, oſtriches, a variety of 
birds of a beautiful ſpecies, and all manner of wild 
fowl, | 
Horſes are innumerable, lively, and beautiful ; 
like the Arabian they are only fit for the ſaddle, and 
are admirable for their make as well as for their 
 {wifrneſs, and the inhabitants are proud of their long 
manes and tails. They live entirely in the paſtures, 
and are frequently uſed throughout the day without 
either, receiving food or water, yet even in theſe 
circumſtances they refuſed corn. They are not 
only good but cheap. Even in the neighbourhood 
of the town, where they are comparatively dear, one 
at ten dollars can ſcarcely be excelled throughout 
| England. 
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England. They ate ſo trained as to regard no regu- 
lar road, and quite the-reverſe of the Engliſh horſes, 
hen about to aſcend an hill, ſet off at 3 gallop. j 
What has been recorded of America in general, 
N not hold good .1 in reſpect to this province, that 
ail. quadrupeds th this New.

Oxen are as e in general as 155 in England, 
Woog as there is not the leaſt attention paid to them, 
they do not become fo. fat, but finer creatures 1 
ſcarce ever ſaw. Theſe likewiſe are cheap; to pick 
out one from a herd confi ſting of ſeveral hundreds, 
not far from town, I ha ve been aſked two dollars; 8 but 
to go a few miles farther up the country, four for the 
ſame money; and twelve miles, two for half a crown. 
Beef, in conſequence is cheap. I have bought as 


capital a piece as ever I partook of, including the 


ſirloin, which I ſuppoſe might weigh about golbs. 
for about 32d. Engliſh money. On my once inform- 
ing one of the dealers in catile that a bullock in 
England coſt five pounds, he flood amazed, and 
began to pride himſelf on his own country. The 
owner of the Brethren's houſe was one who killed a 
number almoſt daily, and as often ſent a quarter for 
our friends, as moſt kill chiefly for the hides and 
. tallow; and I have ſeen ſome hundred carcaſes lay- 
ing in the fields, which, after being ſkinned were 
left for dogs, hogs, and birds of prey, which ſwarm | 
in theſe places in vaſt numbers. Father inland,

| bullocks are killed only: for the ale af the rongnts, 
which is the only part they eat. : 
Mules are very good, which they uſe in Shoei wa- 


«tering carts,” and are much larger than in common. 
Hogs are alſo numerous and excellent. They live 
upon graſs, fruit, beef, &c. It is a matter of little 
conſequence to the owner whether they be great or 


ſmall ; their price is ahout half a crown per head. 
The ſheep in this country have four horns, but are 
not fo fat as the Engliſh; the meat, however, is 


very white, and as ſweet as lamb. At market a ſheep 
will coſt 38. 6d. but in the country they may be 
bought from 20 to 30 per dollar. Fowls, conſider- 


ing the cheapneſs of other proviſions, are exceſſively 


dear, as they nearly ſtamp them with the ſame va- 
: tas, as an ox. 


Wild beaſts are numerous and large, both nd 
ty teyden, and leopards, &c. which the natives hunt and 


bring their ſkins to town for ſale, hundreds of which 


T have ſeen. Some of the natives, who catch them 
when young, keep them at the door of their huts 


like dogs. The tiger of Bengal has been known to 


meaſure fix feet in length, and is ſuppoſed to exceed 
by far thoſe in South America. But although 1 
would pay all due reſpect and deference. to gentle- 


men of ſuperior knowledge, I am compelled to differ 


from them in opinion, as among ſome ſkins brought 
to town by the hunters I purchaſed one, which 


* have now. in my poſſeſſion, and which meaſures 


eight 
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eight feet in length excluſive of the tall. Oftriches 
are alſo large and to be found in great numbers. — 


They will cover an hill; but little notice is taken of 


them; the only uſe which I ever ſaw made of their 


feathers was that which I before mentioned, a broom. 
to ſweep away the flies: Partridges are innumerable, 


and parroquets abound. Around our premiſes were 
different ſpecies of beautiful birds, two of which 
more eſpecially claimed my attention. But my is 
norance of the names of ſome of theſe creatures Ne< 


ceſſarily makes my deſcription in ſome degree defi- | 


cient. Theſe were both much about the fize of a 


| ſky-lark, one of them was as white as ſnow, both as 
to bill and feet, but the tip of the wings was jet 


black. The other was exactly the reverſe, completely 
black, except the wing, as the one was perfectly 
white. Blackbirde, canaries, and a bird nearly like 


a ſwallow, which would fly before us when walking,” 


and was rather troubleſome, are to be found i in this 
country. As many of the carcaſes of the bullocks 


were left in the fields, a vaſt number of birds, like 


ſea- gulls, would come down together, after the butch · 
ers had left the ground, and cover a quarter of a mile 
of land, ſo that it ſcarcely could be ſeen. The birds 
neſts appeared to be curiouſly conſtructed, ſome of 
which I took for the purpoſe of inſpection: they | 


were built around branches near the ſtem of the tree, 
of different materials, ſuch as mud, &c. as big as a large 
cocoa-nut; in the moſt concealed part is the entrance, 
which runs round the fabric like a periwinkle, till at 
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the bottom is a feathered neſt; much like thoſe in

fore | was able fully to inſpect the whole. 


The only fiſh L hall notice, in; addition to — I 
mentioned, before, was one of the ſeveral kinds which 
were in the riyer at the bottom of my orchard, ſome 
of which we caught; they were about the ſize of a 


flounder, and between the ſhape of that and the 


| perch; its head was very like a rat! 55 very dark, and 
the fins were broadeſt: near the tail. | 


Dogs are numerous, of different facies, WE 
able and dangerous: x of theſe I ſhall only treat of 
two ſorts ; ; ſeveral Kinds as in England are ig general 
to be ſeen, only theſe were very large. Moſt huts on 
the outſide of the town keep, from eight, to. twelve of: 
theſe animals, which are exceedingly. troubleſome: to 


all paſſengers, and will ſurround, horſe, and man. 
Brother Joſeph Smith had his leg torn very much by 
one of theſe creatures; they are dangerous to paſs in 


the day, but it is much worle in the night. The 
other. ſpecies are what the inhabitants call fire-dogs ; 
theſe are not ſo large, have no hair, and their ſkin 
feels more like human; they are uſed by theſe people 
in the cool weather to fleep. at their feet to keep 
them warm, I mult confeſs that to me they had a 
diſagreeable appearance. The abundance of heads, 


entrails, feet, &c. which are left at the different places 


of ſlaughter, afford plenty of proviſion for theſe nu- 


merous creatures, which ſo rapidly increaſe that if 


means 
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means were not uſed they would prove more 3 
ſtructive: to Prevent, which the: Governor orders the, 


| ſoldiers for a number of days, twice every year, to kill, 


all that they meet, and by theſe, means tngolangs are 
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che negroes excepted, are Spaniards, and South Ame 
rican natives, and of theſe I ſhall only ſpeak reſpect- 
ing what fell under my own obſervation. The Spa- 


niards here are a people who live in opulence and in- 
dolence, moſt ſeryile work being executed by negroes 
and natives, and few families of any note having leſs 


than ſix if not more negrocs to attend upon them. 
I ſcarcely know in what manner to deſeribe their cha- 
racters, in order to do them juſtice. There appeared 
to be ſuch a mixture of effeminacy and auſterity in 
their, diſpoſi tion: at one moment they will manifeſt 
that feeling ſympathy which is ſufficient to affect the 


beholder; at another they ſeem to be capable of 
alarming the ſtranger. Many of them, as the nar- 


ratiye will prove, behaved with conſiderably more 


than common kindneſs towards us, but from what 
motive I preſume, not to ſay. I believe it to be my 


duty to ſpeak of a ſtranger who. acts with kindneſs, 
as of a friend; and ina moral ſenſe regard neither 

country nor religion, but conſider all men as de- 
ſcended from the ſame common parent, and there 


fore do unto others as he would wiſh others to do unto him, 


while I always conſidered and ſaw innumerable evi- 
dences, that the extraordinary kindneſs ſhewn us in a 
Rrange 
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ſtrange land was in conſequence of the omnipotent, 
over-ruling power of God, who evinced to evident 
demonſtration that he could compel enemies to en- 
treat us well, ſtop, even in their ow] dens, lions“ 
4 - mouths, open ſinners? hearts, conſtrain ravens to fted- 
1 the needy; and not only afforded us protection, but 
fulfilled his promiſe: Bread Shall be given them, and 
water ſure. For the declaration is, that Moab and 
Babylon ſhall open their gates and hearts, and afford 
a refuge when our God gives the word. 4 
The heat of the ſun may occaſion ſome mall ales 
ference between the complexion of the Spaniards here 
and in Europe: they afe dark, but a few of the ladies 5 
are fair. The troops wear long black whiſkers, and 
make but an indifferent appearance. The gentlemen 
differ but little in their dreſs from Europeans, wear 
| cloaks, and without them in London would be taken 
for | livery-ſervants. | The dreſs of the ladies differs 
more: they wear no caps, but their long hair is tied 
all round in a bunch at the top, and fome have ele- 
gant circular combs: they uſe no gown, but a ſhort 
jacket, which covers the top of their petticoat ot other 
apparel, and ſhoes ſingularly high: they cover the' 
bead, and nearly the face, with a hood; which comes 
rourd over the ſhoulders, and being black, when they 
go to maſs, with their beads and crucifixes on their 
arms; I have taken them at a diſtance for a company 
of friars. The children of both ſexes are dreſſed to 
one of a month old, as nearly as poſſible 1 in the ſame 
ſtile, are "a into breeches before the month, and 
when 
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when it is poſſible to collect the hair either in a bunch 


or tie it is done, and powdered; nay, in town, little 
creatures that can ſcarcely run alone, and others i in 
their mothers arms are dreſſed in this manner. 

It is the univerſal cuſtom immediately after dinner 
for both ladies and gentlemen to retire to bed, and 
they would, be as much diſappointed if prevented 
from doing ſo as we would for want of a night's reſt. 
The curious manner in which the ladies drink their 


tea, which they call matiee, rather ſurpriſed us: this 
herb ſo generally uſed is put into a cup, which com- 


monly is the ſhell of a pomegranate, the ſtem of which 
is turned to form a handle; in this the tea is put, both 
the leaf and pieces of che ſtem, when pouring hot 
water upon it they draw the liquid through a tube, 
which is made either of graſs, tin, or ſilver, and while 


partaking of it look as if they were ſmoking a pipe. 


Its taſte is bitter, and few of us had much reliſh for 


it. Some of the chief people have pots of filver, 
which look very well; this drink is more univerſally 
uſed than perhaps any other by people of every de- 


ſcription, and the ladies, content with water, can 


ſcarcely be prevailed to taſte ſpirits or wine, ſome of 


which they have; the wine, both red and white, is of 


their own manufacturing, but the {ſpirits are imported 


from the Brazils. 
Among the cuſtoms and manners of theſe people 


the firſt that I noticed was, what I ſuppoſed to be 


treating me with diſdain; for when they call to each 
other they hiſs as an Engliſhman would do by way 


of 


of conterapt, which, till l plate ütiderſtood their 
meaning, was the conſtruction which J- put upon it. 
The fraterna! embrace is common among the men on 
their faluting each other, and 18 make much ado 
with a Kind. C ahold 5 
NATIVESs.—IThe natives of Paraguay differ from 
the Spaniards both in perſon and drefs : their com- 
plexion is of an olive hue and rather darker than the 


other. They are of a middling ſtature and well 


made, have flat faces, and jet black long ſtout hair. 
They feem in general to be a quiet though a robuft 


people, and yet ſome few exhibit a diſpoſition quite 
the reverſe. An oblong garment, like a ftriped rug, 
about a yard wide, with a hole 1n rhe middle to ad- 
mit the head, hangs down before and behind, with 

the fides open, falling looſe as low as the knees, and 
leaving the arms unreſtrained, like the natives of Ota- 
heite and other ſtands ! in the Pacific Ocean, of which 
it is probable that the natives of South America are 
the original ſtock ; for as it is reaſonable to ſuppoſe 
that theſe iſlands have been peopled by emigration, 
the continent, it may be preſumed, was the. moſt 


likely place whence they originally came. Their 
ſtockings and boots are made of ſkins, flayed from 


the legs of horſes and oxen, which in ſhape are ex- 
actly the ſame as when taken ſrom the beaſt, as they 
never cut or alter them. Their ſhoes are merely a 
piece of ſtout ſkin turned up, with holes, and tied 
with flips of the ſame: they wear drawers over a ſhort 


3 which at the knee forms a fringe: thoſe near 
town 
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town have jackets which they wear under the oblong 


cloth, and the head is covered with a ſmall hat, tied 
under the chin, which they looſen when they ſalute 


each other. Their huts, according to the common 
deſcription given of the Indians, are conſtructed much 


upon the. ſame principle. The rough branches of 


trees tied together with pieces of the ſkins of beaſts, 
the roof of which is covered with long grass, ruſhes, 


and weeds, are the materials of which an but is built. | 
Four ſticks tied at each corner, with a bullock's hide, | 


make their bed, hung up in the hut. Round ſome of 
theſe huts a wall is ere&ed about four feet high, 

entirely built of bullock's heads, one above the other, 

with the horns, as cut from the animal's neck. Theſe 


horſeback, to which they are trained from their 
and water; and the uſual method of cooking is to ſuſ- 


of wood or. iron, from which they cut pieces when 
little better than warm. 


Both Span'ards and natives always carry long knives 

at their fide, and even children are indulged in the

Their manner of catching bullocks to kill which

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men are healthy, and exceedingly alert, eſpecially on 
childhood. Their food chiefly conſiſts of beef, fruit, 


pend the beef over the fire on the earth, with a ſpit 


one they want, they ride after him over the plains till 
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places have pinfolds, into which they drive a num- 
ber. When ready to begin, two mount their horſes, 
with a catch-rope 100 yards in length, having a long 
nooſe at one end, while the other is faſtened to a 
ring inthe ſaddle; one now rides in among the oxen, 
throws the rope around the horns of the one which he 
chooſes and gallops out. The creature finding him- 
ſelf entar.gled, generally runs to the extremity that 
the rope will admit, and the horſe draws him near a 
ſuitable place. The other native is now ready to watch 
the opportunity of the prancing of the beaſt, and after 
ſwinging the rope ſeveral times over his head, throws 
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it with a dexterity peculiar to theſe men, and in one 


minute will catch him round the hind leg. Both 
Horſes now draw the rope tight i in two oppoſite direc- 
tions, and they are ſo trained to this exerciſe as to 

| ſtand fo firm that the bullock cannot move. Another 
man who is ſtanding by with a large knife, now ad- 
vances to the animal, which, if he ſuppoſed not to be 
ſteady, he cuts the ham-ſtrings of the hind leg that is 


not ſecured, upon which the bullock immediately falls, 
when his throat is cut right acroſs, and he is ſoon 


dead. However a ſtranger to theſe ſcenes may be led 
to ſuppoſe this a tedious proces, it is aſtoniſhing with 
what expedition they will execute the taſk. From my 


own obſervation they have caught two, which have 


deen both dead in eight and ten minutes; others 


ſtand ready to ſkin them, which they ſoon effect 


as they lay on the ground, which being done they 


cut the carcaſe into quarters; ; near the town they are 
fold 
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fold, each at a price equivalent to 10d. and 18. 2d. 
in Engliſh coin; *and if a ſtranger who is by want 


2 piece, an heart or fome kidneys, it is at his ſervice. 
By the ſame method which they employ in catching 
the oxen they catch horſes in the fields, and robbers | 


catch a man to,plunder or kill him, by means of his 


rope, he can be drawn from his horſe, and rendered 


incapable of reſiſtance ; and we were told ſeveral anec- 
dotes of their expertneſs in this act. It was evident 
that though round the town the natives are ſubmiſſive, 
the people are far from being wholly under reſtraint 
by the Spaniards, as none of them will venture far up 
without fire arms and a guard; yet I believe that fre- 


quently the deſire of apparel is the only motive that 


tempts them to this outrage. 
Entertainirg favourable ſentiments of theſe people, 
I frequently made a tour round to different huts alone, 


of which, within a few miles, ſcarcely any eſcaped my 


notice, and I uſually found. them give me a friendly 
reception, and if any refreſhment was wanted, ſuch as 
they had they gave it at different times. When our 
beef had run out I have begged ſome, which was 
readily given, and although during the night they are 
always ſuſpicious, yet even then it has been granted. 


One day I croſſed the head of the river at the bottom 


of the orchard, and took a dire ion different from any 
= had taken before. In a field of Indian corn | met 
a man, of whom I enquired if any reſided at an houſe 
within ſight. When he replied in the alturmanve, [ 


advanced, and diſcovered a number of Spaniards, na- 
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tives. and neproes, to my view, of a very unpleaſant 
appearance. I immediately. reſolyed in myſelf not to 

hold much converſation, yet I was perſuaded that to 
| pals and attempt to evade them would be deemed an 


inſult, and expoſe me to greater danger. | therefore 
advanced, and was immediately ſurrounded, when i 


after giving the regular ſalutation and exchanging ſe- 
veral enquiries, while I indicated no apprehenſion, I

theſe men; however, as the ſun'was now declining, 
after ! ſuppoſed that it was practicable to return home 


without coming near them again I returned, when, as 
I was going down a hill to make as direct a cut as 


g poſlible, the ſun dipped below the horizon: it was 
ſoon nearly dark, when Jeoking: out towards. theſe. 


huts I perceived one on horſeback with his catch-rope, 


coming down after me, with another walking along- 
fide of him; apprehenſion now painted my fituationz _ 
I knew that they did not like to go out at night, that

their geſtures hold ſome converſation together, and 
| the one on foot refuſe to proceed any further, and 
turned back; however the one on horſeback Toll per- 
| ſevered, and while I continued to mend my pace, 
at intervals he began to gallop, and then turning his 


horſe round ſtood as if pauſing whether he ſhould 


proceed; this he did twice or thrice, and then having 
advanced within my hearing hailed me to ſtop, to 


which L paid no attention, and having by this time 


got ſo nigh the wood as to ſatisfy me, that if I ſpeedily 
advanced I could enter before he could overtake me,

At another time, being benighted 1 loſt my way, 


and after riding for ſome time 1 applied to an houſe 


for direction to my cottage,” when I was informed 
that it was impoſſible for me to reach it that night, 
and I bad much better tarry there till morning. This 
I refuſed to do, and entreated for a guide, which at 
laſt was granted, when we rade on together for about

alſo requeſted me to abide with them, but with. the 
invitation I could not comply. After a ſhort time 
they overcame their ſurprize, and one was ordered 
by the chief, I ſuppoſe, of the hut to get his horſe and 
_ accompany me home. He accordingly mounted, tak | 


ing his knife with him, and ſet off crofling a gap in 


the road, in which he was in a minute, and deſired 
me to follow, which I did, when converſing as we 
rode, on account of the knife I always kept him be- 
fore me. On our coming to a ſeep place into which 
he was about to lead his horſe, he diſmounted, and 
deſired me to follow his example, which I did, and 
led mine after his, when, after ſpending ſome un- 
comfortable hours, we both arrived in ſafety at my 
home. For his trouble and fidelity I made him ſome 
compenſation, with which he was highly pleaſed, and 
returned home ſinging. I was thankful too, that from | 
every danger, ſeen and e the good hand of 


God had preſerved me. 


The following is another method pragiſed at one 


of the bullock-killing places: In a pinfold where there 
are a great number, a machine is erected with a pulley 


and a winch, which heaves their heads through an 
opening without, and a man with a dagger ſtabs it 
between the horns in the pith of the neck, ſo that his 
death is almoſt inſtantaneous, when being laid on a

farther up the country, differ both in manners and re- 


ligion, and are regardleſs of all reſtraint. It is evi- 
dent, that this country is far from being wholly ſub- 


dued or explored, even by the Spaniards themſelves. 


Theſe peaple- principally live on b beef and water, with- 


out ſalt, which, though bad, is a ſcarce and valuable 
commodity here, as they have none in town, but what 
is imported. Brother Millar, who had. gone with

Our 
Captain pleaded our deſtitute ſtate, as being in want of 
neceſſaries, and the indiſpoſition of ſeveral of the fe- 
males. To which he received for anſwer, that he ba * 
pleuty f Doctors, and would not fi Her any to be lauded, 
but all ſhould. go with the feet; and ordered fixe wo- 
men to be brought to his ſhip, and five to be taken 
to the frigate. Mrs. Grieg, who was ill, being brought 
up and laid on her bed on the deck, was taken into 
the boat, and another part of our company leſt th 
ſhip. -;This ſecond captivity. was- peculiarly. trying 
ſome of us ill, others ſcarcely recovered from the. in- 
diſpoſition of Nature's ſorrow, wich infants ſo young 
Hed 10 wer al boats. on the trackleſs ocean.

We had 
deen detained by gp winds, fully three times 
longer than it was expected. Twice had we arrived 
near the nn and twice been. prevented from 
entering it. If we had been but one day ſooner we 
ſhould have reached the harbour without interruption, 


and if but one hour later the fleet would have been 


out of fight. But we were detained till the very days 
yea, | .the very hour, at which the fleet was off this 
port, that we might arrive near to the very ſpot. whi- 


ther we had come in the Duff, with the ſame rea- 
ſonable expectations and pleaſing proſpects, and there 
de again captured. This appeared to us ſo replete 
- with ſovereignty, and to ſpeak ſo clearly the mind and 


will of God, that we were conſtrained to ſay, “ I is 
the Lord's doing, and marvellous in our eyes,” and were

After all the Dr” lter and children, were 


taken out of the brig, my family and I went into a 
boat, and were rowed alongfide of the Commodore, 
when, on his ſeeing the children, and having already 
given orders that I ſhould be taken to the frigate, 


he. refuſed. to take us. on board, which, in the end, 


proved another viſible d. iſplay of Divine Pr ovidence, i in 
our behalf, though it was extremely painful to-my 
wife and little ones, as the fea ran high, to be rowed 
to a conſiderable diſtance in purſuit of the frigate, 


which, after ſome time, we overtook, when our ſea- 
men, with pleaſure, ſtood ready to conduct my wife 


and children up the ſhip s ſide aboard. The Portu- 
gueſe Captain and officers received us with the 
greateſt politeneſs and reſpect, ordered the ſeamen to 
get our bed, &c. on board, and conducted us into 
the cabin to partake of a ſplendid dinner. Here we 
found ſome of our Brethren and Silters, who met us 
with; joy, and the Captain, with his officers; treated 
us with ſuch extraordinary kindneſs, ſo oppolite to 


the treatment which we had received on board of the 


brig, that we were aſtoniſhed that thoſe of the ſame

They felt for our diſtreſs, ſympathiſed with our ſar. 
rows, and facrificed their own temporal comforts | to 
alleviate the hardſhips of our exile, Every eye was 
ready to watch, every hand to ſupply, all our wants, 
as far as their ability reached, and with peculiar alert- 


neſs, with evident pleaſure they aſſiſted the do- 
meſtics to help us to the beſt of the bounties of 


Providence that were on the table. After dinnet 


the larboard- fide of the ſtate-cabin, and the fore- 


part, as far as it was neceſſary, were appropriated for 
our flceping apartments, which were immediately 


parted off with ſome of the ſails ef the ſhip, and 


they declared that it would afford them pleaſure to 
make us as comfortable as it lay in their Power. 
When we ſaw this uncommon attention, we con- 
cluded that our God had not yet 4% us without a 
Witneſs of his love, and that the hearts of all men were 
. in his hand. We this night took poſſeſſion of 
our new place of reſt, BY Peter Leveſque, 
Vardy, and 1, with our families, in the cabin; 
Meſſrs. I. Ley eſque and Hawkins before us, and the 
ſingle Brethren before them.

againſt our attempt to convey the Goſpel to Heathen 
lands, andthe miſerable pleaſure (forgive theexpreſſion) 


that ſome would enjoy at the news of our capture. 


My limits will permit me to inſert but little of what 


I wrote: upon this ſubject on the Southern Ocean; 
yet, to manifeſt the ſenſations of our minds, while 


under the trial, and for the encouragement of thoſe 


who, from the heart, are engaged in the Mi ry 
cauſe, I ſhall notice the following which then pene- 
trated my mind. Perhaps the declaration of ſome _ 
may be, If this Counſel or Miffion had been of. God, it 


could not have been overthrown, and all the enemeis of 


God end man would have been incapable of frigtraling it. 
Has any good been done by the ſecond Miffion, or any door 
ofened by it for the end that was defroned, the ſpread of © 
the Geſpel? may be the enquiry of another.

have been made void, the counſel of God ſtood ſure, 
and even by the attempt and our captivity God hath 


been glorified. We acknowledged that the temporal

Society and Directors, with Chriſtians in general, I

of miſtayg- ſegd, has been ſown on the extenſive, but 
dark continent of South America, as alſo among the 
. various people to whom we were conveyed, that will 
grow to ſuch a magnitude, that Miſſionaries may fly 
even'from England, and ſafely lodge in its branches. 
Amongſt the numerous impediments 1 in the-way to the 
| {acceſs of the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, which have 
been urged by thoſe who have objefed to Miſſionary 
efforts, and reſpecting Which all have agreed, the ſu- 
perſtition of the members of the church of Rome i is 
one that muſt be removed, before the Goſpel can 
poſſibly have an univerſal ſpread. - Let the preced- 
ing part of this narrative ſpeak, if ſimilar "inſtances 
can be produced, that ever any people before ſet afide 
their cuſtoms and laws to oblige others, far leſs pri- 
ſoners, as theſe people have done to us, and although 
I would not preſume to ſay that, an effectual door 
has been opened for the diſſemination of Goſpel 
truth, yet if we have been made in no other way uſe- 
ful, we have in this, to remove the prejudices imbib- 
e ed 
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ed by many of theſe men even to an aſtoniſhing de- 
gree. Many bave avowed their approbation of the 
pure Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt, given their ſanction to 
our worſhip and order, in preference to their own, 
and made their declaration in our favour. Prieſts 
and people have united in one confeſſion, and ſaid, 
Tou are a good prieft, but I am a ver) bad one ; others vou fee 
our religion is an appeal to the eye aud external, but your”s 
it fimple, aud an appeal to the beart. The Lord con- 
veyed us among men of different nations, who, in Fo 
feeble. degree, heard in doctrine and practice the Goſ- 
pel in their own tongues, and were ready to fay, it 
was never ſo ſeen in their country. or. religion, and 
that indulgence. was granted to us, which had never 
been vouchſaſed before to any of the millions of 168. 
inhabitants. The rich and the poor have equally 
united with us, and we do not entertain the leaſt 
Adcubt, but that, if a political door was once opened, 
= the meſſengers of the Goſpel would meet with a moſt 


i pleaſing reception. From which I conclude that the 
N Miffion has not wholly fallen to the ground, and

Sunday, June gth. In conſequence of thers with: 
two Roman Catholic prieſts, to perform the duty of 
che ſhip, and the great number of men, who were all 
of the ſame perſuaſion, we were afraid that we ſhould 
de obliged to ſpend filent, Sundays during the long 
expected voyage of four months. We held, how- 
ever, our prayer meeting in our birth, in the morn - 
ing, and again aſſembled between the performance - 
dy the prieſts; when we read and expounded the 
good word of our God, but omitted ſinging. We 
haye felt the famine of public ordinances, and known

The poor men on board 
of this ſhip appeared like parched earth panting for 
the tain, being allowed but little, and their proviſions 
at the ſame time dry and ſalt. A cup of cold water 
now appeared of infinite value: knowing the want 
of this bleſſing before I truſt that we were thankful, 
becauſe we were not ſuffered now to want, as our bread

me not to want, and even though it was night to come 
into his cabin, not minding _ and get whatever I

Iwo poor negroes belonging to this this were 8 
with their heads in the ſtocks, in much ſweat and 
pain.

As I paſſed theſe negroes, one with tears 
pleaded hard with me to intereſt myſelf in his behalf 
wich the Captain, as the only means by which, he 
could, poſſibly be delivered: when being informed 
that their crime was ſtealing alt beef, 1] was perſuaded 
that hunger only in their Gtuation, Shire it was in 
poſſible for them to obtain water to quench their thirſt; 
could have been the cauſe, of this act, 1 promiſed 
them my ſervices, and went immediately on the 
quarter deck for that purpoſe; when, on my addreſling | 
the Captain, he would ſuffer me to go no farther, than 
begin, my requeſt; before he ſaid, that it was always 
his pleaſure to gratify my wiſhes, and called to a ſer- 
jeant to liberate the men directiy.

55 place, we ſhould have arrived at Rio Janeiro before 


the Buonaparte was off that coaſt, as ſhe had only 
been there four days before our capture. The delay 
in the brig alſo recurred to our memory, and in b&th 
ve evidently ſaw the hand of God, and, from a review 
of the way in which we had been led, we believed, 
that we were not able to know the mind and will of 

the Lord concerning us, or whither we ſhould yet be 
conveyed, but we hoped to be enabled to dene, our- 
ſelves to his ſovereign pleaſure. 


At our worſhip this evening, we were impreſſed 


with a ſenſe of our duty and privilege to unite toge - 
ther and plead, that, if it was agreeable to our Lord, 


he would ſend us a favourable breeze, and we agreed ob 


to hold a prayer- meeting at ſix o'clock next morning, 


for that-purpoſe.

that we had ever beheld: it did not, however, con- 
tinue above forty minutes, yet the fleet was driyen 
ſome miles towards our port, when all returned to a 
calm as before, We held our prayer-meeting accard, 
ing to agreement, and hoped that even the ſquall was 
not only an evidence of what our God could perform, 
but a token for good, an anſwer by anticipation to 
our intended ſupplications, agreeably to his own.

At nine, A. M. the Lord ſeemed Sat to fond. us 
a favourable breeze, which began, and increaſed every 
hour, till we made rapid progreſs.

Every countenance in the ſhip was ex preſſtye of plea - 
ſure, and we were ready to join the Royal Plalmiſt, 


O that men would therefore praiſe the Lord for his 
Svodueſs, and declare his Wonders which he doth for the 


children of men.” | 

Saturday, 24th. I may probably be tireſome i in no- 
dung Saints Days and the ſervice. of the maſs. Yet 
as ſome circumſtances in particular made impreſſions 
on my mind, and may afford information, I cannot 
omit them. The performance of maſs upon ſuch a 
principle as their own creed declares, muſt claim at- 
tention from every ſpiritual and enlightened mind, 
who reads the following quotation from their article 
of faith on this ſubje&, which may here be inſerted:

It was St. Bartholomew's 
Day, when, as uſual, maſs was ſaid wire, after which 
the following circumſtances occurred:

covery.. At eleven, A. M. the ſervice began; ; thealtar 
was fixed as before, but from it to the hatchway, and 
leading all the way to the officer's birth, it was in- 


cloſed with flags, to form a paſſage: to the ceiling were 


fixed the Portugueſe colours, and the deck was ſeraped 


. clean to make the way perfect; the ſhip-colours were 


hoiſted half-maſt high, an uſual .fignal for mourning, 
and the bell tolled as for interment : the ſenior prieſt 
at the altar now proceeded to tranſubſtantiate, firſt 


the wafer, and then the wine, which he preſumed to 


do, by holding it up towards the 3 image wt his re- 


flective plate, which he held in the palm of his hand, 
and twiſting it about before the lights, which were 


burning on each ſide of the altar, it cauſed his face to 


ſhine with the reflection, that flew about like the Will 
of the Wiſp, (which we frequently ſaw in Paraguay), 
and the credulous people appeared to believe, that the 


divine preſence was there, to convert the wafer and 
vine into the body, blood, and divinity of Jeſus Chriſt,” 
as immediately all fell on their knees, croſſed them- 
ſelves, beat their breaſts, with other preſcribed mo- 


tions. He now took it himſelf only in both parts, 


for even the junior prieſt was not allowed to partici- : 
pate, and when he received the wafer, which is three 
Thongs broad, after doubling, he [wallowed, without 


biting 
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biting it, as they ſay a bone of him is not 10 be 
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broken, and they hold it to be imptoper to deface it 


With their teeth. The wine being in one veſſel, while 


another of the ſame fize ſtood by, containing water, 
when he had drunk the wine the cup was rinſed with 
the water which was afterwards drunk, and leſt any 
ſhould remain, or be appropriated to another uſe, 


he again rinſed it and drank, when he wiped the veſſel | 
dry with a purificatory or linen cloth, with which he 
wipes his chalice and his fingers after abſolution. He 
now went in proceflion to adminiſter the ordinance to 
the ſick man, when the wafer was placed on the plate, 
and covered with a cloth. Firſt, ſome officers went 
together, next the Captain and three othets,- each 
with a large wax candle burning in their hands, then 
the junior prieſt, and the ſenior, who was the ad- 
miniſtrator, followed' him, and proceeded down the 
hatchway to the officer's cabin, while all around on 
the deck falling on their knees, remained in that Pane” 


tore till their return to the akar, when this ſolemn 


: ſervice was concluded. 


No ſooner was all cleared away, than quite a dife 


ferent ſcene was exhibited. A: ſtrange ſail was de- 
ſcried, the ſignal hoiſted; and our Captain received 
orders from the Commodore to give her chaſe; im- 
mediately all ſail Was ſet, the drums beat to quarters, 
the prow- guns were loaded, and the inſtruments of

of a ſhip in the fleet ſent us this day a very unexpected 
preſent after ſo long a voyage, a live cow, to help to 


ſupply our table with freſh meat, with which, through. 
the peculiar favour of Providence, we had been in- 
dulged every day. On.” 5

We therefore agreed 
to -hold a prayer meeting every Thurſday morning, 
expreſsly for the purpoſe of ſupplicating protection 
for our Brethren and Siſters, with us, from every ene - 
my, ſo that we might reach in ſafety the deſired port. a 
Our boat being ſent this day to the French lady's 


ſhip, we received a large freſh fiſh, and ſome other 


proviſions. Thus hitherto, even on the trackleſs = 


ocean, our God has ſupplied our wants. i 

Sunday, Sept. 1ſt. This was a fine day, and our 
ordinances were both pleaſant and profitable. We 
commemorated the death of our blefſed Lord. All the 
wine in the cabin being expended, we had procured 
a ſmall quantity for that purpoſe from an officer on 


board; but previouſly to our entering on the ſervice, 
on aſking for bread, we were kindly offered ſome of

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we had obtained ſome before, we declined accept- 
ing it. Two of the officers attended as ſpectators. 
The boat being diſpatched to the Meduza, we 
ſent, as uſual, letters to our brethren, and from them 
received anſwers. They contained the painful intel- 
ligence of our Brethren's increafing weakneſs, through 
want of proper nouriſhment and bad lodging. Bro- 
ther Joſeph Smith informed me that he vas excced- 
ingly weak, and found it difficult to bear up under 
the trial; another, that moſt were in the ſame ſtate; 
and Brother Jerrard wrote the following, which I here

All our flour being conſumed, as we paſſed a ſhip* 


this evening our Capt ain hailed her, and plead ed for 


a ſmall ppl for our table ; when the boat being 
Tent, we received the ſame, with ſome pigs, and through 
chi- reo idence we were {upplied a few days longer. 


Monday, 2d. We held the Miſſionary prayer- 
meeting in the Captain s cabin, which he had kindly

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offered to us on the occaſion, and we enjoyed a ſo- 
lemn and profitable meeting. Drawing near the 
weſtern iſland of Corva, one of the fleet hoiſted the 
ſignal that land was in ſight, which in looking out for, 
we ſaw a ſtrange ſail, but as the fleet was now ſcatter - 
ed, our Captain, inſtead of receiving orders to chaſe, 
was commanded to collect the ſhips, and no land

hend to look out for land, at nine A. M. it was again 
ſuppoſed t be ſeen, bearing ſouth; but after waiting 
in the expectation of enjoying a clearer diſcovery, as to 
it we ſuppoſed we advanced, it diſappeared, and prov- 
ed to be only a cloud. The boat being ſent to the 
5 Meduza, J received ſ-veral pleaſing epiſtles of love 
from the Brethren, but learned that their ſtate of 
health was the ſame as before. Mrs. Hill had been 
ſent to the brig on Wedneſday laſt, to be ready at 
the time of Mrs. Beattie'sdclivery, but we received 
no intelligence from them Ey the boat we received 
a mall ſupply of flour, ſufficient for the e 
tion of two or three days. 11 05 
Wedneſday, Ach. The 8 who! was now 
a great way a-head of the fleet in ſearch of land, at 
ten A. M. hoiſted the ſignal that it was ſeen, but the 
ſight of a ſqua ron of three ſhips and a- brigantine 
ſoon drew our attention from land, with the expecta- 
tion that more would ſpeedily appear in ſight. This 
fleet was clole hauled, all ſails ſet, getting to wind- 
| ward

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ward of us, and we expected them quickly to bear 
down upon us, and that a few hours would decide the 
events of this meeting. Immediately all our boxes, 


| beds, &c. were taken below, the decks cleared for ac- 


tion, and we waiting at times in expeQation of being 
removed into another ſtate of trial. However, in the 
midſt of the confuſion, in preparing for an engage - 
ment, moſt of us found opportunity to aſſemble, and 
commit ourlelyes to the Lord by prayer and ſuppli- 
cation, with peculiar compoſurè, as the myſterious 
way of the Lord with us on the great water, ſeemed 


to ſpeak, © Be fill, and know that I am God.” At 


three, P. M. they diſappeared, but ſeveral were the 
conjectures reſpecting this, as ſome imagined that it 


was only a manceuvre for the purpoſe of bearing 


down upon us in the night, ſo that the cheſts, &c. re- : 


mained below, and the people under arms. 


The land now was clearly viſible, the iſland of Corva 


and Florence bearing S. E. and towards them we 


ſteered our courſe, being about twelve leagues diſtant. 
The ſight of iſlands fixed iu the ocean by the almighty- | 
Architect, affords a grand and pleaſing ſight to 
' thoſe ſo enlightened, as to behold the wonders of the 
Lord in the great deep, and with us were not indulged: 
with a. view of land for many days. Beth theſe 
iſlands are high, but that of Florence is the higheſt, ) 
_ and ſeparated from each other by the ſea, about three | 


leagues, from what I could conjectute. 


Thurſday, 5th. We had reaſon to be thankful for 
; + another 
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another nights tranquillity, as we were not interrupted 
by the ſtrange fleet, -_ pm to continue our 
courle. . 
Friday, 6th. This was a.the firſt day that we were, 
ſtrietly ſpeaking, in want of bread, though we had 
been compelled to have only two meals per day: but 
the kindneſs of our Captain and officers was the ſame, 
as they put themſelves on the ſame allowance, and we 
were convinced that if they had poſſeſſed it to give, 
we ſhould have partaken of it. Mrs. Gregory having 
little Ebenezer to ſuckle, during ſo long a voyage, 
and Mrs. Jones having the ſame duty to perform in 
the brig, felt this trial the moſt ſevere. Knowing the 
| ſcarcity on board, we could not take the liberty to 
aſk for food, and my wife retiring to reſt under the - 
painful ſenſation of hunger, through the child's ſuck-" 
ing all night, ſhe has occaſionally fainted away with 
,> weakneſs by morning. Yet the Lord gave ſtrength 
ſufficient for the day, preſerved in every ſtate, and in 
every trial made @ way for our eſcape. The ſubſtitute 
for bread, called ferinee, of which we now partook, is 
a white root, which grows in Sonth* America, the 
juice of which is fatal poiſon, to extract which they 
have hot kilns to dry and preſs the fame from the 
root, which i is then beat as ſmall as ſaw-duſt, when 
it is fit to eat; but exceedingly dry, and a ſmall quan- 
tity in the mouth will immediately dry up all moiſture. 
For our breakfaſt this morning it was boiled like 
water-gruel, to eat with coffee, and at dinner perfectly 
dry. 
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Saturday, 7th. The wind continued favourable, 


but in conſequence of our neceſſitous ſtate, and that 
of the poor ſeamen, which was ſtill woiſe, we were 
concerned at leeing the little progreſs made by the 
"Commodore. It was daily aſſerted, that the peculiar 
pecuniary advantages ariſing from his being out at 
ſea, was the cauſe of our delay, which unfavourable 
opinion, I fear, was too often confirmed. 


Sunday, 8th. Hitherto the Lord had continued to 


us our goſpel ordinances on his day, and favoured us 
with many comfortable moments. The wind now 
ſhifred againſt us, which made ſome impreſion. on our 
minds. | 


Monday, th. In the as we were awakened by 


the roaring of the wind, and the violent beating of 


the ſea againſt the ſhip : the ſtern window, under 


Which 1 ſlept, being forced open, every thing was ſcat⸗ 
tered about us till I got it ſhut; chairs, tables, &c. in 


the cabin, were going from fide to ſide, and the water 


pouring in at the ports, rolled in the ſame manner, 


during which time we had enough to do to keep our- 


ſelves and children together on the bed. At three, 


the gale blew with violence, all the ſails and topmaſts 


were ſtruck, and the frigate lay to. At day light, the 


ocean preſented a tremendous, grand, and awful ſcene: 


the ſea ran mountains high, and appeared ready to 
ſwallow up all into its boſom; but we knew ſafety 10 
be of the Lord. If mariners may reſt ſatisfied re- 


ſpecting their ſafety, from the knowledge of their 
ſhips being · ſound, much more may the man who is

them ; our Captain bore down towards her, and hoiſted 
the ſignal for her to ſet fail, when ſhe: hoiſted the ſig- 5 


nil of diſtreſs, and on our approach informed us by 


the ſpeaking trumpet, that ſhe was very leaky, ſhipped 


much water, and was ſo much damaged in her maſts 


and rigging, as to be able only to ſet her fore-fail : the 


ſea ran too high to get out a boat; our Captain 
hoiſted a lanthorn, as ſhe alſo did during the night,

In Liſbon, the capital of Portugal, are ſeveral mag 
nificent palaces, churches, and other public build 
mgs. Its ſituation, as it riſes from the Tagus, in the 
form of a creſcent, renders its appearance at once 
delightful and ſuperb ; and the harbour is certainly 
both ſpacious and ſecure, The city is guarded from 
any ſudden attack, towards the ſea, by forts. There

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| where part of the late city was deſtroyed by the earth- 
quake, one of which is chiefly compoſed of filver- 
fmiths* ſhops ; but others, for the moſt part, are very 
diſagreeable and offenſive, from the continual nui- 
fances which are thrown into them from the windows, 
There was little here to excite an inclination to re- 
main; it produced quite a different effect from that 
which I felt when I was in South America. The 
Exchange forms a capital {quare, and the aqueduct, 
without the town, is defervedly entitled to admira- 
tion, This water-bridge is built of large tone, and 
is, from hill to hill, about 15, ooo yards long. The 
middle arch is ſo high, that, were the river in {the . 
valley, I ſuppoſe a line of battle ſhip might fail 
through, completely” rigged. Sixteen ſmall towers 
are built upon it, and, from i Its ſommit, we enjoyed 
a beautiful proſpecte, 

The principal part of the inhabitants ſeemed to be 

devoted to ſuperſtition, and friars of every order 
compofe a moſt numerous body of men, who evi- 
_ dently poſſeſs that art and influence which are ſuffi- 
cient to enable them to retain their poſt, At the 
corner of ſeveral ftreets, boxes are placed to receive 
the liberal donations of the feeling heart, for the de- 
ceafed, who are ſuppoſed to be in purgatory, over 
which, with the view of penetrating the feelings, is 
ſuſpended a painting, repreſenting the diſtreſſed ſtate 
of ſeveral ſuffering Chriſtians, with the flames flying 
round them, while they are in the act of ſupplicating 

che beholder for deliverance, by their putting money 

into the box tor maſſes, to be paid for that purpoſe. 


Several 
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'Several 1 images in the ſtreet are incloſed and Hi, 
with lights burning all day and night, to which they 
bow in paſſing. By ſome a number of relies are 


placed in a caſe, which are preſerved to record the 


miracles which are ſaid to have been performed by the 


 faints, each of them being a repreſentation of the ob- 
jest on which the miracle was wrought; as a leg, an 
hand, a finger, tooth, &c. On one ſide of a ſquare, 
which reminded me of Smithfield, is the moſt holy in- 
quiſition, and in the middle of this building is the 
ſtatue of Truth. The power of the rulers of this 
moſt abominable place, is in full force, and eleven 
Fngliſhmen, I was informed, were confined in it, for 
deing free-maſons, one of whom was the huſband of 


the woman at whoſe houſe I fitſt lodged, who told 
me that ſhe alſo had been committed for having a bible 


in the houſe, againſt which the law is levelled, and 1
